REPORT  ON   TOWN   OF  MEDFIELD  SEAL 

The  first  quarter  of  the  shield  contains  an  accurate  drawing 
of  the  first  book  of  the  records  of  the  town  in  its  present 
condition. 

The  book  is  opened  at  the  second  page,  at  the  middle  of 
which  commences  the  "Compact  of  1649,/'  as  it  is  known,  the 
signatures  thereto  being  on  the  opposite  page.  The  opening 
lines  of  the  compact  are  as  follows:  "For  as  much  for  the 
further  promulgation  of  the  Gospell,  the  subdueing  of  this 
part  of  the  earth  amongst  the  rest  given  to  the  sonnes  of  Adam 
&  the  enlargemt  of  the  bounds  of  the  habitations  formerly 
designed  by  God  to  some  of  his  people  in  this  wilderness,"  etc. 

Facsimiles  of  the  word  "For  as"  appear  on  the  book  as 
drawn  on  the  shield. 

The  second  quarter  contains  thirteen  Puritan's  heads 
placed  in  heraldic  order  and  symbolizing  the  thirteen  settlers 
of  the  town. 

The  third  quarter  contains  a  garrison  house,  with  Noon 
Hill  in  the  distance,  surmounted  by  an  heraldic  sun.  The  gar- 
rison house  was  sketched  by  Mr.  Monks  from  an  illustration 
in  the  library  of  the  Genealogical  Society,  and  is  no  doubt 
similar  in  appearance  to  those  which  were  built  in  Medfield. 
Noon  Hill  is  said  to  have  been  so  named  by  the  early  settlers 
for  the  reason  that  the  sun  appeared  to  them  to  stand  directly 
above  its  summit  at  noon. 

The  fourth  quarter  contains  a  torch  and  a  tomahawk, 
symbolizing  King  Philip's  War  and  the  attempted  destruction 
of  the  town.  They  are  placed  "in  saltier,"  or  crossed,  in  recog- 
nition of  the  religious  element  in  the  character  of  the  founders 
of  the  town.  For  a  divider  in  the  ribbon  of  the  seal  the  Com- 
mittee have  used  the  rhododendron. 

As  in  heraldry  quarterings  represent  a  uniting  of  families, 
so  on  the  shield  of  the  accompanying  design  they  represent 
a  uniting  of  events,  showing  in  the  first  quarter  the  beginning 
of  the  town  by  the  signing  of  the  compact;  in  the  second 
quarter,  the  arrival  of  the  original  settlers  on  the  land;  in  the 
third  quarter,  the  building  of  garrison  houses  to  protect  the 
land;  and,  in  the  last  quarter,  the  attempt  of  the  Indians  to 
burn  and  destroy  what  the  settlers  had  made.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  to  the  citizens  of  Medfleld 
its  annual  report  of  activities  for  the  past  year  and  their 
recommendations  for  the  300th  year  of  the  incorporation  of 
the  Town. 

The  year  1951  was  to  bring  to  the  inhabitants  of  Medfield 
the  opportunity  of  appropriately  marking  the  300th  anniver- 
sary of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  March  1949  to  appropriately  celebrate  the  event, 
the  Selectmen  prepared  a  table  of  organization,  appointed 
many  of  the  committees  and  much  constructive  progress  was 
accomplished  up  to  the  time  the  President  of  the  United 
States  declared  a  National  Emergency  followed  by  a  similar 
proclamation  by  the  Governor. 

After  the  President's  proclamation  was  issued  the  Select- 
men and  the  Advisory  Committee,  after  deliberation,  doubted 
the  feasibility  of  celebrating  the  300th  Anniversary  under 
present  uncertainties  and  the  existing  emergency  conditions 
and  will  await  further  instructions  from  the  voters  at  a  future 
Town  Meeting. 

In  addition  to  the  conscription  of  many  men  and  women 
from  their  families  into  the  armed  services,  it  is  necessary 
to  channel  all  available  resources  and  efforts  of  the  people 
into  the  Civilian  Defense  Program. 

Therefore,  the  Selectmen  recommend  that  an  appropriate 
observance  for  the  commemoration  of  such  a  historical  event 
be  postponed  to  a  more  propitious  time. 

Although  it  may  not  be  possible  to  celebrate  the  long 
awaited  Tercentenary  during  1951,  it  is  necessary  at  this 
critical  time  for  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to  volunteer 
their  services  and  resources  in  an  all-out  effort  to  establish 
a  local  organization  for  strong  civil  defense  in  accordance 
with  the  State  Civil  Defense  plan  and  program. 

Under    Chapter   639    of    the   Acts    of   1950   the   Selectma 
appointed    Richard    Breck    Jr.    as    Director    to    organize    and 
administer  the  program,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  expect  that  every  citizen  will 
recognize  his  duty  and  will  cooperate  both  in  volunteering 
assistance  and  obeying  any  regulations  that  may  be  promul- 
gated. 

Last  year  the  Selectmen  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
Committee    inaugurated    a    Good    Government    Day   which    af- 
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forded  to  the  students,  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  duties  and  actual  operation  of  the  various  Town 
Departments. 

Such  a  program  to  educate  the  school  population  in  their 
civic  responsibilities  is  commendable  and  the  extension  of 
the   program  will   receive   the  full   cooperation   of  the   Board. 

October  24th  was  designated  by  a  Selectmen's  Proclama- 
tion as  the  anniversary  of  the  coming  into  force  of  the  United 
Nations  Charter. 

Appropriate  commemorative  ceremonies  were  conducted 
at  an  assembly  in  the  High  School  auditorium. 

The  Board  wishes  tp  thank  Mrs.  Charles  Allen  for  the 
beautiful  United  Nations  flag  which  she  fabricated  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Town. 

After  the  last  war  a  committee  was  appointed  to  present 
plans  and  recommendations  for  an  appropriate  War  Memorial 
for  World  War  II  Veterans.  The  report  of  a  committee  was 
heard  in  1949  and  the  committee  was  discharged.  The  Board 
feels  that  recognition  of  World  War  II  Veterans  is  long  over- 
due and  recommend  that  a  new  committee  be  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  erection  of  a  memorial  and  report  at  a  future 
Town  Meeting. 

With  the  growth  of  new  construction  during  the  past 
several  years  a  misconception  of  the  effect  of  growth  on  the 
tax  rate  of  the  town  has  arisen  and  requires  explanation  and 
clarification. 

Although  it  is  true  that  where  homes  are  constructed 
on  accepted  streets  and  where  public  utilities  are  in  existence 
there  may  be  a  tendency  for  the  tax  rate  to  decrease,  on 
the  other  hand  where  honies  are  constructed  away  from  the 
settled  center  and  where  new  streets  must  be  constructed 
and  services  supplied  there  may  be  a  tendency  for  the  tax 
rate  to  increase  until  such  time  as  the  new  taxable  property 
has  absorbed  the  original  cost  of  installation. 

The  principal  factor  responsible  for  a  higher  tax  rate  is  due 
to  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials.  Both  factors 
are  not  controlled  locally  but  are  the  results  of  the  general 
economic  conditions  of  the  country.  It  is  impossible  to  pre- 
dict stabilization  of  cost. 

Town  officials  in  the  conduct  of  town  business  are  subject 
to  the  same  financial  problems  encountered  by  the  man  in 
business  and  the  housewife.  The  trend  to  impose  provision 
of  additional  services  on  towns  by  legislative  acts  has  not 
contributed  to  lessening  local  taxation. 

In  conjunction  with  growth  of  the  Town,  the  Board  wishes 
also  to  explain  that  many  of  the  roads  on  the  outer  fringes 
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of  the  Town  are  merely  cart  roads,  hundreds  of  years  old 
which  have  been  resurfaced.  With  the  construction  of  dwell- 
ings along  roads  that  are  not  laid  out  problems  arise  both 
for  the  home  owner  and  for  the  movement  of  traffic . 

These  narrow  and  winding  roads  are  not  suitable  to  modern 
traffic  and  create  a  hazard  to  pedestrians,  particularly  chil 
dren,  who  are  forced  to  use  the  roads  in  place  of  sidewalks. 

Therefore,  the  Selectmen  recommend  that  many  of  the 
outer  roads  be  laid  out  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  future 
builders  will  have  a  definite  street  line  to  guide  them  in  the 
set  back  of  their  buildings  and  to  keep  land  damage  awards 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 

The  Board  further  recommends  in  this  regard  that  the 
Planning  Board  make  an  exhaustive  survey  of  the  streets, 
construct  a  master  plan  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Selectmen  so  that  a  systematic  program  may  be  established 
for  future  lay-outs. 

The  By-law  entitled  "Specifications  for  Construction  of 
New  Streets  Through  Private  Property"  does  not  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  place  sufficient  financial  responsibility 
on  the  developer  and  is  inadequate  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town.  Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  a  new  by-law 
be  prepared,  requiring  the  developer  to  install  all  public 
utilities,  to  construct  a  hard  surfaced  road  and  to  post  a 
performance  bond  guaranteeing  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  the  above  requirements. 

Due  to  the  increased  number  of  vehicles  attempting  to 
park  in  the  same  amount  of  limited  space  in  the  square  and 
because  of  a  petition  from  the  merchants  of  the  Town,  the 
Selectmen,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Highways,  and  the  Chief 
of  Police,  with  the  expert  advice  of  the  Traffic  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  drew  up  a  set  of  traffic 
regulations  which  will  temporarily  remedy  the  problem  by 
limiting  the  time  of  parking. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  actively  engaged  in 
many  matters  during  the  past  year. 

Chapter  42.  of  General  Laws  Ter.  Edition  requires  that 
the  Selectmen  of  towns  perambulate  and  renew  the  boundar- 
ies of  a  town  every  five  years.  Consequently,  the  Selectmen 
of  Medfield  met  the  Selectmen  of  the  five  adjacent  towns 
of  Dover,  Millis,  Norfolk,  Sherborn,  and  Walpole  and  re-estab- 
lished and  renewed  town  boundaries. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  also  has  necessitated  additional 
field  work. 

Because  of  the  many  and  varied  problems  presented  in 
the  year  1950,  the  Selectmen  in  order  to  complete  their  busi- 
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ness  have  met  seventy-five  times  in  addition  to  their  regular 
meetings. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  in  recent  years  to  make 
the  Town  Report  more  readable  and  valuable  to  the  voters 
in  their  deliberations  of  the  conduct  of  town  affairs. 

The  Board  has  outlined  the  principal  problems  encoun- 
tered during  the  past  year  and  the  probable  situations  to  be 
remedied  during  the  next  year. 

Although  past  and  future  activity  has  been  heavy  there 
is  great  consolation  in  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  received  the  fullest  degree  of  cooperation  from  the  many 
citizens  who  were  requested  to  assist  in  their  solution. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  the  boards 
and  departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 

Particularly  deserving  of  commendation  are  the  many 
citizens  who  so  generously  gave  their  time  and  talents  to 
serve  on  the  many  committees  appointed  during  1950.

the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  Old 
Age  Assistance  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
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Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Department  of  Civil  Defense.  There  is  hereby 
established  a  department  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called 
the  "department").  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  department 
to  have  charge  of  civil  defense  functions  as  authorized  or  di- 
rected by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive  orders  or 
general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and  to  exercise 
any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under  said 
Chapter  639. 

Section  2.  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  The  department 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  civil  defense 
(hereinafter  called  the  "director")  who  shall  be  appointed  as 
prescribed  by  law.  The  Director  shall  direct  responsibility  for 
the  organization,  administration  and  operation  of  the  depart- 
ment, subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appointing 
authority  and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from 
time  to  time  by  the  appointing  authority.  The  director  may, 
within  the  limits  of  the  amount  appropriated  therefor,  appoint 
such  experts,  clerks,  and  other  assistants  as  the  work  of  the 
department  may  require  and  may  remove  them,  and  may 
make  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  ef- 
fectively the  purpose  of  Chapter   639,   Acts   of   1950. 

The  director  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  appoint  dis- 
trict co-ordinators  and  may  accept  and  may  receive  on  behalf 
of  the  town,  services,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  or  funds 
by  way  of  gift,  grant,  or  loan,  for  purposes  of  civil  defense, 
offered  by  the  Federal  Government  or  any  agency  or  officer 
thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  subject  to  the 
terms  of  the  offer  and  the  rules  and  regulations,  if  any,  of  the 
agency  making  the  offer. 

The  director  shall  cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of 
all  matters  relating  to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

Section  3.  Civil  defense  Advisory  Council.  There  is  here- 
by established  a  civil  defense  advisory  council  (hereinafter 
called  the  "council.")  Said  council  shall  serve  without  pay  and 
shall  consist  of  the  director  of  civil  defense,  such  other  depart- 
ment heads  and  such  other  persons  as  the  authority  appoint 
ing  said  director  may  deem  necessary.  Such  member  of  said 
council  as  said  appointing  authority  shall  designate  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  said  council.  Said  council  shall  serve  subject 
to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority  and 
shall  advise  said  appointing  authority  and  the  director  on 
matters  pertaining  to  civil  defense. 

Section  4.  Police  Aid  to  Other  Cities  and  Towns  in  Event 
of  Riots  or  Other  Violence  Therein.  The  police  department  is 
hereby  authorized  to  go  to  the  aid  of  another  city  or  town  at 
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the  request  of  said  city  or  town  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or 
other  forms  of  violence  therein. 

Section  5.  Termination  of  Ordinance  (By-Law).  This  or- 
dinance (by-law)  shall  remain  in  force  during  the  effective 
period  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  any  act  in  amendment 
or   continuation   thereof   or   substitution   therefor. 

Section  6.  Definition.  All  references  to  Chapter  639,  Acts 
of  1950  as  now  in  force,  shall  be  applicable  to  any  act  or  acts 
in  amendment  or  continuation  of  or  substitution  for  said 
Chapter  639.    . 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing By-Law: 

To  authorize  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  or  other  officer 
having  charge  of  ways,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  or  plow- 
ing snow  or  removing  ice,  from  any  way,  to  remove,  or  cause 
to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  including  in  such 
term  a  public  garage,  any  vehicle  interfering  with  such  work, 
and  for  imposing  liability  for  the  cost  of  such  removal,  and 
of  storage  charges  if  any  resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner 
of  such  vehicle. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the 
following  regulations  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  or  do 
or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Regulations  Relative  to   Sewer  Assessments 

1.  For  all  future  extensions  of  the  common  sewers,  the 
Town  shall  pay  not  less  than  40%  of  the  total  cost;  and  the 
remaining  cost  shall  be  borne  by  owners  of  the  land,  one-half 
to  be  assessed  according  to  the  frontage  of  such  land  on  any 
public  way  in  which  a  sewer  is  constructed  at  a  rate  per 
linear  foot  which  shall  be  equal  to  approximately  15%  of  the 
cost  per  foot  of  sewer,  and  one-half  to  be  assessed  according 
to  the  area  of  such  land  within  a  fixed  depth  of  100  feet  from 
such  a  way  at  a  rate  per  square  foot  which  shall  be  equal  to 
approximately  15/100ths  of  1%  of  such  cost  per  foot  of  sewer; 
the  aforesaid  assessments  to  be  modified  by  such  exemptions 
as  are  allowed  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  in  accord- 
ance with  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  83,  Section  14  to  24. 

2.  Assessments  shall  be  based  on  the  estimated  average 
cost  per  foot  for  all  sewers  constructed  in  the  previous  year 
and  to  be  constructed  in  the  current  year.  There  shall  be  no 
double  or  overlapping  assessments;  in  case  of  corner  lots,  all 
frontage  and  area  assessed  on  the  first  street  shall  be  ex- 
empted in  assessing  for  the  second  street.  No  land  shall  be 
assessed  which  by  reason  of  its  grade  or  other  cause  cannot 
be  drained  into  the  sewer,  until  such  incapacity  is  removed; 
the  land  shall  then  be  assessed  as  it  would  have  been  assessed 
originally.   At  the  end  of  a  sewer  extension,  all  lots  the  sewer 
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can  serve  shall  be  assessed,  except  that  no  assessment  shall 
be  made  beyond  a  line  100  feet  from  the  last  manhole.  Ex- 
emptions from  assessments  shall  be  made  for  property  owned 
by  the  Town,  and  for  rights  of  way  deeded  and  dedicated  to 
public  use.  When  an  additional  building  in  the  rear  of  the 
assessment  line  is  connected  to  the  sewer  an  additonal  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  as  determined  to  be  just  and  equitable  by 
the  Board.  Common  sewers  constructed  in  the  ways  of  a 
private  development,  including  connection  to  the  Town  System 
in  the  nearest  public  way,  shall  be  built  in  a  manner  accept- 
able to  the  Board  and  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  owner,  and 
no  assessment  shall  be  made.

Section  1.  Department  of  Civil  Defense.  There  is  hereby 
established  a  department  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the 
"department").  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  department  to 
have  charge  of  civil  defense  as  defined  in  Section  1,  Chapter 
639,  Acts  of  1950  and  to  perform  civil  defense  functions  as  auth- 
orized or  directed  by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive 
orders  or  general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and  to 
exercise  any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under 
said  Chapter  639. 

Section  2.  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  The  department  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter 
called  the  "director")  who  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed  by 
law.  The  director  shall  have  direct  responsibility  for  the  organ- 
ization, administration  and  operation  of  the  .(department,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority 
and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  appointing  authority.  The  director  may,  within  the

Section  3.  Civil  Defense  Advisory  Council.  There  is  hereby

Said  council  shall  serve  without- pay  and  shall 
consist  of  the  director  of  civil  defense,  such  other  department 
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heads  and  such  other  persons  as  the  authority  appointing  said- 
director  may  deem  necessary.

a  way  at  a  rate  per  square  foot  which  shall  be  equal  to  ap- 
proximately 15/100  of  1%  of  such  cost  per  foot  of  sewer;  the 
aforesaid  assessments  to  be  modified  by  such  exemptions  as 
are  allowed  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  in  accordance 
with  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  83,  Sections  14  to  24. 

2.  Assessments  shall  be  based  on  the  estimated  average 
cost  per  foot  for  all  sewers  constructed  in  the  previous  year 
and  to  be  constructed  in  the  current  year.  There  shall  be  no 
double  or  overlapping  assessments ;  in  case  of  corner  lots,  all 
frontage  and  area  assessed  on  the  first  street  shall  be  exempted 
in  assessing  for  the  second  street.  No  land  shall  be  assessed 
by  reason  of  its  grade  or  other  cause  cannot  be  drained  into 
the  sewer,  until  such  incapacity  is  removed;  the  land  shall  then 
be  assessed  as  it  would  have  been  assessed  originally.  At  the 
end  of  a  sewer  extension,  all  lots  the  sewer  can  serve  shall  be 
assessed,  except  that  no  assessment  shall  be  made  beyond  a 
line  100  feet  from  the  last  manhole.

There  was  special  interest  shown  in  books  on  art,  including 
painting  in  oils,  watercolor  and  pastels;  and  books  on  useful 
arts,  such  as  rug  making,  wood  carving,  stamp  collecting;  also 
books  on  recognizing  and  preserving  antiques;  and  on  carpen- 
try and  building.  Eighty-five  non-fiction  books  were  borrowed 
from  our  state  library.  Small  libraries  no  not  own  too  many 
books  on  specialized  study,  but  can  borrow  them  on  an  inter- 
library  loan  through  the  state  library. 

Miss  Alice  Cahill,  general  secretary  of  the  Division  of 
Public  Libraries,  visited  Medfield  this  summer  and  gave  her 
expert  advice  and  help  in  withdrawing  from  our  shelves  out- 
dated and  obsolete  literature. 

To  emphasize  Book  Week,  new  books  for  children  were 
displayed  for  circulation  and  an  art  exhibit  for  adults  with  a 
display  of  art  books  was  arranged.  Paintings  by  residents  of 
Medfield  were  placed  around  the  reading  room  and  visitors  to 
the  library  during  this  week  expressed  surprised  pleasure  over 
the  number  of  artists  and  the  excellent  quality  of  the  work. 
We  hope  to  have  a  similar  exhibit  next  year. 
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Our  annual  Children's  Story  Hour  from  eleven  to  twelve 
o'clock  during  one  week  of  the  summer  was  again  well  attended. 
Stories  were  told  and  read  and  albums  of  music  records  were 
played.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Edward  Hellier, 
Mrs.  Henry  Young  and  Mrs.  Robert  Peters  for  their  help  with 
this  project. 

The  library  has  exchanged,  on  a  loan  basis,  sixty  mystery 
and  western  novels  with  the  Canton  Public  Library  again  this 
year.  This  practice  enriches  the  choice  of  light  reading  without 
cost.  We  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  Miss  Margaret  Doody, 
Canton  Librarian,  for  her  part  in  furthering  this  exchange. 

1950  has  been  a  record  year  for  receiving  gifts  of  books. 
These  gift  books  are  helping  us  to  build  up  a  fine  library.  We 
are  acquiring  a  recommended  group  of  books  on  various  sub- 
jects. The  authors  of  classics,  especially,  have  begun  to  be 
well  represented.  Books  which  are  not  used  here  are  sent  to 
the  American  Merchant  Marine  Library  Association  and  to  our 
local  schools  if  recommended  for  student  reading.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

Following  are  the  statistics  of  the  cases  handled  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  during  the  year  1950 : 

1.  Old  Age  Assistance: 

On  January  1,  1950  there  were  fifty-five  cases.  During 
the  year  thirteen  new  cases  were  added.  Of  these  thirteen 
new  cases,  six  were  Medfield  settled,  five  were  unsettled 
and  two  were  other  than  Medfield  settled.  During  the 
year  three  cases  were  closed  by  death,  six  were  transferred 
to  other  towns,  one  moved  out  of  State  and  one  was  closed 
on  account  of  change  in  economic  circumstances. 
As  of  December  31,  1950  there  are  fifty-seven  persons  re- 
ceiving Old  Age  Assistance. 

2.  Aid  to  Dependent  Children: 

On    January   1,    1950   there   were   four   cases.     During   the 
year  two  cases  were  transferred  to  other  towns. 
As  of  December  31,  1950  there  are  two  cases  receiving  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children. 

3.  General  Relief: 

On  January  1,  1950  there  were  five  cases.    During  the  year 
two  cases  were  added,  one  of  these  being  Unsettled.     TW6. 
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cases  were  closed  during  the  year,  one  on  account  of  ob- 
taining work  and  the  other  on  account  of  change  in  economic 
circumstances. 

As  of  December  31,  1950  there  are  five  cases  receiving 
General  Relief. 

The  Federal  regulations  issued  July  1,  1949  have  been 
carried  out  as  follows: 

On  January  3,  1950,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  moved 
into  separate  quarters  at  the  Town  Office,  where  all  vital 
records  are  kept.  These  quarters  are  temporary,  until  reno- 
vations on  the  former  American  Legion  Room  are  completed, 
at  which  time  we  will  move  into  our  permanent  quarters. 

On  January  10,  1950,  Mrs.  Doris  M.  Carr  of  Norfolk  was 
appointed  as  Agent,  having  been  certified  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Civil  Service  Division.  Mrs.  Garr  started  her  duties  as 
Agent  on  January  16,  1950. 

At  this  time,  all  of  our  recipients  were  notified  of  this 
appointment,  and  were  informed  that  the  Office  would  be 
opened  on  Friday  afternoons  from  1.00  to  4.00  P.M.  beginning 
February  1,  1950. 

On  October  1,  1950  there  were  two  major  amendments 
made  by  the  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  Program  as 
follows: 

1.  A  new  benefit  formula  under  which  increased  benefits  were 
granted  to  all  persons  currently  in  receipt  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance. 

2.  An  amendment  rendering  eligible  for  benefits  for  the  first 
time  a  number  of  persons  who  did  not  have  sufficient 
quarters  of  covered  employment  under  the  old  require- 
ments. 

On  account  of  the  above  amendments  all  our  budgets 
were  reviewed,  and  as  a  result  of  this  increase  in  benefits, 
sixteen  of  our  recipients  received  additional  amounts  under 
Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance.  To  comply  with  this  added 
resource,  their  State  Standard  budgets  were  decreased.  One 
case  was  closed  as  a  result  of  increased  benefits  from  Old 
Age  and  Survivors  Insurance. 

Referrals  were  sent  on  all  recipients  having  a  Social 
Security  number,  but  who  were  not  eligible  for  benefits  under 
the  old  requirements,  and  when  information  is  received  from 
the  District  Office,  their  budgets  will  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

On  Tuesday,  November  7,  1950  Question  No.  3  on  the 
Official  Ballot  at  the  State  Election  was  approved.     The  sum- 
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mary  of  this  Question  provided  for  minimum  payments  of 
seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  or  eighty-five  dollars  per  month 
if  blind,  as  assistance  to  deserving  aged  persons  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  sixty- three  years,  or  over,  and  are  in  need  of 
relief  and  support.  Th^alsQJncluded  aliens,  as  well  as  citizens 
of  the  United  States.  Chikfr'en  of  recipients,  also,  would  be 
no  longer  required  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  parents. 

Question  No.  4,  which  was  a  measure  for  the  creation 
of  a  monthly  lottery  drawing  to  raise  additional  funds  for 
financing  Question  No.  3  was  defeated  and  not  approved. 

Therefore,  if  Question  No.  3  should  become  a  law,  effective 
during  June  1951,  it  is  very  probable  that  this  Board  will 
have  to  ask  for  substantial  additional  funds  for  Old  Age 
Assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Two  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  existing  sewer 
system  in  1950. 

The  system  was  given  its  usual  care  in  1950  in  order  to  keep 
it  in  efficient  condition.  Some  additional  work  was  done  in 
levelling  up  with  gravel  those  sewer  beds  which  suffer  from  un- 
even settlement  and  about  the  same  amount  should  be  done 
next  year,  and  in  addition  one  old  bed  should  be  partially  ex- 
cavated in  preparation  for  future  renewal. 

The  new  extension  on  Adams  Street,  to  make  the  public 
sewers  available  to  new  residences  on  that  street  as  well  as  to 
the  new  school,  was  completed  in  December  except  for  repaving 
which  will  be  done  by  the  Highway  Department  in  1951.  One 
new  residence  is  already  connected  to  this  sewer.  The  final 
estimated  cost  of  this  project  is  only  about  $5;67  per  foot  as 
against  the  preliminary  estimate  of  $10.00  per  foot. 

We  now  believe  that  other  desirable  sewer  projects,  such 
as  the  proposed  extension  on  Main  Street  to  the  vicinity  of 
Pound  Street  and  the  extension  on  North  Street  from  Dale 
Street  to  and  up  Summer  Street  and  Pine  Street,  which  were 
previously  estimated  at  $10.00  per  foot  could  now  be  done  for 
considerably  less,  resulting  in  assessments  in  the  vicinity  of 
$2.00  per  front  foot.  The  nature  of  the  soil  in  both  these  areas 
has  led  to  some  trouble  with  cesspools  and  septic  tanks,  and 
we  feel  that  extensions  of  the  public  system  to  these  more 
densely  populated  sections  should  be  considered  for  the  near 
future  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health. 

For  proper  care  of  the  sewer  system  in  1951,  we  ask  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1,500.00.

The  cost  of  meters,  pipe  and  other  materials  is  again  on 
the  rise  which  will  prevent  us  from  showing  any  material  in- 
crease in  the  Net  Income  for  1951.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
from  $2,000  to  $3,000  of  our  recent  yearly  expenditures  is  in  the 
nature  of  capital  outlay  for  new  meters  and  services  from  which 
we  will  derive  increased  revenue  in  the  future. 

An  additional  two  hundred  feet  of  eight-inch  water  main 
in  Adams  Street  to  serve  five  new  water  takers,  as  well  as  the 
new  school,  was  completed  during  the  year  except  for  repav- 
ing  which  will  be  done  by  the  Highway  Department  in  1951. 

The  Water  Department  truck  is  now  eleven  years  old  and 
has  run  about  55,000  miles.  It  has  become  increasingly  expen- 
sive to  maintain.  Needed  replacement  of  major  parts  is  almost 
impossible  due  to  lack  of  supply.  We  therefore  ask  the  Town 
for  an  appropriation  to  purchase  a  new  truck  of  similar  but 
more  modern   design.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  school  report.  Folldw- 
ing  this  section  are  reports  of  the  High  School  Principal, 
Elementary  School  Principal,  Supervisors  and  Health  Depart- 
ment. It  is  proper  that  you  read  each  of  these  in  order  that 
you  have  a  bird's  eye  view  of  our  operations. 

No  single  report  covers  all  the  aspects  of  school  adminis- 
tration. The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  summarize  the  high- 
lights of  the  school  department  during  the  current  year. 

Physical  Set  Up 

During  the  school  year,  September  1949- June  1950,  all  ele- 
mentary classrooms  with  the  exception  of  grade  six  which  met 
in  the  high  school  building,  were  conducted  in  the  elementary 
school.  After  the  summer  had  passed  we  were  confronted  with 
overloads  in  grades  three  and  four.  This  situation  was  studied 
by  your  school  committee,  principals  and  superintendent,  and 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  rearrange  some  of  the  classes.  This 
necessitated  the  moving  of  the  mechanical  drawing  room  furni- 
ture into  the  shop  and  scheduling  high  school  classes  for  the 
new  location;  the  furniture  from  the  laboratory  was  placed  in 
the  mechanical  drawing  room  (this  was  done  because  the  pupil 
units  were  smaller  and  it  enabled  us  to  place  more  units  in 
this  room) ;  the  largest  desks  and  chairs  available  were  mounted 
on  wooden  blocks  for  use  in  the  laboratory.  The  room  formerly 
occupied  by  grade  five  in  the  elementary  school  was  made  ready 
for  a  third  grade.  The  mechanical  drawing  room  is  used  for 
grade  five.  Some  old  arm  chairs  were  resurrected  and  are  used 
in  the  location  which  was  formerly  the  cloak  room.  This  room 
equipped  with  a  portable  blackboard  is  serving  well  during  this 
emergency.

Changes  in  Personnel 

Last  May,  Mr.  Peter  Ingeneri,  who  taught  sciences  in  the 
high  school  left  us  to  join  the  Boston  School  Department.  Mr. 
Malcolm  Smith  resigned  to  further  his  education  and  was  re- 
placed by  Mr.  James  Morris.  In  June,  Miss  Virginia  Garrity 
left  to  do  graduate  work  at  Boston  College  and  Miss  Therese 
Cullinane  also  resigned.  Mr.  John  Killelea  was  hired  for  the 
balance  of  the  last  school  year  and  was  re-elected  for  the 
present  school  year.  Mr.  William  Horner  replaced  Mr.  John 
Foley  who  was  recalled  to  the  Active  Marine  Corps.  Miss  Mil- 
dred   McLaughlin    was    assigned    to    grade    one;    Mrs.    Grace 
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Howard  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Phillips  to  grades  three.  Miss  Shiela 
O 'Regan  who  last  year  taught  remedial  reading  was  assigned 
to  grade  four.  Mr.  Paul  Mason,  former  elementary  principal  re- 
signed and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Brown  was  elected  to  this  position. 
We  wish  each  success  in  his  new  endeavor. 

Program 

We  are  following  the  middle  road  educationally.  We  are 
attempting  to  use  the  best  of  the  old  and  the  best  of  the  new. 
Even  though  subject  matter  may  at  times  be  handled  individ- 
ually we  do  have  occasions  which  involves  more  than  one  sub- 
ject to  develop  the  lesson;  art,  English,  mathematics,  science  and 
handwriting  as  well  as  the  social  studies  might  be  included. 
Following  the  modern  trend  of  education  we  hope  to  purchase 
supplementary  readers  for  each  grade  at  the  elementary  level 
in  order  that  the  background  of  each  pupil  be  broadened.  By 
having  these  books  available  even  better  results  will  be  obtained. 

During  the  year,  maps  and  globes  found  needed  as  a  result 
of  a  survey  were  purchased  for  the  elementary  school. 

The  purchase  of  books  and  supplies  for  school  use  is  most 
important  since  these  are  the  tools  of  education.  With  an 
adequate  teaching  staff  and  the  best  of  tools  we  feel  that  the 
best  results  will  be  obtained. 

At  the  high  school  level  a  course  on  the  link  trainer  was 
given  by  Mr.  Edward  Conroy,  an  instructor  at  the  Squantum  Air 
Base.  Millis  High  School  students  interested  in  the  course  were 
allowed  to  pursue  it.  Expenses  were  shared  by  the  two  school 
departments. 

Tests 

Last  spring  both  intelligence  and  achievement  tests  were 
administered.  Capacity  to  learn  is  measured  by  the  intelligence 
tests  while  knowledge  which  has  been  acquired  is  measured 
by  achievement  tests. 

Each  case  was  treated  separately.  The  findings  are  used 
educationally  by  each  teacher  to  help  serve  each  pupil  better. 
It  is  well  to  add  that  each  teacher  is  constantly  aware  of  the 
physical,  social,  emotional  side  of  the  pupil.  Today  we  are 
attempting  to  teach  boys  and  girls  first,  not  subject  matter. 

Playground  [Equipment 

Two  miniature  slides  and  a  merry-go-round  were  purchased 
for  the  primary  grades.  The  merry-go-round  will  be  installed 
when  the  new  school  building  is  completed.  Two  ladders  were 
also  purchased  for  the  elementary  unit. 

The  proper  playground  equipment  for  pupils  under  the 
supervision  of  teachers  has  endless  value.  Recreation  is  an 
important  phase  of  life  for  youth  and  adults. 
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Athletic  Field 

The  football  field  was  properly  laid  out,  goal  posts  erected 
and  in  the  spring  the  baseball  diamond  is  to  be  cut.  Pupils 
have  been  kept  off  the  field  with  the  exception  of  usage  for 
football  games.  Next  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  field  will  be 
in  excellent  condition  for  games  and  other  activities. 

Several  hundred  were  present  for  the  dedication  of  the  field 
in  honor  of  the  deceased  war  veterans  which  was  followed  by 
the  Medfield-Millis  High  School  football  game. 

Looking  Ahead 

Reading  was,  is,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer  will 
always  be  basic  in  education. 

Supplementary  books  in  reading,  science,  social  studies  as 
well  as  additional  reference  materials  will  further  strengthen 
our  unit.    We  hope  to  purchase  some  of  these  in  1951. 

The  Medfield  Symphony  Orchestra  contributed  a  substan- 
tial amount  which  made  it  possible  for  the  School  Committee 
to  purchase  a  new  16  millimeter  Bell  and  Howell  projector. 
This  is  an  instrument  in  modern  education  which  is  used  by 
all.  Film  strips  have  been  used  in  the  "35"  millimeter  machine. 
We  hope  to  purchase  some  of  these  for  our  own  use  in  1951. 

The  new  building  with  an  adjacent  play  area  for  the 
kindergarten  and  primary  grades,  the  present  elementary 
for  the  intermediate  grades,  the  high  school  building  for  the 
junior  and  high  school  groups,  will  make  it  an  ideal  physical 
school  system. 

Evening  Practical  Arts 

Three  courses,  one  in  glove  making,  a  second  in  slip  cover- 
ing and  a  third  in  children's  clothing  were  held  the  earlier  part 
of  1950.  The  attendance  in  each  of  these  groups  was  good. 
These  courses  are  state  approved  and  the  instructors  likewise 
are  approved  by  the  state  office. 

Last  fall  two  courses,  one  in  children's  clothing  and  another 
in  rug  hooking  were  started  and  are  now  in  progress. 

We  hope  to  have  a  variety  of  courses  here  in  the  future. 
These  courses  have  been  determined  by  an  interest  survey. 
The  availability  of  instructors  is  another  factor  that  confronts 
us. 

May  I  at  this  time  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion offered  by  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Principals,  the  school  personnel  and  the  townspeople.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HANNAH  ADAMS  PFAFF  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  as  principal  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  calendar  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1950. 

Of  the  23  graduates  last  June,  11  are  continuing  their 
studies,  9  are  working,  2  have  entered  the  service,  and  1  is 
temporarily  unemployed.  At  commencement,  awards  were 
made  to  the  following:  Charles  Aylward,  Harvard  Book  Award; 
Peter  Vasaturo,  Bausch  and  Lomb  Science  Medal;  Charlotte 
Howlett,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  Good  Citizen; 
Barbara  Simmons,  Washington  and  Franklin  Medal;  Robert 
Dunn  and  Joan  Mick,  Freshman  Award;  Charlotte  Howlett, 
Balfour  Prize;  Rita  Brin,  Emily  Post  Book;  Charles  Aylward 
and  David  Owin,  Bovs'  State;  Ruth  Benjamin,  Girls'  State; 
Myrtle  Bosselman,  Girls'  Sport;  Nancy  Gronberg,  George 
Hamilton  and  Marcia  Warren,  (honorable  mention)  Town 
Government  Day  Essays;  Richard  Poli,  Boys'  Sport.  Local 
scholarship  winners  were  Charlotte  Howlett,  Hannah  Adams 
Club  and  Legion  Scholarship;  Loretta  Braunfeld,  P.T.A. 
Scholarship;  Peter  Vasaturo,  Lions  Club.  The  Commencement 
Program  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Our  school  year  opened  September  6th,  with  175  high 
schoolers  and  90  elementary  overflow  to  make  a  total  of  265 
housed  in  the  High  School  building. 

It  seemed  that  classes  got  under  way  very  smoothly  and 
the  number  of  program  changes  was  small,  probably  due 
to  the  careful  guidance  of  home  room  teachers  in  the  selection 
of  subjects  and  the  insight  gained  by  students  from  our 
Educational  Guidance  Day  just  prior  to  pupil  program  plan- 
ning. 
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All  High  School  pupil  programs  were  planned  for  this 
school  year  to  provide  a  pupil  activity  period,  Friday  the  last 
period.  The  nine  activities  introduced  are:  Dramatics,  Shop, 
Photography,  Rifle,  Boys  and  Girls  Gymnastics,  Boys  and 
Girls  Sports,  and  Girls  Glee  Club.  These  were  decided  on  as 
the  result  of  pupil  and  faculty  recommendations.  Every  pupil 
thus  ends  up  his  academic  week  in  a  field  that  gives  him 
real  pleasure  as  well  as  enriched  experience. 

A  committee  of  pupils  in  grades  7-10  is  working  on  the 
design  of  a  significant  Medfield  High  School  class  ring.  It  is 
expected  that  this  will  be  so  appealing  that  it  will  become 
standard  for  all  classes  henceforth  and  become  a  symbol  of 
the  pride  of  our  Medfield  citizens  in  their  school. 

The  Senior  Play  "A  Little  Honey"  was  produced  on  Friday, 
December  15th.  The  class  and  the  coach,  Miss  Ann  McGrath, 
worked  tirelessly  and  against  the  threats  or  near  threats  of 
sickness  to  put  on  a  fine  performance  for  a  large  and  enthusi- 
astic audience.  The  proceeds  come  near  putting  the  Washing- 
ton Trip  goal  over  the  top. 

In  the  operation  of  our  cafeteria  it  became  necessary  to 
increase  the  price  of  lunch  lc  to  keep  pace  with  increased 
costs.  The  state  reimbursement  was  reduced  lc  because  the 
number  of  schools  participating  has  greatly  increased  while 
their  funds  have  reclamed  static.  Almost  every  community  is 
building  one  or  more  elementary  schools  and  the  great  majority 
with  hot  lunch  programs.  We  are  compelled  to  struggle  to 
maintain  our  high  standard  of  quality  and  variety. 

In  September  we  appreciated  the  splendid  turnout  of  the 
Townspeople  at  the  dedication  exercises  of  our  athletic  field. 
The  game  itself  and  the  fitting  ceremony  were  events  that 
will  lon{?  be  remembered.  No  doubt  the  excellent  new  field 
is  a  factor  in  the  resurgence  of  new  spirit  that  has  led  to  one 
of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  recent  years.  The  gate  re- 
ceipts, too,  are  highly  gratifying  and  will  enable  us  to  provide 
still  more  athletic  opportunities  for  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  active  support  and  gifts  of  many  individuals  and 
civic  groups  to  enrich  our  school  life  must  not  go  unacknowl- 
edged. This  typifies  the  fine  community  feeling  toward  its 
schools.  I  know  it  is  an  additional  inspiration  to  pupils, 
teachers,  and  all  others  to  give  that  little  extra,  that  makes 
for  better  results.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL,  CAFETERIA 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  the  financial  statement  of  the  cafeteria  for 
the  period  September,  1949  to  December  1950.

Our  operations  continues  under  the  National  School  Lunch 
Program.  A  one  cent  decrease  in  state  aid  was  the  reason 
for  the  change  in  price  of  the  lunch  from  twenty  to  twenty-one 
cents  for  students. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  fifteen  children  in  the  school 
system  who  are  receiving'  the  daily  lunch  at  no  charge.  We 
have  received  a  contribution  from  the  Salvation  Army  Funds 
as  partial  reimbursement  for  these.  Eligibility  for  free  lunches 
is  determined  by  the  school  nurse. 

The  "Type  A"  lunch,  the  requirements  of  which  I  have 
given  in  previous  report  is  still  being  served.  Menus  for  the 
four  day  period  in  December  18-21  were  as  follows:

The  annual  Thanksgiving  Dinner  was  on  November  1'6,  at 
which  time  four  hundred  eighteen  students  and  adults  were 
served.  For  this  meal  we  were  issued  approximately  two  hun- 
dred pounds  of  turkeys  from  government  surplus  commodities. 

The  purchase  of  some  miscellaneous  equipment  was  recom- 
mended and  two  large  aluminum  double  boilers  have  already 
been  received.  It  is  my  opinion  that  our  greatest  single  need 
at  the  present  time  is  a  freezing  unit. 

Everyone  can  look  forward  to  a  decided  improvement  in 
our  present  crowded  conditions  when  the  cafeteria  in  the  new 
school  is  completed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  School  Health  Program 
for  the  year  ending  1950. 

The  health  of  the  children  in  Medfield  continues  to  be  above 
average.  In  1950  there  was  a  moderately  large  epidemic  of 
measles,  and  lesser  epidemics  of  chicken  pox  and  whooping 
cough.  This  year  we  also  had  two  cases  of  anterior  polio- 
myelitis. 

The  pre-school  clinic  for  registering  pupils  entering  public 
school  in  September  was  held  in  May.  Dr.  Stagg  examined  each 
child  in  the  presence  of  his  parents  and  adjustments  were  made, 
if  necessary.  It  is  hoped  that  the  school  dentist  will  be  present 
at  this  clinic  in  the  future. 

The  Dental  Clinic  sponsored  by  the  Medfield  Red  Cross 
was  conducted  by  Dr.  Melvin  Gulbrandsen,  who  is  a  graduate 
of  Bates  College  and  Tufts  College  Dental  School,  and  has  done 
undergraduate  and  post  graduate  work  in  children's  dentistry 
at  Tufts. 

This  is,  in  effect,  a  preliminary  report  since  our  work  at 
the  clinic  is  not  yet  completed.  However,  it  is  desirable  to 
state  our  aims  and  accomplishments  to  date. 

In  regard  to  the  dental  work  undertaking  in  the  school  clinic 
several  things  require  explanation. 

1.  It  was  decided  this  year  to  include  Senior  High  School 
pupils  in  our  program. 

2.  Preliminary  examination  of  all  pupils  revealed  that 
considerable  dental  work  was  indicated,  so  that  it  was 
necessary  to  conduct  three  clinics  a  week  for  a  longer 
period  of  time. 

3.  No  extractions  or  surgery  has  been  undertaken  because 
of  the  lack  of  X-Ray  equipment,  which  is  considered 
essential  in  modern  dentistry. 

The  school  dental  clinic  has  attempted  to  make  the  neces- 
sary dental  work  as  pleasant  for  the  children  as  possible.  It 
has  tried  to  impress  on  the  child  the  reasons  for  good  dental 
work  and  how  they  themselves  might  help  to  keep  their  teeth 
in  a  healthy  condition  as  a  contribution  to  their  general  good 
health,  personal  comfort,  and  physical  appearance. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  work  which  can  be  done  in  the 
school  clinic  is  only  a  part  of  good  oral  health.  Children  and 
parents  must  be  dental  conscious  and  desirous  of  good  oral 
health.     Other  avenues  of  dental  education   must  be  utilized. 
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It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  more  can  be  accomplished  through 
Parent-Teacher  meetings,  classroom  discussion,  projects,  and 
visual  aids,  as  well  as  improved  facilities  in  the  clinic  itself. 
In  addition,  it  would  be  desirable  to  establish  a  preventative  pro- 
gram of  sodium  fluoride  treatments. 

Our  sincere  thanks  goes  to  the  American  Red  Cross  who 
have  helped  financially  to  make  the  dental  clinic  possible,  and 
to  Mrs.  William  Frothingham  and  Mrs.  William  Mittendorf, 
volunteer  workers  for  the  Red  Cross,  who  have  given  freely  of 
their  time  and  energy. 

The  audiometer  and  vision  tests  were  conducted  and  all 
of  the  serious  defects  are  under  treatment. 

Eleven  pupils  who  are  physically  handicapped  were  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Education.  It  is  necessary  for  only 
one  child  to  remain  at  home. 

All  seniors,  boys  fifteen  years  old  and  over,  food  handlers 
and  school  personnel  were  X-rayed  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Tuberculosis  Clinic. 

Ten  free  lunches  are  given  daily  to  the  children  of  the 
needy  families  by  the  Salvation  Army  Fund. 

First  aid  treatments  were  given  throughout  the  year  and 
several  pupils  were  taken  home  because  of  being  ill  at  school. 

In  conclusion,  the  children  seem  to  us  to  be  of  excellent 
health  and  good  health  habits.  We  would  appreciate  it  if  more 
of  the  parents  would  tell  us  of  their  children's  health  problems 
so  that  we  could  help  to  solve  them. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  school  authorities  who  have  been 
most  helpful  in  carrying  out  the  several  features  of  the  School 
Health  Program.

As  Physical  Education  Supervisor  of  the  elementary  school, 
I  have  set  up  a  program  which  includes  the  following: 

1  directed    play  5  rhythmic   activities 

2  small   group  play  6  stunts   and  pyramids 

3  large    group   play  7  classroom    games 
1  team  games 

Activities  for  the  Junior  High  girls  include  apparatus,  for- 
mal activities,  games,  relays,  highly  organized  sports,  rhythms, 
dancing,  stunts  and  tumbling. 

The  intramural  program  for  the  Junior  High  girls  consists 
of  basketball,  and  Softball. 

The  curricula  activities  for  the  Senior  High  girls  are  appara- 
tus, formal  activities,  games,  relays,  sports  of  higher  organiza- 
tion, rhythms,  dancing,  recreational  sports  and  tumbling. 

Interscholastic  athletics  are  offered  to  grades  nine  through 
twelve;  these  include  badminton,  field  hockey,  softball  and  bas- 
ketball. 

During  the  fall,  basketball  intramurals  are  conducted; 
from  the  students  participating,  the  varsity  basketball  squad 
is  chosen.  This  year  the  squad  will  play  Millis,  Dover,  Hopedale, 
Westwood  and  the  Medfield  Alumni. 

These  interscholastic  athletics  give  the  girls  valuable  ex- 
perience in  developing  attitudes  of  good  sportsmanship  and 
fair  play. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Junior  and  Senior 
girls  will  put  on  a  demonstration  to  show  what  has  been  accom- 
plished throughout  the  school  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Since  my  report  of  last  year,  good  results  have  been  ob- 
tained in  the  elementary  grades,  due  in  part  to  some  of  my  ex- 
perimentation and  research. 

The  use  of  the  school-room  blackboards  is  a  great  aid  to  me 
in  Visual  demonstrations  of  musical  spacings,  and  I  have  found 
by  experimentation  that  where  the  narrow  spaces  of  the  five-line 
staves  fail  to  adequately  convey  values,  the  drawing  of  corres- 
pondingly deep  steps  of  a  staircase  brings  surprisingly  quick 
perception  and  results. 
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The  High  School  choral  group  since  the  change  of  policy 
from  compulsory  to  option,  is  considerably  improved.  It  is  a 
good  sized  class. 

Probably  there  should  be  two  courses  in  music  apprecia- 
tion at  the  high  school  level.  One  would  be  for  those  with 
special  backgrounds  in  music  and  the  other  for  those  who 
have  not  supplemented  their  public  school  training  in  music. 
Under  this  plan,  probably  programs  in  keeping  with  the  back- 
grounds of  the  students  would  prove  much  more  valuable.

REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Art  program  in  the  Medfield  Schools  follows  the  latest 
modern  trends  in  education,  retaining  many  of  the  best  feat- 
ures of  the  older  methods  of  teaching.  Thus,  although  Art  is 
Used  to  tie  all  subjects  together,  especially  in  the  first  sixtf 
grades,  it  remains  a  subject  in  itself  and  is  not  a  weak  hand- 
maiden to  all  others.  For  instance,  although  the  grade  teacher 
may  seek  advice  on  a  project  or  lesson,  the  Art  Supervisor 
reserves  the  right  to  hold  to  her  original  lesson  plans  if  she 
sees  fit. 

The  modern  trend  sees  Art  used  in  a  sensible  natural  way 
as  a  visual  expression  flowing  out  of  definite  need.  In  the  past, 
Art  was  often  a  frilly,  pretty  and  useless  thing.  Today,  if 
there  is  an  open  house,  the  Art  teacher  may  give  advice  on 
decorating  the  room,  besides  going  on  with  the  more  prosaic, 
unheralded  everyday  work  that  is  necessary. 

After  many  years  of  teaching  in  public  and  private  schools, 
I  feel  that  the  Art  teacher  or  supervisor  should  strive  to  give 
the  child  some  technique  or  a  continual  process  of  putting  in 
and  taking  out  is  seen.  An  improper  balance  of  too  much  "put- 
ting in"  sees  the  child  afraid  of  expressing  himself  in  any  way. 
Too  much  "letting  out"  sees  the  child  drawing  houses  with 
chimneys  falling  over,  people  whose  arms  come  from  their 
waists,  trees  looking  like  stumps  and  all  of  the  bad  features 
of  uncorrected  expression. 

Here  in  Medfield,  one  finds  good  materials  and  willing  co- 
operation. One  may  surely  look  forward  to  a  successful  pro- 
gram for  these  reasons.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Medfleld  for  the  period  from  August 
27,  1948  to  October  4,  1949,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of 
a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director 
of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Medfleld  for  the 
period  from  August  27,  1948,  the  date  of  the  previous  examina- 
tion, to  October  4,  1949,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  re- 
conciled with  the  books  and  records  in  the  town  accountant's 
office  and  with  the  records  of  the  town  treasurer. 

The  town  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  receipts 
being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  payments 
being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with 
the  treasurer's  records  of  payments.  The  appropriation  ac- 
counts were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town 
meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded  transfers  from  the  re- 
serve fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  of 
the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  October  4,  1949. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.     The   receipts,   as   recorded,   were 
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analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authoriz- 
ing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The  cash  book 
additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  coupons  and  securities  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
and  the  selectmen  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  for  unpaid  taxes  were 
listed,  checked  with  the  collector's  records,  and  compared  with 
the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  sub- 
sequent commitment  lists  were  audited  and  compared  with 
the  assessors'  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  re- 
ported payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records,  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger  accounts,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by 
actual  count. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  collector  make  weekly  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  of  all  collections,  as  required  by  Section 
2,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws,  and  that  prompt  action  be  taken 
by  the  collector  toward  the  settlement  of  all  prior  years'  taxes 
which  on  the  date  of  the  audit  were  as  far  back  as  1942. 

Interest  on  overdue  accounts  should  be  collected  as  required 
by  Section  57,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such 
credits,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  on  October  4,  1949,  was  proved  by  actual  count 
of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts  was  obtained  by  mailing  notices  to  a  num- 
ber  of  persons  whose  names  appear   on  the  books   as   owing 
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money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  town  licenses  and  permits 
and  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  State  being  verified  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book. 

The  selectmen's  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued 
were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  were  exam- 
ined and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the 
school  and  library  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
and  the  accountant's  books. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  cemetery  department 
receipts  for  interments  and  foundations  be  paid  over  to  the 
treasurer,  as  required  by  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
and  that  payment  to  employees  for  services  rendered  be  made 
from  an  appropriation  provided  therefor  by  town  meeting  vote. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax 
title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  show- 
ing the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Ed.)  and  subsequent  amendments,  said  booklet  to  be  incor- 
porated in  the  Town  Records. 


TOWN   OF   MEDFIELD 
MEDFIELD    BUILDING   LAW 

ARTICLE  I 

Title 

This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the  Building 
By-Law. 

ARTICLE   II 
Authorities 

Inspector,   Appointment,   Salary  etc. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  annually  in  April, 
appoint  a  building  inspector  and  plumbing  inspector  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  or  until  such  time  as  their 
successors  are  appointed.  Their  appointments  shall  continue 
during  good  behavior  and  satisfactory  service.    The  Board  of 
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Selectmen  shall  have  power  to  discharge  the  Inspector  for 
failure  to  perform  his  duties,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  his 
office.  They  shall  not  be  removed  from  office  except  for  cause 
after  full  opportunity  has  been  given  them  to  be  heard  on 
specific   charges. 

Section  2.  The  building  inspector  shall  be  an  architect,  or 
a  structural  engineer,  or  a  builder  who  has  had  5  years  or 
more  experience  in  construction  of  buildings  or  in  supervising 
construction  of  buildings.  If  the  inspector  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  shall  engage  in  the  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building  coming  under  these  By-laws,  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  an  acting  building  inspector  to  act  in  such  cases  who 
shall  have  the  qualifications  required  of  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Wherever  the  word  Inspector  occurs  in  this  By-law  without 
further  addition,  it  shall  mean  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  The  Inspector  of  Plumbing  shall  be  a  Master 
Plumber.  If  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  shall  engage  in  plumbing  coming  under  these  By- 
laws, the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an  acting  Inspector  of 
Plumbing   to   act   in   such   cases. 

Section  4.  Acting  Inspectors.  In  case  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  either  Inspector,  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an 
Acting  Inspector  who,  during  such  absence  or  disability  of 
that  Inspector,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  Inspector  and  who  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions  required  of  such  Inspector. 

Section  5.  Their  compensation  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
Selectmen  unless   determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Town. 

DUTIES  of  Building  Inspector 

Section  6.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business  of  the 
Department,  which  record  and  all  other  books  and  papers 
relating  to  the  transaction  of  the  department  shall  be  open 
at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen,  and  he  shall 
submit  them  a  yearly  report  on  such  business  and  such  other 
reports   as   they   may   require. 

He  shall  receive  applications  and  issue  permits  for  the 
erection  and  alteration  of  buildings  as  hereinafter  described 
and  shall  keep  detailed  and  sufficient  records  of  such  appli- 
cations and  permits.  He  shall  not  give  a  permit  for  the  erec- 
tion or  alteration  of  any  building  until  he  shall  have  care- 
fully inspected  the  plans,  specifications  and  premises,  and 
ascertained  that  the  building  as  proposed  will  conform  to 
this  By-Law.  He  shall,  as  often  as  practicable  and  necessary 
to  secure  compliance  with  this  By-Law,  inspect  all  buildings 
in   the   course   of   construction  or  alteration   and   shall  make

a  record  of  all  violations  of  this  By-Law,  with  the  name  of 
the  owner,  occupant,  architect,  and  master  mechanic,  and  of 
any   other   matters   pertinent   thereto. 

He  shall  grant  permits  for  such  erection  or  alteration, 
when  the  plans  and  detailed  descriptions  are  in  conformity 
with  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  permits  are  to  be  displayed 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  approve  or  reject 
any  plans  filed  with  him,  within  ten  days,  but  the  Selectmen 
may  in  special  cases  extend  this  time  as  seems  to  them  to 
be  demanded  by  the  public  interest.  No  work  of  any  descrip- 
tion including  excavation  for  the  cellar  or  basement  or  for 
foundations,   shall  be   commenced  until  a  permit  is  issued. 

No  oversight  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  or  his  subordinates  shall  legalize  the  erection, 
construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any  building  or  structure 
in  a  manner  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
By-Law. 

APPEAL 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Appeals  of  three 
members  and  one  associate  member  appointed  as  provided  in 
Section  30  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 
The  procedure  of  the  Board  and  the  process  of  appeal  shall 
conform  so  far  as  may  be  to  that  specified  in  that  section, 
except  that  mailing  notices  of  hearing  to  other  than  the  ap- 
pellant and  the  Building  Inspector  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Board. 

If  the  owner  of  any  building  or  other  structure  or  an 
applicant  for  a  permit  to  erect  or  alter  a  building  or  other 
structure,  is  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of  the  Build- 
ing Inspector,  he  may  file  with  the  Inspector  an  objection  in 
writing,  and  thereupon  the  matter  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  who,  within  one 
week  from  said  references,  shall  hear  the  parties,  and  after 
taking  such  expert  opinion  as  may  seem  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals   to  be  necessary,   give  their  decision. 

Penalty 

Section  8.  Whoever  performs  or  causes  to  be  performed 
any  work,  or  maintains,  alters,  or  erects  any  structure,  in 
violation  of  this  building  law  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  any 
particular  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  building  law, 
or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  violation,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Chapter  143,  Sections  57  and  58  of  the  General 
Laws. 
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Enforcement 

Section  9.  The  Building  Inspector,  in  the  name  of  the 
town,  shall  take  such  measures  as  the  public  safety  requires 
to  carry  this  By-Law  and  every  section  thereof  into  effect. 

Section  10.  No  building  shall  be  constructed,  placed,  or 
altered  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  By-Law, 
but  nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to: 

1.  Buildings  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States, 
or  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  Town  of 
Medfield. 

2.  Bridges,  garden  walls,  fences,  gates  or  gate-ways. 

3.  Ordinary  repairs  and  alterations  not  involving  struc- 
tural changes  except  that  such  repairs  or  alterations  shall 
not  be  construed  to  include  any  alterations  made  for  the 
purpose  of  converting  into  a  dwelling,  a  building  or  structure 
constructed    or    previously    used    for    a    different    purpose. 

4.  Any  detached  one  story  wooden  building  less  than 
ten  (10)  feet  square  which  is  not  to  be  used  for  human  hab- 
itation. 

Section  11.  Permits  shall  become  void  six  months  after 
date  of  issue  unless  construction  thereunder  shall  have  been 
commenced   and    continued   with   reasonable   diligence. 

ARTICLE  III 

Requirements  for  Permits 

Section   1.    Applications   and   Plans. 

(a)  Filing  applications.  Before  work  is  commenced  upon 
the  construction,  alteration,  repair  or  placement  of  any  build- 
ing, structure  or  part  thereof,  or  work,  incidental  thereto, 
including  excavation  for  a  cellar  or  basement  or  foundations, 
or  of  the  plumbing  or  drainage  system,  except  for  items 
referred  to  in  Section  Ten  of  Article  II,  the  owner,  lessee,  or 
representative  of  either,  shall  submit  to  the  Inspector  on 
application  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  him  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  location,  purpose,  and  construction  of  the  proposed 
work,  with  such  plans  and  drawings  as  the  Inspector  may 
require,  including  a  plan  showing  the  location  of  such  building 
on  the  lot. 

_  Section  2.  The  fee  for  each  permit  is  $2.00  for  the  first 
$1000  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  $1.00  for  each  $1000  of 
estimated   cost   thereafter. 
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Section  3.  When  forms  are  in  place  or  trench  ready  for 
stone,  concrete  or  cement  block  foundation,  notice  must  be 
given  to  the  Inspector  before  proceeding  with  the  work. 

Section  4.  Conforming  to  Application  and  Plans.  All 
work  done  under  any  permit  granted  under  this  section  shall 
be  carried  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  permit.  The 
land  on  which  buildings  are  erected  shall  be  of  such  char- 
acter that  it  can  be  used  for  building  purposes  without  danger 
to   health. 

Section  5.  Amended  Plan.  If  changes  are  made  after 
plans  have  been  approved,  amended  plans  shall  be  filed  and 
approved  by  the  Inspector  before  proceeding  with  the  work. 

Section  6.  Lathing.  No  wall,  ceiling  or  part  thereof,  of 
any  building  shall  be  lathed  or  otherwise  covered  until  the 
Inspector  has  been  notified  that  the  building  is  ready  for  such 
work  and  he  has  given  written  consent  therefor.  The  In- 
spector shall  act  on  such  notice  within  forty-eight  hours  of 
its  receipt.  The  permit  for  lathing  may  not  be  granted  until 
the  plumbing  has  been  properly  inspected  and  approved  as 
provided   in   Article   XIII. 

Section  7.  Approval  in  Part.  When  application  for  a 
permit  to  construct,  alter  or  repair  a  building  or  structure 
has  been  filed  and  pending  issue  of  such  permit,  the  Inspector 
may  in  his  discretion  issue  a  special  permit  for  the  founda- 
tions of  such  building  or  structure.  The  holder  of  such  permit 
shall  proceed  at  his  own  risk  and  without  assurance  that  a 
permit   for  the   superstructure   will   be   granted. 

Section  8.  Posting  of  Permit  Cards.  The  permit  card 
issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  must  be  displayed  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  on  the  premises  and  must  not  be  removed  until 
all  work  in  the  building  shall  have  been  approved. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Excavations 

Section  1.  All  excavations  for  buildings  shall  be  properly 
guarded  and  protected  so  as  to  prevent  the  same  from  be- 
coming dangerous  to  life  or  limb,  and  shall  be  sheathe-piled 
by  the  person  or  persons  causing  the  excavations  to  be  made 
when  necessary  to  prevent  the  adjoining  earth  from  caving  in. 

Section  2.  Excavations  Adjoining  Other  Structures.  In 
cases  where  an  excavation  is  being  made,  which  affects  ad- 
joining structures,  the  builder  or  the  owner  shall  at  his  own 
expense,  preserve  such  structures  in  as  safe  a  condition  as 
it  was  before  the  excavation  was  commenced  and  shall,  when 
necessary,  underpin  and  support  the  same  by  proper  foun- 
dation. 
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Section  3.  Width  of  Excavation.  Excavations  for  founda- 
tion walls  must  be  made  at  least  six  inches  beyond  the  out- 
side face  of  the  wall. 

All  excavations  shall  be  at  least  six  inches  clear  of  foun- 
dation walls  and  no  back  filling  shall  be  done  until  approved 
by  the  Inspector. 

ARTICLE  V 

Foundations 

Section   1.    A   poured   concrete   footing  not  less  than  six 

inches    thick   and    projecting   a    minimum   of   four    inches    on 

each  side  of  the  walls  shall   be  placed  under  all  foundation 

walls. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Masonry   Construction 

Section  1.  Construction.  To  be  approved  by  Building 
Inspector. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Wood  Construction 
Section  1.    Frame  Buildings. 

(a)  Framing.  Frame  buildings  shall  be  built  with  sills, 
posts,  girts,  girders,  beams,  floor  joists,  plates  and  rafters, 
all  of  required  size  and  properly  framed  and  braced  with 
studs  set  at  a  proper  distance  apart.  All  the  above  men- 
tioned members  shall  be  of  solid  timber  except  the  plate, 
which  may  be   in  two  places. 

(b)  Size  and  Spans. 

1.  Corner  posts  shall  be  not  less  than  four  by  six 
inches,  except  that  in  one  story  buildings  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  square  feet  in  area,  and  where 
the  stud  height  is  not  more  than  eight  feet,  they 
may  not  be  less  than  four  by  four  inches. 

2.  Girts  shall  be  not  less  than  four  by  six  inches, 
tenoned  and  pinned  into  the  posts.  Girts  shall  be 
in  one  piece  between  posts. 

3.  Sills  shall  be  not  less  than  four  by  six  inches,  or 
box  sill  of  equal  size,  except  that  in  one  story 
buildings  not  exceeding  five  hundred  square  feet  in 
area,  when  the  stud  height  is  not  more  than  eight 
feet  they  may  be  not  less  than  four  by  four  inches. 

4.  Studding  for  exterior  walls  and  bearing  partitions 
shall  be  not  less  than  two  by  four  inches,  spaced 
not  over  sixteen  inches  on  centers.  Studding  shall 
be  doubled  at  all  openings. 

5.  Floor  joists  shall  be  not  less  than  two  inches  in 
thickness  and  spaced  not  over  sixteen  inches  on 
centers.

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6.  Rafters  shall  be  not  less  than  two  inches  in  thick- 
ness not  spaced  over  twenty  inches  on  centers. 

7.  Deflection  shall  be  limited  to  1/360  of  the  span. 

(c)  Boarding.  The  exterior  walls,  floors  and  roofs  of  all 
dwellings  shall  be  tightly  boarded,  such  boarding  shall  be 
not  less  than  three-fourths  inches  in  actual  thickness,  except 
that  the  boarding  may  be  omitted  when  other  approved  types 
of  construction  are  used  that  are  proven  of  adequate  strength 
and  stability  by  tests  conducted  by  recognized  authorities  and 
satisfactory  to   the   Building  Inspector. 

(d)  Stucco.  Stucco  may  be  used  and  shall  consist  of 
cement  mortar  or  other  approved  mortar,  on  galvanized  metal 
lath,  (galvanized  after  cutting)  weighing  not  less  than  three 
and  four-tenths  (3.4)  pounds  per  square  yard,  or  on  woven 
or  welded  wire  lath  not  lighter  than  No.  19'  gauge.  Such  lath 
shall  be  furred  off  not  less  than  3/8  of  an  inch  to  obtain  a 
proper  clinch. 

(e)  Bearing  and  Non-Bearing   Partitions. 

1.  Bearing  Partitions.  Bearing  Partitions  shall  be 
constructed  of  not  less  than  4  inch  studs  with  double  plates 
at  the  top,  each  at  least  two  inches  thick  of  the  same  width 
as  the  stud.  The  studs  shall  run  down  between  the  floor  tim- 
bers and  rest  on  the  top  plate  or  girder  below,  or  on  sole 
plates  if  placed  at  an  angle  to  the  joist. 

2.  Non-Bearing  Partitions.  Non-bearing  partitions 
shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  two  inch  plate  on  top  and 
one  two  inch  sole  on  bottom  of  the  same  width  as  the  stud. 

3.  Cutting.  Beams  or  joists  shall  not  be  cut  more  than 
two  inches  in  depth  for  piping  without  permission  of  the 
Building  Inspector  and  no  cut  shall  be  made  in  any  beam  at 
a  greater  distance  than  two  feet  from  its  support. 

MASONRY  BUILDINGS 

(a)  In  masonry  buildings  each  tier  of  beams  shall  be 
anchored  to  bearing  walls  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  eight 
feet  with  cold  finished  bar  anchors  of  not  less  than  one-half 
inches  by  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  section,  well  fastened 
to  the  tops  of  the  beams  by  two  or  more  nails  at  least  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  diameter  or  equivalent.  The  anchors 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  sixteen  inches  in  length,  and 
embedded  eight  inches  in  the  wall,  and  where  the  joints  are 
parallel  to  a  wall  the  anchors  shall  be  long  enough  to  be 
fastened  to  at  least  three  beams  and  not  more  than  eight 
feet  apart. 
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Where  joists  are  supported  by  girders,  the  girders  shall 
be  anchored  to  the  walls  and  fastened  to  each  other  by  cold 
finished  bar  anchors  of  not  less  than  2"x%"  in  section  embedded 
eight  inches  in  the  wall  and  fastened  to  the  girder  by  three 
3/8"    lag    screws. 

The  ends  of  wooden  joists  resting  upon  girders  shall  be 
butted  together  end  to  end  and  fastened  by  cold  finished  bar 
anchors  l1/£"x%"  in  section  or  dogs  of  equivalent  strength, 
the  same  distance  apart,  and  in  the  same  beam  as  the  wall 
anchors,  or  they  may  lap  each  other  at  least  twelve  inches 
and  be  well  spiked  or  bolted  together  where  lapped. 

(b)  Floors  shall  be  bridged  with  cross  bridging.  The 
distance  between  parallel  rows  of  bridging  or  between  bridg- 
ing and  walls  shall  not  exceed  eight  feet. 

(c)  Beams  supported  on  masonry  shall  have  a  minimum 
bearing  of  four  inches. 

(d)  Wood  columns  or  posts  to  support  floor  beams  or 
girders  shall  not  be  used  in  a  cellar  or  basement. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Roof  Covering 

Section  1.  The  roofs  of  buildings  shall  not  be  laid  over 
old  wooden   shingles. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Chimneys,  Flues,  and  Fireplaces 

Section  1.  No  chimney  shall  be  corbelled  from  a  wall  more 
than  the  thickness  of  the  wall,  or  hung  from  a  wall  less  than 
twench  inches  thick. 

Every  chimney  shall  rest  on  a  proper  footing  of  approved 
masonry.  Concrete  footings  shall  be  at  least  six  inches  wider 
than  the  chimney  on  all  sides,  and  shall  be  at  least  twelve 
inches  thick. 

All  chimneys  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  other  incombustible 
material,  laid  up  on  the  best  lime  or  cement  mortar. 

All  brick  chimneys  shall  have  terra  cotta  flue  lining  ex- 
tending to  the  top  of  the  chimney,  except  chimneys  eight 
inches  or  more  thick.  The  ends  of  such  lining  pipes  shall  be 
made  to  fit  close  together;  the  joints  shall  be  filled  with 
cement  mortar;  and  the  lining  shall  be  built  in  as  the  flue 
or  flues  are  carried  up. 

The  sectional  area  of  every  chimney  must  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  combined  area  of  all  smoke  flues  entering  it.

Every  chimney  shall  be  topped  out  or  capped  with  brick, 
terra  cotta,  stone,  iron  or  cement.  Every  chimney  shall  ex- 
tend at  least  three  feet  above  the  highest  point  at  which  it 
comes  in  contact  with  a  roof  of  the  building  and  at  least 
two  feet  higher  than  any  roof  surface  within  ten  feet  in  a 
horizontal   line. 

No  part  of  any  floor  timber  shall  be  within  one  inch  of 
any  chimney,  or  two  inches  if  no  flue  lining,  no  studding  or 
furring  shall  be  within  one  and  one-half  inches  of  any  chim- 
ney, and  no  floor  timber  shall  be  within  four  inches  of  the 
back  wall  of  any  fireplace. 

If  any  chimney,  flue  or  heating  apparatus  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Inspector,  be  unsafe,  he  shall  at  once  notify 
in  writing  the  owner,  who,  upon  receiving  said  notice,  shall 
make  the  same  safe  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

Section  2.  Fireplaces  and  hearths.  The  jambs  and  backs 
of  all  fireplaces  shall  be  of  masonry,  not  less  than  eight 
inches  thick  (including  both  the  rough  and  finished  work, 
the  latter  being  of  firebrick)  if  of  brick,  and  not  less  than 
twelve  inches,  if  wholly  or  partly  of  stone. 

Brickwork  or  stonework  over  fireplaces  or  similar  open- 
ings shall  be  supported  by  proper  iron  bars  or  by  brick  or 
stone  arches. 

All  portions  of  chimneys  or  fireplaces  so  constructed  as 
to  receive  a  lateral  thrust,  not  taken  care  of  by  iron  members 
thoroughly  anchored  to  the  masonry,  shall  be  at  least  eight 
inches  thick. 

No  fireplace  flue  shall  be  less  than  8"xl2",  and  in  all 
cases  the  area  of  the  flue  shall  be  at  least  l/10th  the  area  of 
the  fireplace  opening. 

The  interior  of  all  fireplace  throats  shall  be  thoroughly 
covered  with  a  coat  of  cement  mortar,  carried  up  to  a  solid 
connection  with  the  flue  lining  and  every  rake  in  the  chimney 
shall  be  plastered  with  a  good  thick  coat  of  cement  mortar 
on  both  the  outside  and  the  inside. 

All  hearths  shall  be  laid  on  masonry  trimmer  arches,  or 
on  bars  of  iron  supporting  a  proper  bed  of  masonry,  and 
shall  extend  at  least  eight  inches  beyond  each  side  of  the 
finished  fireplace  opening.  They  shall  have  a  uniform  width 
of  at  least  sixteen  inches  in  front  of  the  finished  jambs  and 
fireplace. 

ARTICLE   X 

Safeguards  Against  Spread  of  Fire 

Section  1.  All  buildings  shall  be  fire-stopped  in  all  con- 
cealed space. 
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Section  2.  Protection  of  Woodwork.  No  smoke  pipe  shall 
pass  through  any  wooden  partition  without  a  safety  thimble 
of  fireproof  materials  of  the  thickness  of  the  partition. 

No  metal  pipe  used  to  convey  heated  air  shall  be  placed 
within  one  inch  of  any  woodwork  unless  it  is  enclosed  in  a 
metal  pipe  with  air  space  between,  or  otherwise  shielded  with 
metal  or  asbestos,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector, 

ARTICLE  XI 

Special  Requirements 
Section  1.    Light  and  Ventilation. 

(a)  Every  room  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  for  habita- 
tion shall  have  at  least  one  window  designed  to  open  one-half 
to   the  outside  air. 

(b)  All  multiple  family  dwellings  shall  have  proper  exits. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Variations  in  Specific  Cases 

Section  1.  The  Building  Inspector  may  permit  the  use  of 
new  materials  and  new  forms  and  methods  of  construction, 
if  such  materials  and  such  construction  satisfy  the  same  re- 
quirements for  safety  from  fire,  for  support  of  loads,  and 
resisting  of  pressure,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed  in  this  By- 
Law. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  from  time  to  time  file  with 
the  Board  of  Appeals  a  signed  statement  as  to  what  sub- 
stitutes, if  any,  may  be  used  for  materials  required  to  be 
used  under  this  By-Law,  giving  his  reasons  and  authority 
therefor  and  if  the  use  of  such  substitutes  or  any  "of  them 
is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Board,  the  Building  Inspector 
may  thereafter  issue  permits  for  the  use  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  vary  the  provisions 
of  this  building  By-Law  in  specific  cases  which  appear  to 
them  not  to  have  been  contemplated  by  this  By-Law  or  in 
cases  where  its  enforcement  would  involve  practical  difficulties 
or  unnecessary  hardship  and  wherein  desirable  relief  may  be 
granted  without  substantially  derogating  from  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  By-Law  but  not  otherwise.  The  decision  in 
such  cases  shall  be  unanimous  and  shall  specify  in  writing 
the  variations  allowed  and  the  reasons  therefore,  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector  within  ten  days 
after  the  hearing.  A  certified  copy  shall  be  sent  by  mail  or 
otherwise  to  the  applicant. 

Section  3.  In  the  case  of  a  structure  of  a  size  or  for  a 
purpose  so  unusual  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  as  to  be  ap- 
parently beyond  the  intention  of  this  By-Law,  the  plans  and 
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specifications  setting  forth  any  proposed  variations  from  the 
requirements  hereof  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Building  In- 
spector, and  referred  by  him  with  his  recommendations  there- 
on to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  Board,  after  a  public  hearing 
of  which  reasonable  notice  is  given,  including  a  written  notice 
to  the  abuttors  and  other  known  interested  parties,  may 
authorize  such  materials  or  construction  as  in  their  judgment 
the  public  interest  may  require,  provided  that  the  decision 
of  the  Board  in  such  cases  shall  be  unanimous  and  the  Building 
Inspector  shall  thereupon  grant  a  permit  accordingly.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  render  its  decision  within  one  week 
of  the  hearing. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Plumbing 

Section  1.  Duties  of  the  Inspector.  The  inspector  of 
plumbing  shall  inspect  all  plumbing  in  connection  with  con- 
struction, for  which  permits  are  granted  and  shall  report 
to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  violations  of  any  law,  by-law, 
rule  or  regulation  relative  to  plumbing  and  he  shall  perform 
such  other  appropriate  duties  as  may  be  required. 

Section  2.  Qualifications  for  Plumbers.  No  person  shall 
engage  in  the  business  of  plumbing  or  work  at  plumbing  in 
Medfield  unless  he  has  exhibited  and  registered  his  license 
or  certificate  at  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  Permits.  Upon  application  of  a  registered 
master  plumber  on  form  furnished  by  the  Building  Inspector, 
said  inspector  shall  grant  written  permit  to  do  certain  plumb- 
ing described  therein  as  covered  by  this  by-law,  when  in 
conformity  with  the  law.  Drawings  of  proposed  work  shall 
be  filed  if  required.  Permits  may  be  recalled  by  the  Building 
Inspector  if  conditions  are  violated.  Permits  for  all  plumbing 
must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  plumber  before  beginning  work. 

Section  4.  Inspection  and  Testing.  No  drain  or  pipes  shall 
be  covered  nor  concealed  from  view  until  properly  tested  by 
the  plumber  in  the  presence  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
plumbing  inspector,  who  shall  examine  the  same  after  written 
notification  that  they  are  ready  for  inspection.  If  at  the  time 
of  testing  and  examination,  any  leaks,  defective  or  patched 
materials,  improper  connections,  or  evidence  of  inferior  work- 
manship is  found,  such  defects  shall  be  condemned  by  the 
plumbing  inspector  and  ordered  corrected  or  removed;  no 
further  plumbing  work  shall  be  performed  until  all  defects 
are  corrected  or  removed  and  the  test  renewed.  If  the  test 
proves  satisfactory,  the  plumbing  inspector  shall  so  certify 
on  the  application  on  file.  The  plumber  may  then  proceed 
with  the  work.  The  Inspector  should  give  approval  of  loca- 
tion of  cesspools,  consistent  with  good  practice,  and  should

limit   such  approval   to   either  cesspools   or   septic   tanks   de- 
pending on  local  conditions. 

Section  5.  Material  and  Size  of  Pipe.  All  drain  pipes  con- 
necting buildings  with  the  sewer  or  cesspools  shall  be  at 
least  four  inches  in  internal  diameter,  except  that  three  inch 
pipe  may  be  used  for  wash  trays  where  the  pipe  leaves  build- 
ing separately.  All  drain  pipes,  both  within  and  at  least  five 
feet  outside  of  the  buildings,  shall  be  of  medium  weight  cast 
iron.  Drain  pipes  shall  be  carried  upward  and  through  the 
roof,  open  and  undiminished  in  size  and  to  a  height  not  less 
than  twenty  inches  above  the  roof,  and  not  less  than  two 
feet  above  the  top  of  any  window  or  opening  into  any  building 
within  fifteen  feet  of  such  pipe.  A  three  inch  stack  may  be 
used  for  six  fixtures,  including  no  more  than  two  water 
closets. 

All  branches  of  soil  or  waste  pipe  of  twenty  feet  or  more 
in  length  shall  be  continued  at  full  size  through  the  roof,  or 
connected  with  the  main  stack  at  a  point  above  the  highest 
fixture  in  the  building. 

Soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  be  medium  weight  cast  iron 
hub  and  spigot  pipe,  iron  size  brass,  or  copper  pipe;  lead  pipe 
for  short  connections,  type  L  streamlined  hard  copper  may 
be  used  if  each  piece  is  stamped  plainly  with  manufacturer's 
stamp. 

Vents  shall  be  medium  weight  cast  iron  hub  and  spigot 
pipe,  galvanized  iron  pipe  with  galvanized  or  cast  iron  fittings, 
iron  size  brass  or  copper  with  brass  fittings,  type  L  hard 
copper  if  marked  plainly  with  the  manufacturer's  stamp. 

Section  6.  Construction.  Iron,  drain,  soil,  waste  or  vent 
pipes  running  horizontally  through  a  building  shall  be  laid 
to  uniform  grade  of  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  fall 
in  each  foot  toward  sewer  or  cesspool  and  supported  by 
masonry  piers  or  suspended  to  floor  timbers  by  strong  iron 
hangers,  or  secured  to  walls  by  heavy  iron  clamps  or  dogs. 
Vertical,  soil,  waste,  or  vent  pipes  shall  be  securely  fastened 
to   wall   by   strong   iron   clamps   or   other   supports. 

Section  7.  Fittings.  Changes  in  direction  of  all  drain, 
soil,  or  waste  pipes  shall  be  made  with  full  Y  branches  and 
eighth  bends  or  long  sweep  bends,  all  branch  connections  on 
horizontal  runs  shall  be  made  through  full  Y  branches,  TYs 
may  only  be  used  on  vertical  runs.  Extra  heavy  brass  fittings 
for  lead  and  iron  connections  and  cleanouts,  shall  be  used 
in  all  cases,  brass  recess  drainage  fittings  shall  be  used  with  iron 
size  brass,   copper  pipe,   or  type  L   copper  pipe. 

Section  8.  Cleanouts.  Every  drain,  soil,  and  waste  pipe 
shall  have  accessible  Boston  Pattern  cleanouts  at  all  points 
where  there  is  a  change  in  direction.    A  main  cleanout  shall 
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be   located  at  or  near  the  point  where  the   drain  leaves  the 
building. 

Section  9.  Joints.  Joints  on  all  iron  pipes  shall  be  made 
with  oakum  and  soft  molten  lead,  thoroughly  caulked  and  left 
clean.  Joints  on  lead  or  between  lead  and  brass  shall  be 
made  with  full  wiped  joints  in  all  cases. 

Section  10.  Traps.  Every  fixture  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
suitable  and  separate  trap,  placed  within  thirty  inches  of  the 
fixture  it  serves;  except  that  in  the  case  of  a  sink  and  trays 
or  double  sink,  one  trap  may  be  used  for  both.  When  remodel- 
ing or  repairing  old  buildings  one  drum  trap  may  be  used 
for  a  basin  and  bathtub.  Disposal  and  dishwashing  units 
shall  be  trapped  separately.  A  grease  trap  shall  be  placed 
under  or  near  the  sink  in  hotels,  restaurants,  or  other  places, 
as  may  be  required  by  the  plumbing  inspector.  Traps  shall 
be  heavy  cast  brass  or  lead  with  not  less  than  two  inches 
seal  and  one  and  one-half  inch  outlet,  except  that  cast  iron, 
hub  and  spigot  traps  may  be  used  when  used  with  hub  and 
spigot  pipe.  Traps  to  showers  shall  not  be  less  than  two  in- 
ches, and  not  less  than  three  inches  to  slop  sinks. 

Section  11.  Waste  Pipes.  The  waste  pipes  from  traps  or 
fixtures  other  than  water  closets  shall  be  of  not  less  than  one 
and  one-half  inches  and  when  placed  under  cellar  floors  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  inches.  Waste  pipes  shall  not  be  branched 
into  closet  bends,  unless  authorized  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

Section  12.  Vent  Pipes.  All  traps  and  fixtures  other  than 
water  closets  shall  e  protected  from  siphonage  or  air  pressure 
by  special  pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inch 
inside  diameter  running  direct  and  upwards  through  the  roof, 
or  to  the  main  vent  line  above  the  highest  fixture.  The  trap 
for  the  upper  fixture  shall  not  require  a  special  vent.  Vents 
for  traps  shall  not  be  taken  off  more  than  nine  inches  below 
the  water  line  of  the  trap.  Two  one  and  one-half  inch  traps 
may  be  branched  into  stack  above  a  water  closet  without  re- 
venting  the  water  closet. 

Traps  of  half  S  form  shall  not  have  more  than  thirty 
inches  of  waste  pipe  from  trap  to  vent,  excepting  where  pitch 
of  waste  pipe  is  not  greater  than  one  quarter  .inch  to  foot, 
distance  may  be  five  feet.  Water  closet  and  drum  traps  may 
be  placed  five  feet  from  vent  pipe. 

Vent  pipes  for  water  closet  traps  shall  be  of  two-inch 
inside  diameter  for  distances  of  thirty  feet  or  less  and  in- 
creased to  three  inches  when  extended  beyond  this  distance. 
Three  water  closets  may  be  vented  with  two-inch  pipe,  three 
basins,  baths  or  sinks  may  be  vented  with  one  and  one-half 
inch  pipe.  The  waste  from  one  bathtub  may  be  branched  into 
the  waste  of  a  lavatory  and  said  lavatory  waste  used  as  a  wet 
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vent  for  the  bathtub   if  tub   trap  is  within  thirty   inches  of 
branch. 

The  waste  from  one  lavatory  may  be  branched  into  a  first 
floor  water  closet  vent  if  lavatory  trap  is  not  more  than  thirty 
inches  from  branch  nor  more  than  nine  inches  below  water 
line  of  trap,  the  lavatory  waste  forming  a  wet  vent  for  water 
closet. 

On  roofs  used  for  clothes  drying  or  roof  gardens  all  soil 
and  vent  stacks  shall  extend  eight  feet  above  roof. 

Section  13.  Fittings  Not  Permitted.  No  short  quarter 
bend  shall  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  a  vertical  soil  or  drain 
pipe.  No  saddle  hubs  shall  be  placed  on  any  plumbing.  No 
unions  or  union  ferrules  shall  be  used  between  traps  and 
drain.  All  traps  shall  have  their  screws  below  the  water  line 
or  on  the  fixture  or  inner  side  of  the  trap. 

Section  14.  Refrigerator  Wastes.  Waste  pipes  from  re- 
frigerators or  other  receptacles  in  which  food  is  stored  shall 
not  be  connected  with  a  drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe  unless  such 
pipes  are  provided  with  traps  suitably  ventilated  and  in  every 
case  there  shall  be  an  open  sink  between  the  trap  and  the 
refrigerator.  Each  sink  shall  be  supplied  with  cold  water. 

Section  15.  Rainwater  Conductors.  No  rainwater  conduc- 
tor shall  be  connected  with  the  house  drain,  sewer,  or  cesspool. 
No  rainwater  conductor  shall  be  used  as  a  soil,  waste  or  vent 
pipe.  Rainwater  conductors  which  are  carried  up  within  the 
walls  of  a  building  shall  be  of  the  material  and  construction  as 
required  of  soil  pipe.  All  rainwater  conductors  must  lead  out- 
side the  building. 

Section  16.  Sanitary  Drain  and  Sewers.  Sanitary  drain  from 
every  building  shall  be  connected  with  public  sewer  when  such 
sewer  is  accessible;  if  such  sewer  ,is  not  accessible,  it  shall 
be  connected  with  a  receptacle  constructed  with  such  material 
and  capacity  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  require. 

All  discharge  lines  from  garages,  service  pits,  and  wash 
stands  and  other  structures  where  gasoline,  naphtha  or  other 
inflammable  oils  or  compounds  are  used  shall  be  provided  with 
a  catch  basin  or  gasoline  and  oil  intercepter  properly  trapped 
of  approved  design  and  so  designed  as  to  safeguard  against  the 
entrance  of  sand,  oil,  gasoline  or  other  inflammable  com- 
pounds into  the  sewer.  This  device  shall  be  vented  with  a 
separate  pipe  three  feet  above  the  roof.  Catch  basins  or  inter- 
cepters  shall  have  the  accumulated  oil,  gasoline,  sand,  or  other 
matters  removed  at  regular  intervals. 

No  steam  or  vapor  or  water  of  a  temperature  over  130° 
F.  shall  be  discharged  into  a  sewer  drain  or  catch  basin,  nor 
shall  any  material  or  matter  be  discharged  into  any  sewer 
which  may  tend,  to  cause  obstruction  of  sewer  or  drain. 
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All  pressure  steam  boilers  connected  to  a  drain  shall  be 
connected  to  a  blow-off  tank  of  a  capacity  not  less  than  30% 
of  the  largest  boiler  connected  to  such  tank  location  and 
connection  to  said  tank  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  plumbing  inspector. 

No  steam  exhaust  or  steam  drip,  unless  it  be  connected  to 
blow-off  tank,  shall  be  connected  to  any  drain  leading  to  sewer. 

Every  blow-off  tank  shall  be  supplied  with  a  vapor  pipe 
not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter  which  shall  be  carried 
above  the  roof  and  above  the  highest  window  of  the  building; 
discharge  from  the  blow-off  tank  shall  be  carried  ten  feet 
outside  the  building  before  entering  the  house  sewer. 

Section  17.  Water  Closets.  No  water  closet  shall  be  located 
in  any  room  or  compartment  which  does  not  contain  a  window 
having  an  area  of  at  least  three  square  feet  placed  in  an 
external  wall  of  the  building  or  which  is  not  provided  with 
an  approved  system  of  mechanical  ventilation.  Every  enclosure, 
the  walls  and  doors  of  which  extend  from  floor  to  ceiling  and 
in  which  there  are  one  or  more  water  closets  or  urinals  shall 
have  similar  ventilation. 

Every  water  closet  shall  have  an  individual  flush  tank  of 
approved  pattern  or  a  flush  valve  protected  by  an  approved 
vacuum  breaker  installed  between  the  flush  valve  and  its 
shut-off. 

Floor  flanges  of  water  closets,  pedestal  urinals,  trap- 
mounted  slop  sinks  and  the  like,  shall  be  bolted  to  a  heavy 
flange  on  the  end  of  the  waste  of  soil  pipe,  the  joint  made 
tight  with  red  or  white  lead  or  other  approved  compound  or 
with  an  approved  gasket.  A  rubber  gasket  shall  not  be  used. 
If  the  waste  or  soil  pipe  is  of  lead  the  flange  on  its  end  shall 
be  of  heavy  brass  soldered  or  wiped  to  the  lead  pipe;  if  of 
cast  or  wrought  iron,  the  flange  shall  be  of  heavy  cast  iron 
calked  or  screwed  to  the  pipe. 

Section  18.  Water  Supply.  Piping  for  the  distribution  of 
the  Town  Water  supply  shall  not  be  connected  with  the  dis- 
tributing system  of  another  water  supply  unless  such  con- 
nection is  approved  and  inspected  by  the  plumbing  inspector. 

No  plumbing  fixture,  device,  valve  fitting  apparatus  or 
connection  shall  be  installed  between  a  distributing  system 
of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  and  a  drainage 
system,  soil,  or  waste  pipe,  so  as  to  permit  the  back  flow  of 
sewage  or  waste  into  water  system. 

Section  20.  Protection  of  Pipes.  Drains,  waste  and  water 
pipes  when  required  by  the  plumbing  inspector  shall  be  pro- 
tected with  insulating  material  to  prevent  freezing.

Section  21.  Automatic  Clothes  Washers.  The  waste  from 
a  washing  machine  shall  not  be  connected  directly  to  a  soil  or 
waste  pipe  but  shall  terminate  in  an  open  trapped  pipe  or 
fixture  above  water  line  of  clotheswasher;  such  pipe  or  fixture 
shall  be  connected  to  a  drain  or  soil  pipe  running  to  a  sewer 
or  cesspool.  The  waste  pipe  from  such  fixture  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  inside  diameter. 

Section  22.  Where  a  tankless  heater  is  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  a  tempering  valve  of  approved  pattern  shall  be  in- 
stalled. 

ARTICLE    XIV 

In  the  event  that  any  section,  sections,  part  or  parts  are 
invalid    because    of    higher    constituted    authority,    then    the 
remainder  shall  be  valid  and  effective.

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REPORT   OF  THE   WATER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Our  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1951,  is  as 
follows : 

During   1951,   fifty-eight  new  services   were   added  to   the 
water  system. 

Water  sold  for  the  year  was  38,992,990  gallons,  an  increase 
of  1,776,450  gallons  over  1950.

Approximately  $6,000.00  of  the  estimated  expenditures  in 
1952  is  for  new  meters  and  services.  This  has  to  be  included 
as  operating  expense  although  actually  it  is  a  capital  in- 
crease to  the  water  system  of  the  town. 

The  6"  compound  meter  through  which  the  town  purchases 
water  from  the  State  is  twenty  (20)  years  old.  This  meter 
went  out  of  order  in  1941,  1943,  1947,  1948  and  1951.  The 
repairs  are  expensive  and  since  the  meter  is  now  obsolete 
are  increasingly  difficult  to  have  carried  out.  The  department 
has  therefore  inserted  in  the  warrant  an  article  for  the  re- 
placing of  this  meter.  We  estimate  the  amount  to  be  $1,480.00, 
including  $980.00  for  a  new  meter  and  $500.00  for  piping 
changes  to  accommodate  the  present  standard  sized  meter. 

The  State  has  pointed  out  to  the  Water  Department  that 
the  limit  of  quantity  in  the  agreement  between  the  Town  and 
the  State  has  been  exceeded  from  time  to  time.  They  note 
that  it  may  be  incumbent  on  the  Town  to  consider  finding  its 
own  water  supply  or  to  pay  for  the  necessary  expense  of  in- 
creasing the  present  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Six  new  connections  were  made  to  the  existing  sewer  sys- 
tem in  1951. 

The  system  was  given  its  usual  care  in  1951  in  order  to 
keep  it  in  efficient  condition.  Some  additional  work  was  done 
in  levelling  up  with  gravel  those  sewer  beds  which  suffer  from 
uneven  settlement  and  about  the  same  amount  should  be  done 
next  year,  and  in  addition  one  new  bed  should  be  made  by 
excavating  to  gravel  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $300.00. 

For  proper  care  of  the  sewer  system  in  1952,  we  ask  for 
an  appropriation  of  $2,000.00  including  the  new  bed  mentioned 
above.

MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Annual  Report  —  1951 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  yearly  circulation  has  been  greater  in  1951  than  for 
any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  our  library.  16,644  books 
were  borrowed,  including  4,340  by  children.  The  daily  circula- 
tion averaged  55.4  books,  which  is  larger  by  1.4  than  any  other 
year.  The  number  of  new  cards  issued  was  119.  At  the 
present  time,  1064  citizens  of  Medfield  are  using  the  Library. 
Sixty  books  were  borrowed  on  Inter-Library-Loan. 

Through  the  year  the  Committee  has  arranged  for  all 
necessary  repairs  to  keep  the  building  in  good  condition. 
Floors,  ceilings,  curtains  and  furniture  have  been  reconditioned 
this  year.  The  purchase  of  new  books  has  been  kept  con- 
stantly in  mind  as  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the 
Board.  The  library  bought  312  new  books  which  included  128 
children's  books.  There  were  six  books  among  the  year's 
purchases  with  an  unusually  elaborate  format  of  color,  photo- 
graphy and  size:  Audubon's  Animals;  Early  American  Homes 
by  R.  Pratt;  McCall's  Modern  Homes;  This  Is  War  by  D. 
Duncan;  Index  of  American  Design  by  Christensen;  and  Life's 
Picture  History  of  Western  Men.  The  most  popular  books 
of  fiction  this  year  were:  Round  the  Bend — Neville  Shute; 
Come  Home  at  Even — LeGrand  Cannon;  The  Whole  Armour — 
Faith  Baldwin;  Old  Herbaceous— R.  Arkell;  The  Left  Hand  of 
God — William  E.  Barrett;  Neither  Five  Nor  Three — Maclnnes; 
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Proud  New  Flags — Van  Wyke  Mason;  April  Snow — L.  Budd; 
Caine  Mutiny — H.  Wouk;  The  Foundling — F.  C.  Spellman;  Iron 
Mistress — P.  I.  Wellman;  The  Parson — Colver;  Cameo — H.  T. 
Miller;  The  Cruel  Sea — N.  Monsarrat;  and  The  President's 
Lady — I.  Stone.  The  most  circulated  non-fiction  were:  A 
Soldier's  Story — O.  N.  Bradley;  The  Sea  Around  Us— R.  L. 
Carson;  White  Man  Returns — A.  N.  Keith;  Washington  Con- 
fidential— Lait  &  Mortimer;  My  Six  Convicts — D.  P.  Wilson; 
Riddle  of  MacArthur — J.  Gunther;  Henry  Gross  and  His  Dous- 
ing Rod — K.  Roberts;  Battle  Submerged — H.  Cope;  Out  in  the 
Midday  Sun — M.  Martin;  A  King's  Story — Edward  VIII;  and 
We  Barrymores — L.  Barrymore. 

For  extra  library  activities,  many  exhibits  were  sponsored. 
Beginning  in  January  there  was  a  different  hobby  exhibit  on 
display  every  two  weeks  throughout  the  Spring.  Mrs.  Robert 
Reed  exhibited  Vesta  Mayd  oriental  rugs  which  she  had  made. 
Miss  Hope  Day  displayed  early  American  glass  lamps.  Mrs. 
Lindsay  Ripley  selected  pieces  from  her  collection  of  early 
pressed  glass.  Mr.  Edward  Band  exhibited  an  unusual  collection 
of  wooden  animals  and  figures  which  he  made  from  gnarled 
tree  roots.  Mrs.  Anne  Young  exhibited  sets  from  her  collection 
of  historical  china  cups  and  saucers.  Mrs.  Clarence  H.  Harris 
exhibited  many  pieces  of  her  work  in  handpainted  china.  Mr. 
Joseph  Rowe  exhibited  a  model  yacht  which  he  made.  Mrs. 
Charles  Allen  arranged  an  exhibit  of  herbs,  both  growing 
and  dried.  In  the  early  Fall  a  two-day  Flower  Arrangement 
Exhibit  was  sponsored  by  the  Garden  Club  of  Medfield.  In  the 
late  Fall  the  Library  sponsored  a  Second  Annual  Art  Exhibit 
of  the  work  of  Medfield  artists.  Again,  colorful  paintings  deco- 
rated the  library  walls  and  attracted  many  visitors.  Book 
week  was  observed  during  the  week  of  November  11  by  having 
available  for  circulation  many  new  juvenile  books,  especially 
travel  books. 

The  Library  was  bequeathed  a  painting  by  J.  A.  S.  Monks 
from  the  Dr.  Arthur  Mitchell  estate.  It  is  a  painting  of  the 
Doctor's  pet  bulldog,  "Jack."  Some  residents  of  Medfield  may 
remember  old  "Jack"  who  kept  the  patients  company  as  they 
waited  in  the  Mitchell  dining  room  for  office  visits.  The 
picture  now  hangs  in  the  Library  office. 

There  have  been  many  splendid  adult  and  children's 
books  given  to  the  library  again  this  year.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  extend  thanks  to  the  following  people:  Miss  Phyllis 
Clark,  Mrs.  Henry  Young,  Mrs.  Richard  Stevens,  Dr.  A.  W.

As  has  been  previously  mentioned  in  this  report,  the 
library  patronage  has  increased  and  is  increasing.  The  Library 
Committee  has  been  thinking  of  expansion  possibilities.  One- 
fourth  of  the  present  library  room  is  allotted  to  the  children, 
and  yet,  each  year  more  children  are  using  the  library.  The 
Trustees  have  a  long-term  plan  to  develop  the  present  building 
to  its  capacity  by  using  the  basement  rooms,  which  would 
give  as  much  room  again  as  we  now  have.  The  first  step 
towards  this  end  is  to  convert  the  coal  furnace  to  an  oil 
heating  system.  The  Trustees  are  asking  for  your  support  of 
this  project. 

At  the  December  Committee  meeting  the  library  budget 
for  1952  was  considered  and  in  order  to  continue  giving  the 
present  amount  of  library  service,  an  appropriation  of  $1200 
together  with  the  Dog  Tax  and  the  1951  Library  fines  will  be 
needed  to  supplement  the  Dailey  Trust  Fund  Income.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

As  has  been  the  trend  during  the  last  few  years,  1951  was 
a  year  of  increasing  activity  for  your  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare. The  activity  has  been  evident  both  in  the  number  of 
cases  handled  and  in  the  new  and  additional  services  required 
by  law  and  state  and  federal  government  rulings. 

Significant  changes  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

On  the  local  level — 

March  31 — A  permanent  office  was  established  in  the  Town 
hall  in  the  space  previously  occupied  by  the  American 
Legion. 

On  the  state  level — 

October  1 — Cost  of  Living  Adjustment  increase  granted  to 
all  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
recipients,  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  instructions. 

November  1 — A  new  category  known  as  "Disability  Assist- 
ance" created  to  provide  aid  to  persons  totally  disabled. 
This  category  was  established  by  Chapter  741  of  the 
Acts  of  1951  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 

January  1,  1952— The  following  changes  were  made  by 
Chapter  801  of  the  Acts  of  1951  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature : 

1)  Permission  was  granted  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  to  "increase,  the  budgetary  require- 
ments from  time  to  time  to  maintain  adequate 
Standards  of  Assistance"; 

2)  The  legal  minimum  rates  for  assistance  were  in- 
creased; 

3)  Statutory  exemptions  for  children  contributing  to 
the  support  of  their  parents  were  increased; 

4)  The  town  is  now  required  to  have  a  lien  against 
any  property  owned  by  Old  Age  Assistance  re- 
cipients ; 

5)  The  town  must  now  pay  its  portion  of  the  Leisure 
Time  Activity  budget  item,  which  was  previously 
paid  in  its  entirety  by  the  state. 

From  even  a  cursory  look  at  the  list  of  changes  occurring 
in  only  one  year,  it  is  clear  that  Public  Assistance  is  an  ever 
increasing  problem  to  the  town  and  that  the  mounting  costs 
are  a  matter  of  grave  concern.  Your  Board  is  exerting  every 
effort  to  administer  the  numerous  laws  and  rulings  equitably, 
yet,  acting  within  the  scope  of  these  laws,  always  with  an  eye 
on  the  cost  to  the  town.

December  28,  1951 

The  Planning  Board,  in  the  past  year,  met  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  month.  It  dealt  with  many  requests  for  the 
consideration  of  the  planning  of  private  roads  in  developments. 

During  the  year,  it  also  met  many  times  with  the  Select- 
men in  conjunction  with  the  laying  out  for  acceptance  of  pri- 
vate ways. 

The  Board  drafted  a  building  code,  presented  it  at  the 
Town  Meeting  of  July  11,  1951,  the  Town  unanimously  accept- 
ing this  code.  The  building  code  has  subsequently  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Attorney  General.  At  the  same  time,  the  earth 
removal  and  rezoning  by-laws  were  presented  and  were  adopted 
by  the  Town.  Copies  of  this  report  are  available  and  may  be 
obtained  at  the  Town  House. 

The  Board  has  made  studies  of  the  conditions  of  roads 
throughout  the  Town  and  has  made  suggestions  to  the  Select- 
men for  the  paving  of  certain  dirt  roads  and  the  straightening, 
establishing  of  lines  and  laying  out  of  other  roads. 

The  Board  has  also  recommended  that  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  Town  acquire  land  which  can,  at  a  later  date,  be  made  into 
a  parking  space. 

The  Board  has  made  a  study  of  the  park  and  recreational 
facilities  and  expects  to  recommend  suggestions  for  improve- 
ment in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  was  organized  as  follows:  Mr. 
Ralph  Benedict,  Chairman;  Mr  Leon  M.  Bowden,  Financial 
Secretary;  Mr.  John  W.  Hinkley,  Secretary. 

Regular  public  meetings  are  held  at  the  High  School  the 
first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

The  Committee  has  unanimously  agreed  that  it  is  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  School  System  that  Medfield  withdraw 
from  the  School  Superintendency  Union.  *  The  pooling  of  in- 
terests with  the  other  towns  in  the  Union,  either  administra- 
tive or  physical,  does  not  exist.  The  Legislature  has  noted 
this  fact  of  usefulness  of  the  Union  Superintendency  as  such 
and  has  enabled  towns  with  a  valuation  of  over  two  million 
dollars  to  withdraw  at  the  annual  meeting  with  a  majority 
vote.  The  School  Committees  of  Millis  and  Norfolk  were  noti- 
fied in  December  of  1951  that  the  Medfield  School  Committee 
would  place  this  question  before  the  voters  at  the  annual  town 
meeting. 

Administratively  we  feel  the  school  system  is  on  a  sound 
basis.  Effective  January  of  1952  an  accounting  system  based 
on  the  State  Report  classification  of  school  accounts  goes  into 
effect.  A  program  of  preventive  and  regular  maintenance 
is  to  be  instituted  utilizing  our  very  capable  custodial  service 
to  be  her  advantage. 

With  direct  supervision  and  accountability  clearly  estab- 
lished, we  believe  businesslike  operation  of  your  investment  in 
physical  plant,  personnel  and  operating  funds  will  be  realized. 

The  Medfield  Community  Orchestra  provided  the  services 
of  an  instrumental  instruction  program  and  the  response  to 
the  instrumental  program  has  been  noteworthy. 

In  addition  to  instruction  services  the  Orchestra  has  also 
underwritten  the  purchase  of  some  of  the  less  standard  instru- 
ments. There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  near  fu- 
ture our  school  will  have  both  band  and  orchestra.  This 
action  of  the  Orchestra  is  certainly  constructive  contribution 
to  the  school  system  and  the  community. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  parents  of 
the  elementary  school  children,  to  the  elementary  teachers  for 
their  cooperation  and  patience  during  the  trying  months  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school. 

We  wish  of  course  to  thank  all  community  organizations 
for  their  continued  interest  in  our  schools,  for  their  active  and 
real  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  school  report.  The  re- 
ports of  the  High  School  Principal,  Elementary  Principal,  Su- 
pervisors and  Health  Department  follow  this  section.  In  order 
that  you  have  a  rounded  picture  of  our  operation  it  is  well  to 
read  all  reports. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  summarize  the  highlights 
of  the  school  department  during  the  calendar  year  1951.  It 
is  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  no  individual  report  covers  all  the 
phases  of  school  administration.

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS: 

During  1951  much  work  was  done  in  the  Hannah  Adams 
Pfaff  Elementary  School.  The  entire  interior  of  the  building 
was  painted  or  varnished.  New  lights  were  installed  through- 
out the  building  and  the  boiler,  which  was  in  need  of  extensive 
repairs  was  put  into  A-l  condition.  Parts  of  the  exterior  of 
the  building  needed  painting  in  several  places  and  this  was 
corrected. 

To  comply  with  state  law  the  stage  curtain  in  the  high 
school  was  flameproofed.  The  boiler  in  this  building  was  not 
operating  properly  and  this  was  repaired. 

The  athletic  field  section  which  is  to  be  used  for  baseball 
has  had  a  diamond  marked  off  and  the  infield  has  been 
prepared  for  actual  play.  Medfield  has  reason  to  be  proud  of 
its  athletic  field.  As  time  goes  on  it  should  be  a  source  of 
pleasure  for  the  youth  of  the  town.  It  is  well  to  have  the 
athletic  facilities  so  ideally  located  in  relation  to  the  rest  of 
the  plant. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT: 

From  January  through  June,  three  elementary  classes 
were  held  in  the  high  school.  The  mechanical  drawing  room 
was  used  for  grade  five;  the  cloak  room  for  grade  four  and  a 
classroom  on  the  second  floor  for  grade  six. 
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Since  last  September  grade  six  has  still  utilized  the  room 
and  part  of  grade  five  has  used  the  cloak  room.  Though  over- 
crowded the  remaining  elementary  classes  have  been  held  in 
the  elementary  building.  The  seven  rooms  in  the  present 
elementary  building  have  been  operated  as  follows:  first  grade 
in  one  room,  two  teachers;  second  grade  in  two  rooms,  two 
teachers;  third  grade  in  one  room,  two  teachers;  fourth  grade 
in  two  rooms,  two  teachers;  fifth  grade  in  one  room,  one 
teacher. 

The  kindergarten  was  opened  on  November  26,  1951  in  the 
new  school.

When  the  en- 
rollment becomes  too  small  we  do  not  receive  any  reimburse- 
ment. Probably  more  classes  should  be  started  in  the  fall  if 
the  townspeople  are  willing  and  interested  enough  to  attend 
the  classes  regularly.

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PROGRAM: 

We  attempt  to  have  the  program  of  reading  instruction 
based  on  the  interests  and  needs  of  the  students.  Formerly 
some  were  of  the  opinion  that  all  techniques  of  reading  were 
taught  in  the  primary  grades  and  the  years  spent  in  school  in 
the  intermediate  years  along  with  the  junior  and  senior  high 
school  experiences  were  merely  practice  of  this  acquired  skill. 
In  all  grades  reading  is  a  skill  which  is  constantly  developed. 
In  order  that  the  pupil  make  the  proper  interpretation  of  the 
printed  word  an  attempt  is  made  to  afford  the  proper  back- 
ground and  experience. 

Every  teacher  is  a  teacher  of  reading;  understanding  of 
the  proper  vocabulary  and  interpretation  of  the  printed  page 
is  always  kept  in  mind.  At  the  elementary  level  there  are 
various  groups  within  a  given  class  and  each  group  moves 
along  according  to  its  own  background  and  experience.  Just 
as  there  is  readiness  for  the  next  step  in  reading  so  too  there 
is  readiness  in  arithmetic  and  in  other  areas  of  education. 

The  pupil  is  most  important  and  the  program  is  planned,  as 
near  as  possible,  to  his  experienced  background. 

May  I  at  this  time  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion offered  by  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Principals,  the  school  personnel  and  the  townspeople.

REPORT    OF   THE    PRINCIPAL    OF    THE 
HANNAH    ADAMS    PFAFF   HIGH    SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  report  as  principal  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1951. 

We  graduated  a  fine  class  of  19  last  June  14th.  Seven  of 
these  are  continuing  their  education  (3  at  college,  2  at  prep- 
aratory school,  1  at  business  school,  and  1  at  nurses'  training 
school);  9  are  gainfully  employed;  2  have  joined  the  U.  S. 
Navy;  1  has  been  married.  Awards  were  presented  at  com- 
mencement as  follows:  D.A.R.  Good  Citizen,  Barbara  Simmons; 
Bausch  &  Lamb  Honorary  Science  Medal,  Barbara  Simmons: 
Emily    Post    Book,    Joan    Beal;    Girls'    State,    Nancy    Nowers, 
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(Janet  Zullo  alternate) ;  Boys'  State,  Robert  Howlett,  Charles 
Waters,  (Ronald  Gorman,  alternate) ;  Washington  &  Franklin 
Medal,  Nancy  Stagg;  Harvard  Book,  Robert  Howlett;  Fresh- 
man Boy,  John  Wilson;  Freshman  Girl,  Louise  Fisher;  Girls' 
Sport,  Lois  i  Harmon ;  Balfour  Plaque  &  Key,  Barbara  Sim- 
mons; Town  Government  Essays,  Nancy  Stagg,  Marie  Vasa- 
turo,  and  Beverly  Perrin;  Lions  Athletic  Trophy,  Edward 
Curry.  Scholarship  winners  were  Joan  Fisher,  Legion;  Bar- 
bara Simmons,  Lions;  Charles  Aylward,  P.T.A.;  Verna  Oja, 
Hannah  Adams  Pfaff  Club.  The  Commencement  Program  will 
be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  program  of  studies  was  thoroughly  revised  in  the 
Spring  of  this  year.  The  main  features  bring  required  sub- 
jects and  electives  in  line  with  today's  trends  and  needs.  A 
new  curriculum  centering  around  Industrial  Arts  or  Household 
Arts  has  been  added  with  10  periods  per  week  devoted  to  those 
fields  in  each  of  grades  9  -  12.  The  pupil  response  has  been 
excellent  both  in  numbers  and  interest.  We  hope  new  equip- 
ment will  grow  in  scope  with  the  progress  of  the  students  so 
that  a  wide  range  of  pre-vocational  training  can  be  given  to  all 
who  desire  it. 

Our  new  report  cards  this  September  explain  credits  and 
graduation  requirements  and  contain  a  5  point  marking  scale 
with  C  from  70  -  79  representing  average  achievement.  This 
grade  represents  the  accomplishment  we  should  expect  from 
the  greatest  number  of  pupils  who  represent  the  bulk  of  our 
future  substantial  citizens.  Marks  above  or  below  this  level 
are  reserved  for  those  smaller  groups  who  make  unusually 
high  or  low  attainment. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Medfield  Community  Or- 
chestra it  has  been  possible  to  give  instrumental  instruction 
every  Friday  during  the  school  day.  Twenty-seven  high  school 
pupils  are  now  learning  to  play  percussion,  stringed  and  wind 
instruments.  On  a  rotating  schedule  they  are  excused  from 
regular  assignments  for  a  period  of  40  minutes,  so  that  they 
miss  each  class  once  in  six  weeks.  It  is  confidently  expected 
this  will  soon  lead  to  the  formation  of  a  school  orchestra  and 
band. 

Certificates  were  awarded  to  grade  8  at  simple  but  im- 
pressive graduation  exercises  Monday,  June  18th  at  11:00  A.M. 
This  event  serves  to  mark  a  significant  moment  in  the  ending 
of  Junior  High  School  and  impresses  the  entering  Freshman 
of  the  importance  of  a  new  way  of  life  as  he  prepares  for 
adulthood. 

Career  Day  was  held  on  March  27th  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Roland  Darling  of  Northeastern  University.  Through  his 
efforts  a  fine  corps  of  speakers  was  obtained  to  present  inter- 
esting and  informative  material  in  preparing  for  post-school 
vocations.     In  the   afternoon   of  the   same   day   our   teachers 
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conducted  a  series  of  discussions  with  small  groups  on  their 
subject  fields  to  help  students  choose  their  courses  of  study 
for  the  following  school  year. 

The  Senior  play,  "A  Case  of  Springtime"  was  presented 
December  7th  to  a  large  and  enthusiastic  audience.  It  is  hard 
to  decide  whether  the  play  just  suited  the  actors  or  whether 
they  just  fitted  the  play.  In  any  event  the  performance  was 
outstanding  and  reflected  credit  on  all. 

One  of  our  finest  assemblies  was  a  one  hour  musical  pro- 
gram produced  February  6th  by  16  professional  musicians  from 
Boston  Symphony  group  under  the  direction  of  our  Supervisor 
of  Music,  Mr.  Seiniger.  This  performance  was  designed  to  be 
both  educational  and  entertaining. 

Our  auto  driver  training  course  is  flourishing  with  our 
new  dual  control  car.  A  certificate  from  the  Registry  of  Mo- 
tor Vehicles  has  been  awarded  to  the  school  for  its  part  in 
helping  the  Commonwealth  maintain  its  eminent  national  po- 
sition safety  wise  on  the  highways. 

In  addition  to  our  generous  array  of  studies  offered,  we 
have  planned  extensive  experiences  designed  to  develop  our 
pupils  in  many  broadening  ways.  Through  these  activities  we 
are  promoting  democratic  processes  by  having  pupil  participa- 
tion in  the  planning  and  execution  of  the  undertakings.  Some 
of  the  ways  in  which  this  is  being  done  are  designing  of  a 
standard  class  ring  by  committees  from  the  classes  of  53  -  56, 
planning  and  running  a  "Town  Meeting",  election  of  a  Safety 
Patrol  to  supervise  traffic  in  corridors  and  lunch  room  and 
election  of  student  council  to  give  student  view-point  on  im- 
proving our  school.  Our  Friday  7th  period  for  activities  is 
continuing  with  dancing  and  glee  club  most  popular  this  year. 
This  sort  of  participation  is  the  best  training  possible  for  the 
adult  world  and  augurs  well  for  the  future  welfare  of  our 
country. 

We  must  not  close  without  expressing  thanks  to  all  our 
citizens  for  their  interest  and  intelligent  backing  of  our  schools 
and  especially  to  the  class  of  '51,  the  P.  T.  A.,  American 
Legion,  Legion  Auxiliary,  Hannah  Adams  Club,  Lions,  Com- 
munity Orchestra  for  their  more  than  usual  generous  gifts.

HANNAH   ADAMS    PFAFF   ELEMENTARY    SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  my  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Hannah 
Adams  Pfaff  Elementary  School. 

The  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  follows:  Kindergarten, 
Miss  Helen  Mowbray,  51;  Grade  I,  Miss  Jean  Peckham,  24; 
Grade  I,  Miss  Mary  Banks,  24;  Grade  II,  Mrs.  Pauline  Coulter, 
26;  Grade  II,  Mrs.  Barbara  McKay,  26;  Grade  III,  Mrs.  Muriel 
Daley,  24;  Grade  III,  Miss  Marilyn  Smith,  25;  Grade  IV,  Mrs. 
Alice  Ferris,  26;  Grade  IV,  Mrs.  Anne  Brennan,  25;  Grade  V, 
Mrs.  Anne  Rossi,  24;  Grade  V,  Mrs.  Donna  Renda,  23;  Grade 
VI,  Miss  Mary  Burns,  22;  Grade  VI,  Mrs.  Jeanne  Bibby,  23; 
making  a  total  of  343  pupils. 

The  sale  of  War  Savings  Stamps  and  Bonds  goes  on 
regularly  each  week.  From  September  through  December  sales 
have  amounted  to  $523.00. 

We  have  shared  in  some  of  the  various  campaigns  and  I 
will  list  a  few  of  them  such  as  the  March  of  Dimes,  Salvation 
Army  Drive,  Junior  Red  Cross,  Jimmy  Fund,  Heart  Fund  and 
the  Crusade  for  Freedom. 

All  recreation  periods  are  properly  supervised  by  three 
teachers  on  the  playground  although  this  presents  quite  a 
problem  because  of  the  overcrowded  conditions.  It  has  worked 
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out  quite  satisfactory  but  will  be  improved  when  we  can  move 
the  lower  grades  into  the  new  elementary  building.  There 
are  149  children  at  play  during  the  first  recess  period  and 
143  on  the  playground  for  the  second  recess. 

We  haven't  started  our  recess  milk  program  as  yet  be- 
cause of  the  crowded  conditions  but  will  start  just  as  soon 
as  possible. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  are  looking  forward  to  an  organ- 
ized visual  program  in  the  near  futuure.  We  have  films  and 
film  strips  to  correlate  with  our  classroom  subjects  but  no 
room  available  to  show  them  in. 

The  Elementary  school  gave  its  first  Christmas  Concert 
under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  and  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Edwards,  our  Music  Supervisor.  The  large  attendance  of  pa- 
rents and  friends  was  very  gratifying  to  the  teachers  and 
pupils.  We  shall  endeavor  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

On  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  myself,  I  wish  to  thank  you 
and  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and  of  the  commu- 
nity in  general  who  are  working  together  for  the  benefit 
of  our  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  home 
economics  department  and  school  cafeteria. 

The  most  significant  change  in  the  department  this  year 
has  been  the  installation  of  a  specific  course  of  study  for 
grades  nine  through  twelve.  It  has  been  planned  that  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomores  should  meet  together  and  that  Juniors 
and  Seniors  should  meet  together  also.  In  this  way  the  sub- 
ject matter  offered  would  change  every  two  years  so  that 
four  complete  courses  are  offered  during  the  high  school  year. 
A  girl  may  major  in  home  economics  by  enrolling  for  ten 
forty-minute  periods  per  week,  or  she  may  supplement  her 
other  work  with  five  periods  per  week.  This  is  considered 
an  unprepared  subject,  therefore,  sufficient  time  is  given  for 
projects  to  be  completed  in  class.  The  program  includes  such 
fields  as  home  decoration,  child  study,  clothing  selection  and 
home  finance  as  well  as  the  more  traditional  foods  and  cloth- 
ing. 

A  more  recent  trend  in  home  economics  education  is  a  de- 
viation from  the  emphasis  once  placed  upon  the  perfection  of 
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skills  and  more  importance  placed  upon  its  contribution  to  in- 
dividual growth  and  effective  home  living.  The  modern  idea 
supports  the  theory  that  a  girl  learns  as  much  from  her  mis- 
takes as  her  successes  and  that  more  learning  and  self  reliance 
comes  from  allowing  her  to  observe  the  results  of  each. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  elementary  school,  we  expect 
a  decided  ease  in  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  school  cafe- 
teria. In  is  expected  that  we  will  require  two  full  time  work- 
ers in  our  present  kitchen  and  one  in  the  new  one. 

The  recommendation  of  a  "B"  lunch  program  for  the 
younger  children  has  been  approved  by  the  committee.  It  is 
felt  that  this  type  is  much  more  suitable  for  children  of  this 
age.  It  is  in  no  way  less  balanced  nutritionally  than  the  "A" 
lunch.  The  principal  difference  is  in  the  size  of  serving  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a  decreased  price  will  result  in  increased  par- 
ticipation. It  is  also  my  desire  that  time  will  be  provided  in 
the  future  so  that  a  program  of  nutrition  education  can  be 
introduced  in  the  elementary  school.  There  is  a  definite  need 
for  making  the  children  more  "food  conscious"  and  early  train- 
ing at  this  level  could  only  result  in  improved  habits  later.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

We  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  School  Health  pro- 
gram for  the  year  1951. 

The  children  of  the  Medfield  Schools  are  above  average 
in  health,  and  the  year  1951  was  marked  by  less  than  the 
average  number  of  cases  of  the  contagious  childhood  diseases. 
Physical  examinations  were  conducted  in  the  High  and  Ele- 
mentary grades  and  parents  were  notified  of  any  defects 
found. 

This  year  the  seniors  were  X-rayed  by  the  Norfolk  County 
Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  and  all  reports  were  sent  to  the 
school  as  having  been  negative. 

The  pre-school  clinic  for  registering  pupils  entering  public 
school  in  September  was  held  in  April,  and  physical  examina- 
tions were  given  to  each  child  with  a  parent  present. 

This  year  the  Dental  clinic  is  under  the  School  department 
and  Dr.  Melvin  Gulbrandsen  has  done  dental  examinations  on 
all  pupils  in  the  high  and  elementary  grades,  and  work  is  now 
in  progress.  We  are  limited  in  funds  this  year  to  operate  the 
Dental  clinic  the  full  year,  and  to  do  X-rays  on  teeth  before 
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beginning  the  dental  work.  However,  we  are  in  hopes  that 
next  year  to  have  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  a  full  time 
dental  program. 

Hearing  tests  were  done  by  the  State  Tru-tone  audio- 
meter for  public  school  pupils  in  the  fourth  grade  through 
High  school.  The  Tru-tone  test  is  a  new  method  recommended 
by  the  State  Educational  System  and  this  is  a  more  accurate 
method  for  finding  the  slightest  deficiency  in  hearing,  which 
is  reported  to  the  parents  for  further  treatment. 

Ten  free  lunches  are  given  daily  to  the  children  of  needy 
families  by  the  Salvation  Army  Fund. 

Minor  first  aid  treatments  were  given  throughout  the 
year  and  several  pupils  were  taken  home  because  of  being  ill 
at  school. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  school  authorities  who  have  been 
most  helpful  in  carrying  out  the  several  features  of  the  School 
Health  Program.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL,  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Physical  Education 
Director. 

The  Physical  Education  program  offered  in  Medfield  pro- 
vides a  wide  variety  of  activities  which  will  insure  the  full 
and  complete  development  of  the  child. 

The  Physical  Education  program  in  the  elementary  school 
consists  of  the  following  activities: 

1.  directed  play  5.  rhythmic  activities 

2.  small  group  play  6.  stunts  and  tumbling 

3.  large  group  play  7.  classroom  games 

4.  team  games  8.  apparatus  activities 

A  physical  education  demonstration  of  grades  4-6  will  be 
put  on  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  Parent  Teachers  Associa- 
tion to  show  the  parents  what  their  children  have  accomplished 
during  the  school  year. 
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Activities  for  the  Junior  High  girls  include,  highly  organ- 
ized sports,  formal  activities,  stunts  and  tumbling,  games,  re- 
lays, rhythms,  apparatus,  folk,  square  and  modern  dancing. 

The  Junior  High  School  intramural  program  consists  of 
field  hockey,  basketball,  and  softball. 

The  program  for  the  high  school  girls  consists  of  appa- 
ratus, formal  activities,  games,  relays,  highly  organized  sports, 
rhythms,  recreational  sports,  stunts  and  tumbling,  individual 
sports,  modern,  folk,  and  square  dancing. 

During  the  fall,  basketball  intramurals  are  conducted,  the 
varsity  basketball  squad  is  chosen  from  the  students  partici- 
pating. This  year  the  squad  will  play  the  Medfield  Alumni, 
Millis,   Westwood,  Dover  and  Holliston. 

In  addition  to  basketball,  field  hockey,  badminton  and 
softball  are  also  offered  as  interscholastic  sports.  The  partici- 
pants in  interscholastic  competition  develop  attitudes  of  good 
sportsmanship  and  fair  play. 

In  April  the  Junior  and  Senior  high  school  girls  will  give 
a  demonstration  of  their  accomplishments  throughout  the  pre- 
ceding school  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  program  of  music  in  all  the  grades  consists  chiefly  in 
singing  activities.  This  provides  an  outlet  for  self-expression 
and  can  give  the  children  great  pleasure.  Other  phases  of 
music  such  as  dancing,  playing  in  rhythm  bands,  listening  and 
creating  may  all  be  offered  in  the  future  when  additional  equip- 
ment and  time  are  made  available. 

Children  should  learn  to  read  music.  They  become  ac- 
quainted with  musical  ideas  in  the  primary  grades.  This  ap- 
proach is  called  reading  readiness  and  leads  naturally  into  the 
program  of  music  reading  and  in  the  intermediate  grades. 
Part-singing  is  taught  in  the  upper  grades  sometimes  begin- 
ning as  early  as  the  fourth  grade. 

This  year  all  the  children's  voices  were  tested  and  classi- 
fied individually  and  special  help  was  given  those  needing  it 
in  tone  matching. 

Every  grade  participated  in  a  Christmas  Carol  program 
that  was  attended  by  parents. 
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The  music  work  of  the  Junior  High  students  comprised 
singing  many  songs  in  two  and  three  parts,  sight-reading  in 
the  bass  staff,  some  listening  activity,  participation  in  the 
Christmas  program  and  Spring  Festival. 

The  Senior  High  Choral  Class,  though  not  limited  to  girls, 
was  selected  by  girls  only  this  year.  Unison  songs  as  well  as 
two  and  three-part  music  were  taught.  Voices  were  tested 
and  classified.  Three  of  the  members  of  this  group  were  chosen 
to  sing  in  the  New  England  Festival  in  February  in  a  chorus 
of  300.  All  members  participated  in  the  Christmas  Carol  pro- 
gram, Spring  Festival  and  Graduation. 

The  Glee  Club  listed  as  a  club  activity  expanded  to  include 
all  but  15  or  20  students  of  the  High  School.  It  met  once 
every  other  week.  The  members  participated  in  the  Christ- 
mas Carol  program,  Spring  Festival  and  at  Graduation. 

The  cooperation  and  support  of  the  principals  and  the 
teachers  was  excellent  in  all  the  music  work  of  this  year  and 
the  response  of  the  pupils  was  most  gratifying.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

School  art  today  is  a  means  of  tieing  all  school  subjects  to- 
gether into  an  integrated  whole.  The  modern  art  program 
sees  art  used  in  a  sensible,  practical  way,  not  as  a  frivolous, 
really  unnecessary  subject;  too  often  seen  in  the  past.  While 
there  could  be  danger  that  art  might  lose  its  identity  and  be 
come  a  weak  handmaiden  to  all  other  subjects  where  used  in 
this  way.  The  fact  that  at  any  time  it  can,  and  is,  given  as  a 
subject  in  itself,  preserves  its  own  right  for  being.  Thus, 
though  the  art  supervisor  usually  will  drop  any  lesson  plans 
she  might  have,  in  order  to  keep  a  teacher  with  a  project  or 
some  correlated  subject,  she  reserves  the  right  not  to  do  so, 
if  she  feels  that  some  art  lesson  should  be  taught  instead. 

In  the  first  three  grades  the  children  are  taught  the  basic 
fundamentals  of  art  work  with  emphasis  on  drawing  people. 
For  everything  in  life  centers  around  the  people  in  it,  and  all 
else  is  minor.  As  drawing  persons  in  all  sorts  of  actions  and 
situations  is  the  hardest  kind  of  drawing  and  art  work,  all 
else  is  much  easier.  Thus  the  children  are  prepared  for  their 
creative  work  in  drawing  situations  at  home,  in  school  and  in 
their  studies  which  is  the  present  outlet  for  art  work. 
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The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  find  the  child  more  able 
to  express  himself  creatively  through  the  foundations  laid  in 
the  primary  grades. 

The  junior  high  school  age  finds  the  child  more  critical 
and  self-conscious  of  his  efforts.  It  is  here  perhaps  that  art 
appreciation  might  be  best  employed,  but  often  the  child  who 
does  not  like  to  "draw"  does  not  like  to  hear  art  talked  about 
even  more. 

High  school  art,  being  elective,  should  find  the  pupil  who 
takes  art  very  interested  in  the  subject.  This  year,  we  have 
experimented  with  a  variety  of  materials;  pencil,  charcoal, 
water  color,  finger  painting,  poster-color,  and  colored  chalk. 
Many  times  a  pupil  will  "find"  himself  in  a  new  technique,  not 
used  before. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  originality  with  technique  and  re- 
sults secondary,  although  not  disregarded.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  to  the  citizens  of  Medfield 
the  more  important  aspects  of  their  activities  during  the  past 
year  and  their  recommendations  for  improvements  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Two  years  ago  the  merchants  of  the  Town  petitioned  the 
Selectmen  to  establish  parking  regulations  within  the  limits 
of  the  Town  Square. 

Congestion  and  overloading  of  parking  facilities  in  the 
center  is  due  to  the  growth  of  the  Town  and  the  increased 
number  of  vehicles  that  have  been  registered  in  the  last  five 
years. 

A  survey  and  study  of  the  problem  was  made  by  the  Chief 
of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Highway  Department  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Accordingly,  Traffic  Rules  and  Orders 
which  were  approved  by  the  Traffic  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  with  several  minor  changes  were  established. 

Although  the  regulations  have  alleviated  the  situation  con- 
siderably, the  solution  is  temporary. 

The  Planning  Board  has  suggested  that  a  site  be  acquired 
for  a  parking  lot  near  the  center  of  Town  before  further  build- 
ing occurs  and  while  land  is  still  available. 

Therefore,  the  Selectmen  have  included  in  the  warrant  an 
article  authorizing  the  Planning  Board  to  make  a  detailed  and 
complete  study  of  the  problem  and  to  report  its  recommenda- 
tions at  a  future  meeting. 

During  the  past  year  improvement  has  been  affected  at 
the  corner  of  North  Street  and  Hospital  Road,  which  has  added 
to  the  safety  of  motor  vehicle  travel  on  the  way. 

The  Planning  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  last  year's 
recommendations  of  the  Selectmen,  has  surveyed  the  outlying 
streets  of  the  Town  and  submitted  their  recommendations  as 
to  lay-outs  of  certain  streets  in  the  Town. 

The  purpose  of  such  lay-outs  is  primarily  to  protect  the 
home  owner  and  abutter  along  the  ways  by  protective  pro- 
vision for  future  widening  of  the  public  ways. 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  Grove,  Cross,  Dale  and 
Winter  Streets  be  laid  out  during  the  coming  year. 

At  present,  the  Selectmen  are  in  the  process  of  laying  out 
a  portion  of  South  and  Curve  Streets  in  the  interests  of  public 
safety. 

Last  year,  the  Town  accepted  as  a  public  way  a  road 
known  as  Lowell  Mason  Road. 

The  Selectmen  also  recommend  that  a  survey  of  the  Town 
Hall  heating  system  be  made  with  the  view  of  revamping 
it  so  that  controls  may  be  installed  which  will  result  in  a  saving 
of  heating  costs. 
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As  another  saving,  the  Selectmen  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Town  should  install  its  own  gas  pump  which  under  proper 
supervision  will  represent  a  saving  because  of  both  the  whole- 
sale cost  and  the  exemption  of  the  Federal  tax. 

Through  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Selectmen,  safety 
warning  lights  were  installed  at  the  Dale  Street  railroad 
crossing. 

The  railroad  has  been  asked  to  survey  and  install  safety 
lights  at  the  three  remaining  unlighted  crossings. 

Continued  efforts  will  be  made  to  persuade  the  railroad  of 
the  advisability  of  installing  lights  at  those  crossings. 

As  another  factor  of  safety  and  protection,  the  Selectmen 
recommend  additional  personnel  to  be  assigned  to  the  Police 
Department.  Twenty-four  hour  police  service  is  desirable  for 
many  reasons,  but  particularly  because  of  the  existence  of 
two  banks  in  the  Town. 

The  interior  of  the  Town  Hall  is  in  good  condition  except 
for  the  floors  which  are  unpresentable  and  dangerous.  Your 
Town  Hall  is  the  heart  of  the  Town  and  you  and  your  Town 
are  judged  by  its  appearance. 

Since  no  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  last  twenty  years, 
it  is  recommended  that  expenditures  be  made  to  make  your 
building  presentable  and  safe. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  School  Officials  and  the 
Boy  Scouts  for  their  cooperation  in  assisting  the  Board  to 
deliver  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  a  copy  of  the  warrant  for 
each  Special  Town  Meeting. 

In  their  annual  report  the  Selectmen  wish  to  pay  special 
commendation  to  the  Planning  Board  for  their  efforts  and 
special  accomplishments  of  the  past  year,  which  certainly  will 
inure  to  the  Town's  proper  development  and  desirable  growth 
for  many  years. 

It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  Selectmen  in  the  past  years 
to  make  the  Town  Report  more  interesting,  informative,  and 
helpful  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  work 
for  the  Town,  all  Committees  and  Boards  and  all  the  people 
of  the  Town  for  their  generous  and  genuine  spirit  of  assistance 
and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Incorporated  May  22,  1651  (43rd  town  in  order  of  corporation) 

ORIGIN  OP  NAME  OF  MEDFIELD: 

In  the  original  grant  as  extracted  from  the  colonial  record 
for  May  22,  1650  "the  name  of  the  town  is  in  brackets; 
evidently  the  space  was  left  blank  at  that  time.  But  the  name 
was  decided  on  very  shortly  afterward,  when  it  was  probably 
inserted.  The  name  is  variously  spelled  in  the  old  records, 
frequently  Meadfield,  and  Medfleld." 

"Several  reasons  have  been  given  for  the  selection  of  this 
name.  The  most  plausible  is  that  the  town  of  Dedham,  Med- 
fleld, and  Wrentham  in  England  lay  near  each  other;  that  the 
early  settlers  here  came  from  that  vicinity  and  perpetuated 
the  memory  of  their  native  locality  in  naming  these  names. 
This  view  is  strengthened  by  the  tradition  that  this  town  once 
received  the  gift  of  a  bell  from  Medfleld  in  Old  Eingland. 
There  is  no  record,  however,  in  any  way  relating  to  it."* 

The  following  information,  acquired  by  inquiry  of  the 
British  Consulate  General  of  Boston  in  regard  to  Meadfield, 
England,  is  quoted  for  the  information  of  the  citizens  of  Med- 
fleld, Massachusetts. 

"The  only  reference  to  Medfleld  or  Meadfield  we  have 
been  able  to  find  is  in  the  English  Place-Name  Society,  Vol. 
XI,  "The  Place-Names  of  Surrey,"  where  Meadfield  is  men- 
tioned as  a  place-name  occurring  in  the  parish  of  Haslemere. 
It  is  marked  on  a  6-inch  Ordnance  Survey  Map,  but  not  on 
the  popular  1-inch  Ordnance  Survey  sheet.  The  earliest  re- 
corded spelling  is  Meddemefeld  (1280).  The  form  Medefeld 
occurs  in  1388. 

We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  whether  this  was  the 
origin  of  the  name  Medfleld.  We  note  that  the  nearby  towns 
of  Westwood  and  Norwood  also  have  counterparts  in  Surrey, 
but  our  sources  are  not  sufficient  to  show  whether  there  was 
in  fact  a  settlement  of  emigrants  from  Surrey  in  this  area."

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Medfield  for  the  period  from 
October  5,  1949,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to 
May  31,  1951,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  sending  out  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked, 
and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  checked 
with  the  available  departmental  records  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's books,  while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town 
funds. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed  for  the  period  covered 
by  the  audit,  the  appropriations  and  loans  authorized  as 
recorded  on  the  ledger  were  checked  with  the  amounts  voted 
by  the  town  as  shown  on  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town 
meetings;  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  authorized  by  the  finance  committee;  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre- 
pared showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Mav 
31,  1951. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while 
the  disbursements  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants authorizing  the  payments. 

The  cash  balance  on  May  31,  1951  was  proved  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  records,  the  tax  titles 
redeemed    were    checked   with    the    receipts    as    recorded    on 
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the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  title  deeds  on  hand 
were  listed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
trust  fund  investments  in  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  with- 
drawals verified. 

The  savings  bank  book  and  a  certificate  of  cooperative 
bank  stock  representing  the  investments  of  the  Moses  Ellis 
Post  No.  117  G.A.R.  Fund  in  the  custody  of  the  selectmen 
could  not  be  located  during  the  progress  of  the  audit  and 
will  be  checked  at  a  later  date. 

The  balance  in  the  savings  bank  was  verified  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll  and  property  taxes  and  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  ex- 
amination and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and 
checked  to  the  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  records  of 
tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  ahd  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

A  determined  effort  should  be  made  by  the  tax  collector 
to  secure  settlement  of  overdue  tax  and  excise  accounts,  some 
of  which  extend  as  far  back  as  1944. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with 
the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town  for  tax,  excise,  departmental  and  water  accounts,  and 
from  the  replies  received  thereto  it  would  appear  that  the 
outstanding  accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog,  sporting,  and  miscel- 
laneous licenses  issued  were  examined  and  checked,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  State  being  verified  by  comparison  with  receipts 
on  file  and  the  payments  to  the  town  being  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  cash  book. 
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The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  selectmen's  licenses,  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  public  welfare  and 
cemetery  departments,  and  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  arid  reconciled 
with  the  treasurer's  and  accountant's  books. 

In  checking  the  records  of  the  cemetery  department,  it 
was  noted  that  receipts  for  opening  graves  were  retained  by 
the  employees  performing  the  work  in  lieu  of  compensation,  in 
which  connection  it  is  again  recommended  that  these  receipts 
be  turned  in  to  the  town  treasury  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  that 
the  compensation  of  the  employees  be  paid  from  an  appro- 
priation provided  for  that  purpose. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and 
the  tax  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax 
title,  departmental  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re-establish 
"Establishment  of  Districts"  under  Section  1,  Paragraph  1,  of 
the  Zoning  By-law  of  April  5,  1938,  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  substituting  the  following  section: 

SECTION  1.     ESTABLISHMENT  OP  DISTRICTS. 

1.  Classes  of  Districts.  The  Town  of  Medfield  is  hereby 
divided  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  dated  April  5,  1938,  and 
more  recently  amended  by  Zoning  Map  dated  February  11, 
1952,  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  into  5  classes  of  districts:

"B"       Residence  Districts 

Business  Districts 

Industrial  Districts 

And,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  1, 
Paragraph  2,  of  the  Zoning  By-law  of  April  5,  1938,  by  adding: 

"A"  residence  district  uses  under  Section  2  shall  apply  to 
the  "AA"  residence  district,  and  the  area  regulations  of  Section 
7,  pertaining  to  the  "A"  residence  district  shall  apply  to  the 
"AA"  district  in  Article  5. 

And,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law 
of  April  5,  1938  by  adding  to  Section  7,  Paragraph  5,  the  follow- 
ing sentence:

dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  separately 
owned  on  April  5,  1938. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing By-law  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  529,  Acts  of  1949, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  an  Inspector  of  Wires.  Such  appointment 
shall  be  made  in  April  of  each  year  and  he  shall  hold  office 
from  the  first  day  of  May  following  for  the  term  of  one  year 
and  until  another  is  appointed  in  his  place.  The  Selectmen 
may  at  any  time  remove  him.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
business  of  his  department  and  submit  to  the  Selectmen  in 
time  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  a  yearly 
report  of  sufch  business. 

Section.  2.  He  shall  require  all  persons  and  corporations 
owning  or  operating  wires  to  conform  to  all  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  to  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions contained  in  the  National  Underwriters'  Code. 

Section.  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  operating  electric 
or  other  wires  within  the  town  shall,  upon  request  of  the  In- 
spector, furnish  him  with  such  information  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  the  faithful  and  effectual  discharge  of  his  duties  under 
this  By-law. 

Section.  4.  The  Inspector  shall  have  access  at  all  reason 
able  times  to  all  wires,  appliances,  and  apparatus  in  the  in- 
terior of  a  public  building  or  on  private  premises,  which  are 
intended  for  carrying  an  electric  light  or  power  current,  and 
no  person  shall  arrange,  affix  or  change  any  such  wires  or 
apparatus  without  giving  the  Inspector  reasonable  opportunity 
to  inspect  such  wires  and  their  arrangement  and  fixtures  be- 
fore the  same  are  covered  or  enclosed;  and  no  person  shall 
place  such  wires  in  any  building  in  process  of  construction 
until  all  gas,  steam,  water,  and  furnace  pipes  have  been  placed 
in  proper  position.  No  person  shall  connect  such  wires  in  the 
interior  of  a  public  building  and  on  private  premises  with  an 
outside  circuit  which  crosses  or  runs  along,  over  or  under,  any 
street  or  way  of  the  Town  without  written  permission  therefor 
having  been  first  obtained  from  the  Inspector. 

Section  5.  No  electrical  installation  shall  be  made  in  any 
house,  factory,  building  or  structure  of  any  type  or  affixed  in 
any  way  to  any  portion  of  any  premises  in  the  Town  of  Med- 
field  which  is  intended  to  be  connected  with  an  outside  electri- 
cal circuit  whfch  crosses  or  runs  along,  over  or  under  any 
street  or  way  of  the  town  unless  a  written  permit  to  make 
such  electrical  installation  is  granted  by  the  Inspector  of  Wires 
to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  making  written  application 
for  such'  electrical  installation. 

Section  6.  Fees  shall  be  charged  by  the  Inspector  of 
Wires  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  applying  for  permits

MEMORIAL   PUBLIC   LIBRARY 

Annual  Report  for  1952 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  Memorial  Public  Library  of  Medfield  has  been  di- 
rected during  the  year  by  Mr.  C.  Monroe  Clark,  chairman, 
Mrs.  Dana  Jefferson,  Sr.,   secretary;   Miss  Anne  Donlan,  Mrs. 
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Evelyn  Byng,  Mr.  Thomas  Whiteside  and  Mr.  Charles  Wood- 
ard,  and  has  been  supervised  by  Mrs.  Leslie  Howlett,  librar- 
ian, and  Miss  Ethel  Hersey,  assistant  librarian,  with  Mr. 
Charles  Patten  as  custodian. 

The  Library  is  open  daily  from  2:00  o'clock  through  8:30 
P.M.  excepting  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  during  July  and 
August  the  hours  are  from  5:30  to  8:30  P.M. 

The  Library  has  approximately  10,000  volumes.  During 
1952,  469  volumes  were  added:  356  for  adults  and  113  for  chil- 
dren. There  were  16,973  books  circulated  during  the  year:  4,358 
to  children  and  12,615  to  adults,  and  a  daily  circulation  count 
of  56  books.  There  are  1,068  registered  patrons,  121  weie  new 
applicants. 

At  the  end  of  1952,  Alice  Dixon  Bond  wrote  an  article 
"Looking  Backward  Discloses  Many  Worthwhile  Books  to 
Brighten  Hours."  Many  of  the  books  mentioned  in  this  article 
are  in  your  library.  The  best  seller:  The  Caine  Mutiny  by 
Wouk,  published  in  1951,  is  still  on  a  reserve  list.  The  Sea 
Around  Us  by  Rachel  Carlson  is  recommended  by  each  reader 
to  his  friends.  A  Man  Called  Peter  by  Catherine  Marshall, 
published  in  the  spring,  became  popular  at  the  very  close  of 
the  year  and  is  now  circulating  from  a  reserve  list.  Costain's 
Silver  Chalice  is  very  well  liked;  our  two  copies  have  been 
in  constant  demand.  Steinbeck's  East  of  Eden  is  popular. 
Giant  by  dna  Ferber,  My  Cousin  Rachel  by  Daphne  Du 
Maurier  and  Old  Man  and  the  Sea  by  Hemingway  are  con- 
stantly in  circulation.

Wonderful  books  have  been  given  to  the  library  again  this 
year.  New  novels  have  been  the  predominating  gift,  but  there 
have  been  exceptionally  fine  books  for  children,  and  recent 
adult  books  of  history,  science,  economics  and  biography. 
Members  of  the  Garden  Club  kept  the  library  room  supplied 
with  beautiful  flowers  during  the  garden  months.  Senior 
Girl  Scouts,  Joan  Swallow,  Shirley  Shade,  Verna  Clark  and 
Louise  Fisher,  contributed  hours  of  work  to  the  library  through 
their  community-help  program.  The  Library  Committee  wishes 
to  thank  the  many  library  friends  for  their  interest  and  gifts. 

A  1952  edition  of  Americana  was  purchased:  a  beautiful 
30  volume  bright  blue  buckram  set  which  brings  our  ency 
clopedic  material  up  to  date.  The  library  continues  its  sub- 
scription to  the  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature  which  is  a 
monthly  index  to  the  outstanding  magazine  articles.  This  in- 
dex together  with  the  new  1952  encyclopedia  makes  an  excel- 
lent basic  reference. 

There  have  been  two  interesting  exhibits  at  the  library: 
The  Medfield  Garden  Club  showed  flower  arrangements  during 
an  exhibit  in  June  and  in  November  the  Library  sponsored  an 
art  exhibit  of  the  work  of  Medfield  artists. 

Forty  books  have  been  borrowed  on  the  inter-library-loan 
system  for  readers  who  requested  technical  or  any  non-fiction 
books  which  are  not  in  this  library. 

Most  of  the  children's  books  purchased  this  year  were 
chosen  to  replace  and  supplement  books  in  the  travel-and-his- 
tory-of-foreign-countries  section.  These  new  books  with  their 
many  illustrations  and  colorful  covers  are  attracting  young 
readers  to  these  shelves  of  more  serious  reading.  The  school 
children  choose  from  library  shelves  for  their  regular  book  re- 
port reading.  Book  lists  with  graded  reading  suggestions  are 
kept  for  use  by  the  students  or  parents.  These  lists  are  pre- 
pared by  teachers  of  the  local  schools,  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Education,  the  American  Library  Association  and 
the  Teachers  State  Reading  ,  group.  Parents  who  wish  to  en- 
courage their  children  to  read  may  suggest  that  they  read  for 
State  Certificates,  a  reading  program  offered  jointly  by  the 
school  and  library.  Inquiries  should  be  made  at  the  library. 

The  Library  Board  wishes  to  repair  and  redecorate  the 
large  basement  room,  possibly  for  a  children's  room.  As  was 
reported  last  year,  the  first  repair  must  be  the  conversion  of 
the  heater  to  oil.  The  Board  is  asking  for  $1,250  towards  this 
work.    To  defray  regular  maintenance  costs  the  committee  is 
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asking  for  the  usual  appropriation  of  $1,200,  plus  the  dog  tax 
for  1952  and  the  library  fines;  these  amounts  to  supplement 
the  Trust  fund  income.

MEDFIELD    PARK    AND    PLANNING   BOARD 

Annual  Report 

1952 

The  Medfield  Planning  Board  had  its  usual  meetings  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  and  in  addition,  held  many 
special  meetings  for  the  hearing  of  petitions  for  rezoning, 
developments,  and  road  construction. 

The  Board  introduced  a  rezoning  amendment  to  the  by- 
laws on  May  19th,  together  with  a  redrawn  zoning  map.  This 
was  passed  at  the  special  Town  meeting  but  it  was  turned 
down  by  the  Attorney  General's  office  on  a  technicality  and  is 
being  prepared  for  re-submission  to  the  town  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  met  frequently  with  the  Selectmen  in  con- 
nection with  road  construction  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
the  Town  dump  and  for  a  public  parking  space.  A  recom- 
mendation for  such  action  has  been  made  to  the  Selectmen. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  an  appropriation  was  voted 
of  $1,300  to  improve  the  tennis  court,  this  being  the  smaller 
of  two  figures  suggested  by  the  Board.  When  the  time  came 
for  the  construction,  test  borings  of  the  surface  were  made 
and  the  sum  appropriated  was  inadequate  to  lay  a  proper 
foundation  for  a  hard  top  court.  It  was  thought  best  to  wait 
until  additional  funds  were  available  so  that  a  complete  and 
proper  court  could  be  constructed.  This  suggestion  will  be 
brought  up  for  consideration  at  the  next  annual  Town  meeting. 
The  clerical  work  necessitated  during  the  year  was  not  as 
expensive  as  anticipated  by  the  Board  and  it  is  pleased  to 
report  that  it  has  returned  to  the  general  fund  the  unused  sum 
of  $474.33.  This  return  of  unusued  funds  should  not  affect  the 
appropriation  for  the  next  year  since  the  amount  of  money 
required  was  considerably  less  than  would  be  normal  if  there 
were  more  development  activity  in  the  Town.

On  Old  Age  Assistance,  payments  amounting  to  $1,830.74 
were  made  to  other  towns  for  Medfield  settled  cases. 

Cancelled  checks  in  the  amount  of  $528.42  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance  were  returned  to  the 
General  Fund. 

This  year  there  have  been  two  major  changes  in  Policies 
and  Procedures  which  directly  affect  iocal  Boards  of  Public 
Welfare: 

(1)  On  October  1,  1952  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insur- 
ance benefits  (better  known  as  Social  Security)  were  in- 
creased. 

Minimum  increases  were  $$5.00  per  person  to  recipients 
of  Primary  Benefit.  This  was  a  resource  which  was  deductible 
from  welfare  grants. 

(2)  The  Federal  Government  has  increased  the  reim- 
bursement allotted  to  cities  and  towns  on  all  categories  of  re- 
lief, except  General  Relief,  by  16%. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  case  load  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  for  January,  1952  was  64,  as  against  55  for  De- 
cember, 1952.  This  is  a  decrease  of  14 %..  Another  compari- 
son of  interest— total  payroll  for  January  1952,  $5,328.25- 
total  payroll  for  December,  1952,  $4,156.67.  This  is  a  de- 
crease of  22%.  The  changes  noted  in  the  preceding  para- 
graphs are  the  major  reasons  for  these  decreases. 

We  anticipate  a  reduction  in  the  payrolls  during  1953.  How- 
ever, administrative  duties  have  shown  no  decrease.     Reports 
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and  case  recordings  required  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  must  be  done  with  extreme  accuracy  in  order  that 
the  Town  receive  its  proper  share  of  reimbursements. 

Mrs.  Doris  Carras  Agent  and  Mrs.  Helen  Kennedy  as  Clerk 
have  continued  to  serve  commendably.  The  Board  wishes  to 
thank  them  publicly  for  their  assistance  during   the  year. 

In  conclusion  this  Board  would  like  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation to  town  officials,  doctors  and  private  business  men 
with  whom  we  have  dealt  during  the  year  and  publicly  thank 
them  for  their  cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1952,  forty  (40)  new 
water  services  were  added  to  the  system  and  water  sold  in- 
creased 8  percent  over  1951. 

The  new  6"  master  meter  on  Harding  Street  was  installed 
in  the  early  spring  and  as  a  result  of  this  our  "unaccounted 
for"  water  decreased  to  less  than  10  percent  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years.

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REPORT    OF   THE   MOTH   AND   TREE   WARDEN 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Moth  and  Tree 
Departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire 
roadsides  for  the  suppression  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  was  carried 
on.  Scouting  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  has  revealed  scattered  clust- 
ers of  eggs  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  I  recommend  that 
$1,350.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1953. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  this  past  year  was  less  than  in 
1951  when  we  had  thirty-five  diseased  Elm  to  remove  and 
destroy.  The  prospects  for  the  year  of  1953  do  not  look  as 
good  as  that  of  the  past  season.  Several  suspects  have  been 
spotted  and  the  height  of  the  season  is  yet  to  come.  I  there- 
fore recommend  that  $2,200.00  be  recommended  for  the  Dutch 
Elm   Disease  program. 

The  Elms  were  sprayed  as  usual  this  year  along  with  some 
experimental  work  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  State  Department  of  Conservation.  I  recom- 
mend that  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Spraying  of  Elms 
in  1953. 

The  Care  of  Trees  in  the  town  was  carried  on  as  usual 
during  1952.  The  dead,  dying,  and  dangerous  limbs  were  re- 
moved. Several  dead  and  dangerous  trees  were  removed.  Low 
limbs  were  removed  over  some  of  the  sidewalks.  There  is  still 
a  lot  of  work  to  be  done,  especially  after  the  ice  storm  of  Janu 
ary  10,  1953.  I  recommend  that  $2,200.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  Care  of  Trees. 

Brush  was  cut  along  many  streets  in  the  town  but  there 
were  not  sufficient  funds  to  complete  all  of  the  roadsides.  All 
dangerous  corners  and  intersections  were  cleared.  I  recom- 
mend $2,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Cutting  Brush  in  1953. 

Trees  were  planted  by  the  new  school  and  some  where 
trees  were  removed.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  b  appropriated 
for  planting  trees  in  1953. 

Poison  Ivy  was  sprayed  over  much  of  the  town  highways 
during  the  season  of  1952  and  we  are  slowly  controlling  the 
Ivy,  but  it  takes  several  seasons  to  completely  control  Poison 
Ivy.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Spray- 
ing of  Poison  Ivy.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

In  making  its  annual  report,  your  Committee  feels  that 
the  year  1952  has  been  one  of  decided  progress. 

Realizing  that  to  adequately  supervise  the  schools  of 
more  than  one  town  maintaining  a  High  School  is  too  big  a 
task  for  one  man,  however  excellent,  Medfield  at  its  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  1952,  voted  to  withdraw  from  the 
Superintendency  Union  with  Millis  and  Norfolk.  Beginning 
September  1,  1952,  the  positions  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Principal  of  the  High  School  were  consolidated.  The  ex- 
perience of  the  past  four  months  has  amply  justified  this  action. 

From  some  forty  candidates  the  Committee  was  able  to 
select  a  man  who  has  demonstrated  his  fitness  for  the  job. 
Under  Superintendent-Principal  William  H.  McLin  the  admin- 
istration of  our  School  System  has  been  raised  to  a  high  level. 
The  advantage  of  having  an  administrator  devoted  exclusively 
to  our  schools  has  been  evident.  Pupil  and  teacher  morale 
is  excellent. 

January  1,  1952,  a  new  system  of  accounting  was  installed 
which  has  been  further  improved  under  our  present  super inten- 
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dent.  This,  combined  with  unceasing  attention  to  details,  has 
resulted  in  substantial  financial  saving  to  the  Town.  Our  school 
appropriation  has  been  wisely  spent.  We  have  been  able  to  add 
materially  to  our  furniture  and  other  equipment  without  exceed- 
ing the  Budget  voted  to  us  last  March,  in  fact  we  are  turning 
back  into  the  Town  Treasury  an  unexpended  balance. 

The  future  has  its  problems.  Our  school  population  is 
increasing  beyond  anticipation,  so  that  the  question  of  room  is 
again  upon  us.  Beginning  next  September  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  use  the  present  Kindergarten  as  a  third  room  for  the  First 
Grade.  In  September,  1954,  the  need  for  increased  quarters  will 
be  acute.  We  urge  the  appointment  of  a  new  building  committee 
to  consider  this  problem  and  plan  additional  housing,  now.  "It 
is  later  than  you  think." 

Despite  the  division  of  opinion  in  the  matter  among  our 
fellow  citizens,  we  believe  we  have  no  choice  but  to  abandon 
our  kindergarten  program  in  September,  1953,  in  order  that 
we  may  have  the  room  to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of 
first-grade  pupils  who  will  enroll  at  that  time. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  believes  that  great  advance 
in  the  excellence  of  our  schools  has  been  made.  We  can  justly 
be  proud  of  Medfield  Schools.  Under  our  present  administrative 
leadership  we  are  confident  that  even  further  improvement  will 
be  made.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  herewith  transmit  my  first  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Medfield  public  schools,  the  same  being  the  first 
report  compiled  since  this  town  withdrew  from  a  superin- 
tendency  union. 

These  significant  events  have  taken  place  since  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools: 

#1     Complete    utilization    of    the    new    elementary    school 
on  Adams  Street. 

#2     Introduction  of  a  new  and  more  efficient  accounting 
system. 

#3     Substantial  salary  increases  to  the  teaching  staff  to 
help  stop  too  frequent  changes  in  personnel. 
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#4  Withdrawal  of  the  town  from  the  superintendency 
union. 

#5  Consolidation  of  the  offices  of  superintendent  and 
high  school  principal. 

#6  Establishment  of  a  health  room  in  the  former  office 
of  the  superintendent. 

#7    Establishment  of  a  regular  schedule  of  staff  meetings 

for  discussion  of  mutual  problems. 
#8     Introduction  of  a  new  system  of  personnel  records  for 

teachers. 
#9     Preparatory  steps  for  establishment  of  more  remedial 

work  in  the  elementary  grades.

#7  Survey  and  replacement  of  equipment  in  the  science 
laboratory. 

#8  Provision  for  additional  equipment  in  our  manual 
training  shop  to  care  for  increasing  pupil  interest. 

#9     Re-equipping  of  our  commercial  department  to  bring 
it  more  in  line  with  modern  office  demands. 
#10     Comprehensive  study  of  our  entire   school  program 
to  make  possible  more  efficient  service  to  our  pupils.

Let  it  be  clearly  understood  that  the  $33,308.87  goes  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  is  NOT  directly  available  to  the  School 
Committee.  The  Committee  can  expend  ONLY  the  amounts 
provided  by  appropriation. 

In  attempting  to  forecast  re-imbursements  for  the  com- 
ing year,  the  amounts  received  by  the  town  may  be  expected 
to  vary  somewhat,  especially  if  a  bill  for  increased  State  Aid 
now  pending  before  the  General  Court  should  be  enacted  into 
law.  There  will  be  no  re-imbursement  on  the  salary  of  the 
Superintendent.  The  other  items  probably  will  not  differ  too 
much  from  the  figures  given  above.  Receipts  are  also  prob- 
lematical to  forecast,  but  with  exception  of  the  sale  of  junk 
and  the  proceeds  from  insurance  the  entries  appearing  above 
should  approximate  reasonable  expectations  for  the  coming 
year. 

GIFTS  TO  THE  SCHOOL  SYSTEM 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  have  presented  to  the 
schools  a  set  of  Carl  Sandburg's  biographical  study  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  for  which  we  are  most  grateful. 

In  addition,  Mrs.  Barbara  Barty-King  presented  us  with 
a  set  of  encyclopedias  in  nineteen  volumes  and  a  seven 
volume  anthology  of  children's  literature.  This  was  a  gift  of 
great  potential  utility  and  a  letter  of  thanks  was  promptly 
sent  to  Mrs.  Barty-King  by  the   School   Committee. 

The  gift  of  funds  from  the  Medfield  Community  Club  to 
assist  in  the  free  distribution  of  milk  to  some  of  our  students 
is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged. 

CONCLUSION

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  high  school  during  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1952.  The  writer  has  served  as 
principal  since  September  3,  1952. 

The  graduating  class  of  June  12,  1952,  numbered  22.  Ac- 
cording to  latest  reports  reaching  us,  10  are  continuing  their 
education  divided  as  follows:  6  at  college,  2  at  junior  college, 
1  at  business  school  and  1  at  technical  school.  Of  the  remain- 
ing 12  members  of  the  class,  10  are  reported  as  gainfully  em- 
ployed and  2  are  in  the  U.  S.  Armed  Forces.

One  section  of  the  principal's  report  for  the  preceding  year 
is  still  so  timely  that  I  think  it  well  to  quote  in  full.  The  sub- 
ject under  discussion  was  report  cards  and  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Benton  had  this  to  say: 

"This  grade  (C)  represents  the  accomplishment  we  should 
expect  from  the  greatest  number  of  pupils  who  represent  the 
bulk  of  our  future  substantial  citizens.  Marks  above  or  below 
this  level  are  reserved  for  those  smaller  groups  who  make 
unusually  high  or  low  attainment."

Career  Day,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Roland  Darling  of 
Northeastern  University,  was  held  January  11,  1952,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  usual  practice.  To  supplement  this  work, 
the  Medfield  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  voted  to  help  in 
providing  more  facilities  for  the  students  to  become  acquainted 
with   occupational  and  educational  opportunities.    Mr.  Newell 
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T.  Crolium,  who  is  heading  up  this  project,  has  some  very 
interesting  plans  under  way. 

The  Senior  Play,  "Our  Miss  Brooks,"  was  presented  De- 
cember 5  and  was  appreciateively  received  by  a  well-filled  house. 
All  of  the  class  members  who  assisted  in  any  way,  as  well  as 
Miss  Ann  McGrath,  the  dramatic  coach,  deserve  the  plaudit: 
"Well  done!" 

Our  Driver-Training  Course,  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr. 
Alan  Shaw,  continues  to  be  of  real  service  to  our  students.  We 
share  a  dual  control  car  provided  by  Browne  Motors  of  Wal- 
pole,  with  our  neighboring  town  of  Millis. 

I  am  sure  I  express  the  sentiments  of  the  entire  high 
school,  faculty  and  student  body  alike,  when  I  say  we  are 
truly  grateful  to  our  citizens  for  the  many  advantages  we  en- 
joy.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of 
the  Hannah  Adams  Pfaff  Intermediate  and  the  new  Adams 
Street  Primary  Schools. 

The  enrollment  of  the  elementary  schools  continues  to 
surge  upward.  Since  the  opening  in  September  the  member- 
ship has  increased  from  343  to  a  total  of  398. 

We  have  shared  in  many  campaigns  throughout  the  year 
and  I  will  list  some  of  them:  March  of  Dimes,  Heart  Fund. 
Jimmy  Fund,  Salvation  Army,  Junior  Red  Cross,  besides  the 
regular  collection  for  this  cause  the  children  filled  twenty- 
six  overseas  boxes  with  toys,  pencils,  soap,  toothpaste,  brushes, 
combs,  etc. 

In  the  Spring  the  elementary  schools  participated  in  a 
Music  Festival  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Edwards, 
Music  Supervisor. 

Our  usual  sale  of  War  Savings  Stamps  and  Bonds  is  carried 
on  regularly  each  week. 

Open  House  was  held  in  the  Adams  Street  Primary  School 
in  November  and  in  the  North  Street  Intermediate  School  in 
December.  Many  parents  and  friends  took  this  opportunity  to 
visit  the  clasrooms  and  observe  the  different  projects  taking 
place. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  School 
Committee,  supervisors  and  teachers  for  their  cooperation 
and  interest  as  it  was  most  gratifying.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  school  health  department's  duties  consist  of  regular 
physical  examinations,  control  of  communicable  diseases,  con- 
sultation with  the  faculty  on  psychological  problems,  and  to 
hold  dental  clinics.  In  addition  to  these,  we  have  rendered  first 
aid,  arranged  for  chest  X-rays  for  the  Senior  Class  and  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty,  examined  the  bus  drivers  ,and  inspected 
the  toilet  and  kitchen  facilities. 

Physical  examinations  have  been  done  on  over  half  the 
pupils  (the  State  requires  us  to  examine  one  third).  Next  year, 
we  plan  to  suggest  that  the  parents  have  their  family  doctor 
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who  knows  the  child  best  do  the  examination,   as  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  recommends. 

Vision  and  hearing  tests  as  usual  will  be  done  on  all  pu- 
pils. Also,  certain  pupils  in  the  lower  grades  who  appear  to 
have  special  problems  get  these  tests. 

The  health  of  the  children  appears  as  usual  to  be  above 
normal,  and  communicable  diseases  have  occurred  at  no  more 
than  the  expected  rate. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  Board  of  Health  and  Dr.  Kirsch- 
baum  has  done  dental  examinations  on  all  of  the  elementary 
grades  and  work  is  now  in  progress.  As  soon  as  it  is  possible 
he  will  do  the  High  School. 

The  pre-school  clinic  for  registering  pupils  entering  public 
school  in  September  was  held  in  April,  and  physical  examina- 
tions were  given  to  each  child  with  a  parent  present.  There 
were  sixty  pupils  that  attended  that  clinic. 

Minor  first  aid  treatments  were  given  throughout  the  year 
and  several  pupils  were  taken  home  because  of  being  ill  at 
school. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  school  authorities  who  have  been 
most  helpful  in  carrying  out  several  features  of  the  School 
Health  Program.

REPORT    OF   GIRLS'    PHYSICAL,    EDUCATION    DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  physical  education  program  offered  in  the  Medfield 
schools  provides  a  wide  variety  of  activities  which  insures  the 
full  and  complete  development  of  the  child. 

The  program  in  the  elementary  schools  consists  of  the 
following  activities/ 

1.  directed  play  5.    rhythmic    activities 

2.  small  group  play  6.     stunts  and  tumbling 

3.  large  group  play  7.     Classroom  games 

4.  team  games  8.     apparatus  activities 
Activities  for  the  Junior  High  girls  include  highly  organ- 
ized sports,  formal  activities,  stunts  and  tumbling,  games,  re- 
lays, rhythms,  apparatus  activities,   square  dancing  and  folk 
dancing. 

The  Junior  High  School  intramural  program  consists  of 
basketball  and  Softball. 

The  program  for  the  High  School  girls  consists  of  appara- 
tus, activities,  games,  relays,  highly  organized  sports,  formal 
activities,  rhythms,  recreational  sports,   stunts  and  tumbling, 
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individual  sports,  modern  dance,  folk  dance  and  square  dance. 

During  the  Fall,  basketball  intramurals  are  conducted; 
the  varsity  basketball  squad  is  chosen  from  the  students  par- 
ticipating. Extramural  games  are  played  with  teams  from 
surrounding   towns.  » 

In  addition  to  basketball,  field  hockey,  badminton,  and 
softball  are  also  offffered  as  interscholasti  csports.  The  par- 
ticipation in  interscholastic  competition  develops  attitudes  of 
good  sportsmanship  and  fair  play.

REPORT   OF  BOYS'   PHYSICAL,   EDUCATION   DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  boys  physical  education  activities  this  year  have  con- 
sisted of  two  programs.  One  program,  for  the  boys  at  high 
school  level,  is  based  on  the  need  for  athletic  fundamentals. 
The  higjh  school  boys  have  taken  part  in  tag  football,  volley- 
ball, punch  ball  and  other  team  sports.  In  the  Spring  a  tumb- 
ling and  apparatus  period  will  be  injected  into  the  course  as 
well  as  softball  and  baseball.  Two  classes  of  high  school  boys 
were  organized,  one  of  27  and  the  other  numbering  16. 

On  the  Junior  High  School  level  there  is  one  class  of  44 
boys  (the  7th  and  8th  grades  combined).  Because  of  lack  of 
facilities  the  element  of  competition  was  introduced.  The  class 
is  split  into  four  teams,  each  competing  with  others.  Keen 
competition  and  good  sportsmanship  have  definitely  aided  the 
younger  boys.

The  Christmas  program  was  a  pageant  in  one  scene  entitled 
"Christmas  in  Merrie  England"  which  brought  into  play  several 
unusual  and  old  carols  as  "The  Boar's  Head,"  "The  Roast 
Beef  of  Old  England,"  "The  Holly  and  the  Ivy"  and  some  more 
familiar  English  carols  such  as  "God  Rest  Ye  Merry  Gentle- 
men" and  "Good  King  Wenceslas."  Old  English  customs  were 
observed  in  the  fanfare  and  procession  of  the  boar's  head 
and  roast  beef  as  well  as  the  singing  of  the  Waits.  The  pageant 
was  colorful  and  instructive  for  all  participating. 

In  addition  to  Christmas  program,  the  Girls  Choral  Group 
participated  in  the  Memorial  Day  Exercises  last  year. 

In  our  voice-testing  program,  we  always  find  a  number 
of  "uncertain"  singers.  When  these  pupils  are  discovered  in 
grades  one  through  three,  remedial  methods  are  used  and  more 
often  than  not  this  problem  is  eliminated.  Beyond  the  third 
grade,  "uncertain"  singers  are  more  difficult  to  eliminate  but, 
if  neglected,  the  child  may  remain  a  non-singer  for  the  rest 
of  his  life.  Every  effort  is  made,  consequently,  to  help  these 
children  during  every  music  period  by  the  supervisor  and  in 
urgent  cases  by  the  grade  teacher  as  well. 

The  spring  festival  will  be  a  culmination  of  the  folk  songs 
and  dances  taught  in  the  classroom  from  January  on  and  will 
be  held  for  parents  sometime  in  the  Spring. 

Every  month  a  guide  sheet  of  music  plans  is  given  to 
each  grade  teacher.  These  have  been  carefully  followed  and 
the  results  have  been  gratifying.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL   INSTRUCTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  year  marks  the  second  year  of  Instrumental  Music  in 
the  Medfield  Schools.  The  School  Band,  made  up,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions,  of  students  who  began  the  study  of  an  instru- 
ment last  year,  now  members  between  35  and  40  pieces.  The 
instrumentation  is  well  balanced  and  represents  the  fifth  to  the 
ninth  grades  in  membership. 

In  addition  to  the  Band  there  is  an  advanced  string  class 
made  up  of  last  years'  beginners  class  which  is  the  nucleus  of 
the  School  Orchestra.  Two  years  of  free  class  instruction  are 
given  to  string  students,  due  to  the  difficulty  of  mastering 
these  instruments  as  compared  with  the  brasses  and  woodwinds. 
Some  of  the  advanced  students  are  also  taking  private  lessons 
in  addition  to  the  class  work. 

Free  classes  have  been  instituted  this  year  and  are  well 
attended,  particularly  the  string  class  which  shows  an  increase 
over  last  years  class.  According  to  the  reports  this  seems  to  be 
a  general  trend,  string  instruments  taking  precedent  in  interest 
over  brasses  and  woodwinds  for  the  first  time  in  years.  We 
therefore  look  forward  to  the  formation  of  a  good  School 
Orchestra  as  well  as  a  Band.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

People  realize,  nowadays,  that  children  should  have  their 
own  methods  of  drawing  and  painting — these  are  charming  and 
naive.  Years  ago,  adults  forced  the  young  to  draw  and  paint  in 
a  grown-up  way,  and  they  were  not  allowed  to  express  them- 
selves in  any  manner.  Stereotyped  copy-work  was  the  rule  of 
the  day,  and  creativeness  unthought  of  in  regard  to  education. 

The  modern  art  supervisor  should  be  employed  as  a  con- 
sultant to  help  solve  art  problems  arising  in  the  school  pro- 
gram. She  is  asked  to  give  advie  and  chelp  in  designing  stage 
scenery  for  plays  and  musical  pageants,  window  decorations, 
or  projects  integrating  geography,  history,  or  any  other  sub- 
ject, even  arithmetic! 

While  the  art  program  may  be  employed  so  usefully  and 
practically,  there  are  certain  art  techniques  which  should  be 
taught,  such  as  perspective  ruling  and  measuring;  letering, 
figure  drawing  and  the  like. 

Posters  are  made  for  various  needs.  Many  room  teachers 
have  a  project  mural  continuously  in  the  process  of  being  as- 
sembled. 
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Children  like  a  bright,  neat,  cheerful,  school  room  decorat- 
ed with  their  ov/n  work.  School  is  a  happy  place  for  them  if 
they  are  allowed  to  participate  in  making  their  environment 
more  attractive.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Home  Economics 
Teacher. 

The  classes  this  year  have  begun  a  varied  program.  In  the 
Junior  High  School,  along  with  the  usual  foods  and  clothing, 
good  grooming  and  nutrition  have  been  introduced.  Emphasis 
was  put  on  nutrition  because  of  the  great  part  it  plays  in 
school  as  well  as  out  of  school.  The  students  were  able  to 
choose  their  own  projects  therefore  eliminating  dis-interest  in 
their  work. 

The  ninth  grade  has  completed  skirts  and  blouses.  The 
faster  students  completed  pajamas  and  aprons.  They  are  now 
on  a  Home  Decorating  unit. 

In  the  three  upper  classes  textile  painting,  knitting,  em- 
broidery work  and  rug  making  has  been  done  along  with  ad 
vanced  sewing. 

At  the  Open  House  meeting  of  the  Parent  Teachers  Asso- 
ciation an  exhibition  of  work  completed  was  displayed. 

The  school  cafeteria  has  continued  to  be  operated  on  the 
government  subsidy  this  past  year.  Due  to  the  increase  in  food 
prices  the  price  of  the  school  lunch  has  been  increased  to 
twenty-five  cents. 

In  the  high  school  we  have  a  change  of  personnel  of  two 
full  time  workers  and  one  part  time  worker.  We  have  added 
a  part  time  worker  in  the  elementary  school. 

Two  freezing  units  have  been  added  to  the  cafeteria. 
This  enables  buying  in  quantity  at  lower  prices. 

The  lunch  menus  are  made  up  monthly  so  that  parents  and 
students  can  plan  accordingly.  Desserts  have  been  added  to 
the  daily  school  lunch  program  to  provide  a  better  balanced 
meal. 

The  high  school  lunch  period  has  been  made  into  two 
lunch  periods.  This  eliminated  the  crowded  conditions  that 
existed. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  persons 
who  have  given  me  their  cooperation  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectively  submit  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Medfield,  both  a  general  and  specific  review  of  the 
problems  encountered  and  accomplishments  made  in  the  year 
1952,  and  recommendations  for  1953. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  (234)  new  houses  have  been 
constructed  in  various  parts  of  the  Town  in  the  last  eight 
years. 

Incidental  to  growth  are  problems  of  many  kinds  to  all 
departments. 

Acceptance  of  new  streets  in  addition  to  increased  use  of 
secondary  roads  necessitates  relocation,  reconstruction  and 
more  maintenance. 

Installation  of  new  services  requires  that  the  ways  be 
restored  and  re  surfaced  which  will  eventually  call  for  special 
appropriations  as  a  remedy. 

Construction  of  new  homes  create  drainage  problems 
throughout  the  Town  because  of  interference  with  the  natural 
water-shed  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  available  discharge 
points  for  surface  water. 

As  a  result  of  growth  and  development  the  situations 
outlined  above  will  result  in  future  increased  expenditures. 

During  the  past  year  the  opportunity  presented  itself  for 
the  Town  to  install  its  own  gas  pump,  which  results  in  an  ap 
proximate  saving  throughout  the  various  departments  of 
$1,200.00  because  of  wholesale  purchase  and  Federal  tax  exemp- 
tion. 

The  Town  accepted  as  public  ways  during  1952,  Castle 
Avenue,  Johns  Avenue,  Meade  Avenue,  Remsen  Avenue,  Mill- 
brook  Road  and  Linden  Court.  Curve  and  South  Streets  were 
relocated  to  eliminate  a  dangerous  hazard  to  traffic. 

A  newly  accepted  road  formerly  known  as  Linden  Street 
and  Millbrook  Road  was  re-named  Mill  brook  Road  in  its  en- 
tirety from  Main  Street  to  Nebo  Street. 

A  practical  inexpensive  bridge  was  built  on  Foundry  Street 
to  replace  a  dangerous  wooden  bridge.  The  bridge  was  so 
constructed  and  finished  so  as  not  to  impair  the  rustic  beauty 
of  the  spot. 

The  Selectmen  recommend  that  a  street  light  be  installed 
at  the  corner  of  Janes  Avenue  and  North  Street  in  the  interest 
of  public  safety.  Increased  activity  in  this  area  is  due  to  the 
transfer  of  the  paper  store  and  the  exit  of  the  fire  trucks 
which  necessitates  increased  visibility  at  night. 
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In  order  to  further  rectify  the  existing  problem  of  traffic 
on  Janes  Avenue  it  is  recommnded  that  one-way  traffic  di- 
rection be  instituted  so  that  traffic  would  enter  Janes  Avenue 
from  North  Street  only.. 

The  floor  in  the  Selectmen's  office  is  badly  in  need  of  re- 
pairs and  is  so  dangerous  and  so  unpresentable  that  it  is 
recommended   that   repairs   be   made   immediately. 

Several  years  ago  a  systematic  program  for  the  recon- 
struction of  sidewalks  was  instituted  so  that  a  section  would 
be  reconstructed  each  year  but  the  program  was  interrupted 
by  the  refusal  of  the  Town  to  appropriate  funds.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  this  badly  needed  program  be  resumed  and  sec- 
tions of  sidewalks  be  re-built  each  year. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Boy  Scouts  for  their 
splendid  assistance  in  delivering  notices  of  Special  Meetings 
during  the  year. 

The  Board  also  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Mario  Pederzini  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Sproul  for  their  contribution  of  photographs  that 
are  included  in  this  report. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  Committees 
and  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year 
and  the  townspeople  for  their  understanding  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens 
of  Medfleld  the  progress  made  in  1953  and  the  problems  that 
will  be  encountered  in  the  year  1954  and  its  recommendations 
for  solutions  to  the  several  problems. 

EXECUTIVE:  Increased  work  in  this  department  due  to  in- 
creased activity  in  the  several  departments  which  it  serves 
requires  that  additional  clerical  assistance  be  assigned  in  or- 
der to  maintain  proper  efficiency  and  orderly  discharge  of 
necessary  Town  business. 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  additional  funds  be  ap- 
propriated to  provide  for  part  time  clerical  assistance  in  this 
department  to  relieve  the  burden  of  work  of  the  one  full  time 
secretary. 

POLICE:  If  it  is  desired  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to  have 
adequate  24-hour  a  day  police  protection  that  the  permanent  po- 
lice force  consist  of  five  officers;  one  to  serve  from  8  A.M.  to 
4  P.M.,  one  to  serve  from  4  P.M.  to  12  midnight,  two  to  serve 
from  midnight  to  8  A.M.,  and  the  fifth  to  serve  on  the  four  days 
off  of  the  other  officers  and  to  be  used  for  other  auxiliary  pur- 
poses. The  need  for  added  protection  is  accentuated  by  the 
certainty  that  the  Town  will  soon  be  served  by  dial  telephone 
service  only. 

TELEPHONE  CONVERSION:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
been  informed  by  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  that  the  tentative  date  for  the  installation  of  the  dial 
telephone  system  is  January  13,  1955.  The  conversion  presents 
to  the  Town  the  problem  of  sounding  the  fire  alarm  and  defense 
alert  since  no  operator  will  be  stationed  in  Medfleld.  Accord- 
ingly, the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  filed  a  bill  in  the  General 
Court  which  will  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  operator  at  the  Medfleld  State  Hospital  perform 
this  essential  duty. 

RAILROAD  LIGHTS:  Due  to  the  continued  effort  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  the  installation  of  flashing  warning  light  signals 
have  been  installed  at  Farm,  West  and  West  Mill  streets.  Before 
the  completion  of  the  West  Mill  and  West  Street  signals  it  will 
be  necessary  to  retire  the  present  bulk  delivery  track  which  sub- 
ject is  being  processed  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
All  grade  crossings  are  now  protected  by  flashing  signals. 

PUBLIC  DUMP:  During  the  past  several  years  improvement 
has  been  made  to  the  public  dump  for  the  health,  safety  and 
convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town.  It  is  proposed  if 
funds  permit  to  erect  a  wire  fence  on  the  northwesterly  side 
of  the  dump  to  prevent  paper  and   other  refuse  matter  from 
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being  deposited  by  the  wind  on  the  land  of  adjoining  property 
owners. 

Approximately  nine  additional  acres  of  land  was  purchased 
during  the  year  1953  for  dumping  purposes  and  should  provide 
for  all  foreseeable  future  needs. 

TOWN  HALL:  During  1953,  the  exterior  walls  of  the  Town 
Hall  were  cleaned  and  waterproofed.  The  woodwork  was 
painted.  The  entire  buiding  inside  and  out  is  in  good  repair  and 
should  remain  so  for  some  time.  The  wooden  floor  in  the  Select- 
men's Office  is,  however,  in  very  poor  condition  and  should  be 
replaced  with  tile  in  the  interest  of  appearance  and  safety. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE:  Although  world  tension  has  been  somewhat 
relieved  by  the  signing  of  the  armistice  in  Korea,  the  need  for 
an  alert  civil  defense  continues.  A  civil  defense  program  is 
particularly  necessary  for  Medfield  because  Boston  is  considered 
a  critical  target  area  and  evacuation  to  the  environs  of  the  ci- 
would  be  a  certainty  in  the  event  of  an  attack. 

STREET  LIGHTS:  Because  of  increased  traffic  in  the  square 
and  attendant  pedestrian  danger,  it  is  recommended  that  a 
street  light  be  installed  on  pole  #56  by  the  taxi  stand  and  on 
the  southeasterly  corner  of  the  Town  Hall,  facing  James  Avenue. 

DRAINAGE:  As  has  been  mentioned  in  a  previous  report  by 
the  Board  the  problem  of  surface  drainage  increases  with  the 
construction  of  new  homes.  Both  the  natural  sloping  of  lawns 
and  surfaced  driveways  to  the  road  causes  more  water  to  be 
discharged  on  the  roadway  and  in  many  cases  with  no  further 
disposal  point.  The  area  in  and  about  Dale,  Cottage,  Mitchell, 
Adams  and  Frairy  streets  is  under  engineering  survey  and  the 
initial  installation  of  part  of  a  drainage  system  is  a  necessity. 
There  are  several  other  pressing  street  drainage  problems  that 
also  must  toe  solved  during  the  ensuing  year. 

BRIDGES:  As  a  result  of  a  conference  with  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen of  the  Town  of  Millis,  an  engineering  examination  was 
made  of  Brastow's  Bridge  on  Bridge  Street  by  a  private  con- 
cern and  by  engineers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
found  to  be  in  poor  condition. 

The  bridge  should  be  repaired  at  an  early  date  in  order  to 
maintain  its  structural  stability  and  to  avoid  much  greater  cost 
of  repair  or  replacement  at  some  later  date  since  the  type  of 
disintegration  is  progressive. 

The  cost  will  be  shared  by  the  two  towns,  the  county  and 
the  state. 

The  bridges  on  Causeway  street  and  Philip  Street,  although 
structurally  safe,  will  eventually  require  new  floorings.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  present  wooden  floorings  be  replaced 
by  using  steel  I  beams  and  a  surfaced  flooring.

HIGHWAY  EQUIPMENT:  The  highway  trucks  consist  of  a 
1948  Sterling,  a  1940  Brockway  and  a  1934  White.  Because  of 
the  age  and  as  a  result  of  gasoline  consumption  tests  and  the 
excessive  repair  bills,  it  is  economically  prudent  to  dispose  of 
the  20-year-old  White  truck  and  purchase  a  new  one  to  re- 
place it. 

HIGHWAYS:  Two  permanent  improvements  were  made  on 
Chapter  90  roads  during  the  past  year. 

A  drainage  and  snow  disposal  problem  on  Main  Street 
near  the  Dover  line  was  remedied  by  channeling  water  that 
formerly  flowed  across  the  road  from  the  southerly  side  to  the 
northerly  side  so  that  it  will  flow  along  the  southerly  side  and 
discharge  into  Millbrook. 

Another  problem  of  traffic  safety  was  rectified  by  banking 
the  shoulder  of  a  curve  on  High  Street  near  the  Walpole  line. 

Chapter  90  Construction:  Due  to  increased  traffic  the  dan- 
gerous conditions  and  the  fact  that  Route  #27  may  become  a 
feeder  route  to  the  new  toll  road  to  New  York,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  an  appropriation  for  the  reconstruction  of  part  of 
High  Street  be  made. 

Although  the  sum  requested  may  not  be  sufficient  to  com- 
plete a  new  segment  that  will  unite  with  the  present  roadway, 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County  will  as  a 
matter  of  policy  encumber  their  contributive  allotments  for 
a  year  so  that  with  additional  appropriations  and  allotments  in 
the  year  1955  essential  construction  can  be  commenced  and 
completed. 

During  the  past  year  many  vital  problems  have  been  en- 
countered and  successfully  met  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  accomplishment  of  administration  is  due  to  the  coopera- 
tive effort  of  all  Town  employees  and  Town  officials  who  con- 
tributed their  time  and  talent  unstintingly. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  again  the  Boy 
Scouts  for  delivering  notices  of  Special  Town  Meetings,  Mr.  John 
Fraser  for  assisting  in  preparing  charts  for  the  Town  Report, 
Mr.  Mario  Pederizini  and  Mr.  Ralph  Sproul  for  contributing 
pictures  for  the  Town  Report  and  Mr.  Charles  Cain  for  his  as- 
sistance and  advice  in  highway  matters. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  them  and  the  towns- 
people for  their  cooperation,  assistance  and  understanding 
during  the  year  1953.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  wish  to  report  that  the  Vine  Lake  Cemetery  is  progress- 
ing with  the  times.  We  have  a  new  area  ready  to  survey  and 
mark  out  into  lots  and  graves.  Our  grass  land  has  withstood 
the  dry  seasons  well  but  is  badly  in  need  of  fertilizing;  our 
drives  and  avenues  are  going  to  need  some  attention  this  year 
and  our  mowing  equipment  will  stand  another  year  with  the 
minimum  of  repair  costs. 

We  are  also  in  position  now  to  ask  the  Town  to  act  on  the 
proposed  purchasing  of  two  plots  of  land  originally  of  the  Dab- 
ney  Property  that  has  been  offered  for  sale.  This  land  borders 
our  present  property  on  Bridge  St. 

If  this  could  be  brought  about  the  Cemetery  would  encom- 
pass enough  area  if  used  wisely  to  last  approximately  150  years. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $4,200.00  plus  the  Sale  cf 
Lots  Fund  be  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  Vine  Lake 
Cemetery  for  the  year  1954. 

We  also  recommend  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  surveying  and  laying  out  the  lots  in  the  newly  graded  area 
which  is  badly  needed.  We  have  at  the  present  time  43  lots 
available  for  sale  and  it  will  take  about  two  years  to  plot  out 
and  seed  down  the  area  available. 

We  are  also  asking  action  to  be  taken  on  the  pronoved 
purchasing  of  the  land  adjoining  the  Cemetery  on  Bridge  Street 
for  which  a  separate  article  will  be  inserted  in  the  Report  of 
the  Finance  Committee  for  the  next  Town  Meeting.

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

During  1953  the  circulation  of  books  has  numbered  17,151, 
a  gain  of  178  over  the  previous  year.  308  new  books  have  been 
purchased,  including  both  fiction  and  non-fiction,  of  which  92 
were  juvenile  books.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  library  has  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  books  listed  each  week  in  the  New  York  Herald 
Tribune  Book  Review's  "What  America  Is  Reading."  The  library 
is  also  a  member  of  Book  of  the  Month  Club  and  Literary 
Guild.  For  your  enjoyment  we  have  also  many  periodicals,  all 
of  which,  except  for  the  current  copies  on  the  tables,  may  be 
borrowed  from  the  library.  Many  of  these  are  listed  in  Read- 
ers' Guide  to  Periodical  Literature,  which  is  constantly  in  use 
by  students,  particularly  in  reference  work,  as  are  our  Ency- 
clopedias Brittannica,  Compton's  and  the  recently  acquired 
Americana,  the  World  Almanac,  Information  Please  and  Who's 
Who  in  America. 

Among  the  children's  books,  the  most  popular  at  present 
are  biographies,  which  speaks  well  for  our  younger  readers' 
choice;  followed  by  a  demand  for  career  books,  juvenile  my- 
steries and  sports  stories.  During  the  year  1953,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  regretfully  accepted  two  resignations:  the  first, 
that  of  Mr.  Thomas  Whiteside  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 
However,  Mr.  Whiteside  continues  to  serve  the  community  in 
another  capacity.  Mr.  Mark  Hollingsworth  has  been  appointe: 
in  his  place.  The  second  resignation  was  that  of  the  librarian 
Mrs.  Leslie  Howlett,  who  has  served  the  library  most  emeently 
and  faithfully  for  twelve  years,  eight  of  them  as  Head  Librar- 
ian. Miss  Ethel  Hersey,  formerly  Assistant  Librarian,  succeeds 
Mrs.  Howlett,  with  Mrs.  Lindsay  Ripley  as  assistant. 
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A  completely  new  oil  burning  heating  system  has  recently 
been  installed  by  Coan  Brothers,  which  so  far  has  been  most 
efficient.  This,  we  hope,  is  the  first  step  toward  converting  a 
part  of  the  large  basement  into  a  children's  room,  a  very  much 
needed  development,  as  space  in  the  present  library  is  becom- 
ing very  much  overcrowded.  Also,  it  is  hopbd  that  in  addition 
to  a  children's  room,  it  may  be  possible  to  arrange  a  periodical 
alcove  where  students  and  others  may  look  up  references  in 
magazines  kept  on  file  in  the  basement.  Your  librarians  are 
now  engaged  in  reorganizing  the  basement  with  that  plan  in 
mind, 

We  have  had  only  one  exhibit  in  the  library  this  year, 
that  of  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  on  Flower  Arrangements. 
The  former  exhibits  of  the  Medfield  Art  group  have  been 
missed,  as  also  the  Hobby  exhibits  of  other  years.  We  would 
like  to  have  more  of  these  in  the  future. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  librarians  wish  to  thank 
Senior  Girl  Scouts  Louise  Fisher,  Joan  Swallow  and  Marie  Carr 
for  their  valuable  assistance  in  the  several  tasks  assigned  to 
them,  also  Carol  Anderson  and  Joyce  Farrington  for  taking 
books  to  the  King  Philip  Rest  Home,  Mr.  Charles  Patten  for 
his  many  extra  services  in  addition  to  his  regular  duties  as 
custodian,  and  the  many  friends  of  the  library  who  have  do- 
nated books,  magazines  and  flowers  to  the  library  during  the 
past  year,  or  who  have  served  it  in  any  other  capacity. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  asking  for  an  appropriation  oi 
$1,500  together  with  the  library  fines  and  the  dog  tax  to  enable 
it  to  carry  out  a  project  for  1954  of  repainting  the  main  room 
and  installing  additional  lighting  facilities  very  much  needed.

REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDFIELD   PARK   AND   PLANNING   BOARD 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1953 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  held  its  usual  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday 
of  the  month,  at  which  time  it  dealt  with  several  applications  in 
connection  with  sub-division  control  and  zoning  regulations, 
et  cetera. 

During  the  year  ,the  sub-division  control  law  was  changed 
by  the  State  Legislature,  requiring  all  property  plans  to  pass 
through  the  hands  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  suitable 
machinery  was  set  up  to  handle  these  transactions  as  promptly 
as  possible. 

The  zoning  by-laws  of  the  Town  were  changed  during  the 
year  by  vote  at  a  special  Town  meeting,  and  a  new  map  to- 
gether with  new  regulations  has  been  completed  and  is  ready 
for  distribution. 

Additional  work  has  been  done  on  the  parks.  The  tennis 
court  has  had  very  considerable  usage  throughout  the  year. 
The  Board  has  prepared,  for  the  approval  of  the  Town,  the  in- 
stallation of  a  hard-top  court  at  another  site,  and  if  this  is  ap- 
proved, proposes  to  abandon  the  old  court.

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REPORT  OF  THE   TREE  WARDEN  AND 
MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Moth  and  Tree 
Departments. 

We  purchased  a  new  mist  blower  this  spring  and  did  our 
own  spraying  for  the  first  time  since  1948.  We  were  able  to 
spray  more  trees  this  year  and  were  also  able  to  add  one  more 
spray  to  our  schedule,  which  is  recommended  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources.  The  trees  this  past  year  were 
green  all  summer  as  a  result  of  less  feeding  by  the  Elm  Leaf 
Beetles  which  were  controlled  by  more  accurate  timing  of  the 
applications  of  spray  than  .has  been  done  in  the  past.  In  the 
past  when  we  were  hiring  the  spraying  done  it  was  impossible 
to  have  it  done  at  just  the  right  time. 

Scouting  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  has  revealed  some  areas  in 
the  town  where  the  moths  .are  increasing.  I  recommend  that 
$1350.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1954.  I  also  recom- 
mend that  $1000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Spraying  of  Elms 
in  1954  so  we  will  be  able  to  keep  them  green  for  another  sea- 
son. 

This  past  season  we  had  a  few  more  elms  die  from  the 
Dutch  Elm  Disease  than  we  did  in  1952  which  was  anticipated. 
For  the  ensuing  year  we  expect  approximately  the  same 
amount  of  trees  affected  with  the  disease  as  last  season,  pos- 
sibly less.  I  recommend  that  $2200.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  program  in  1954. 

The  Care  of  Trees  in  the  town  was  carried  on  as  usual 
during  1953.  Several  trees  in  dangerous  condition  were  re- 
moved. Low  limbs  were  removed  over  some  of  the  side  and 
back  roads,  also  over  some  of  the  sidewalks.  Trees  that  were 
damaged  in  the  ice  storm  of  a  year  ago  were  repaired.  % 
recommend  that  $2200.00  be  appropriated  for  the  care  of  trees 
in  1954. 

Brush  was  cut  along  approximately  twenty-five  miles  of 
road,  much  of  this  includes  both  sides  of  the  road  which  doubles 
the  mileage.  We  also  purchased  a  new  Wilton  brush  saw  that 
enables  us  to  cut  more  brush  than  in  the  past.  I  recommend 
$2000.00  be  appropriated  for  Cutting  Brush  in  1954. 

Poison  Ivy  was  sprayed  over  much  of  the  town  highways 
during  the  season  of  1953,  we  are  gradually  controlling  the 
Ivy.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  be  appropriated  for  the  con- 
trolling of  Poison  Ivy  in  1954. 

Many  of  the  trees  that  have  been  removed  were  replaced 
this  past  year.  Young  trees  also  were  planted  in  front  of  some 
of  the  new  houses  of  the  town.  I  recommend  that  $400.00  be 
appropriated  for  planting  trees  in  1954.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  15,  1954 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare for  the  year  1953. 

A  total  of  57  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  6  Aid  to  Depen- 
dent Children  cases,  3  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  4  Gen- 
eral Relief  cases  were  administered.  The  following  applica- 
tions were  denied:  2  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  1  Disability 
Assistance  and  1  General  Relief. 

Aid  rendered  to  recipients  in  all  four  categories  was  as 
follows: 

Old  Age   Assistance  $48,801.13 

Aid   to  Dependent   Children  9,832.15 

Disability   Assistance  1,351.30 

General  Relief  1,566.71 

As  was  anticipated,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  case 
load  in  Old  Age  Assistance.  Statisticians  tell  us  that  we  are 
now  beginning  to  see  in  a  concrete  form,  i.e.  reduction  of  case 
load,  the  effect  of  the  "lien  law."  As  activity  decreased  in 
Old  Age  Assistance  during  this  year  there  has  been  increased 
activity  in  the  category  known  as  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  increase  in  case  load  and  monies  ex- 
pended. 

During  this  year  there  have  been  no  major  changes  in 
''Policies  and  Procedures."  However,  as  this  report  is  being 
written,  two  major  changes  to  be  put  into  practice  in  1954 
have  already  been  made. 

1.  A  "Medical  Care  Plan"  which  has  been  compiled  by  a 
group  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  in  coop- 
eration with  a  group  from  the  Massachusetts  Medical  So- 
ciety, will  become  effective  in  1954.  This  "Medical  Care  Plan" 
is  state  wide  in  its  scope  and  mandatory  upon  local  Boards 
of  Public  Welfare.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  plan  by  local 
Boards  of  Public  Welfare,  Vendors  or  Recipients  will  result 
in  loss  of  Federal  and  State  reimbursements. 

2.  Because  the  program  known  as  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  has  proven,  in  its  seventeen  years  of  existence,  mat 
the  belief  in  value  of  a  child  living  in  his  own  home  with  his 
own  mother,  sound  and  worthwhile,  intensified  service  will  be 
given  to  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  recipients  by  personnel  of 
local  Boards  of  Public  Welfare  as  of  February  1,  1954.  Such 
service  must  be  rendered  in  accordance  with  standards  out- 
lined by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

These  two  changes  in  "Policies  and  Procedures"  will  in- 
crease administrative  duties  at  the  local  level  markedly.  It 
is  the  aim  of  those  responsible  for  administration  of  these 
assistance  programs  at  the  state  level,  district  level  and  local 
level   that   these   be   administered   in   a   manner  that   will   give 
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the  best  service  to  recipients,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  tax- 
payers of  the  town  and  compliance  with  State  and  Federal  reg- 
ulations. 

As  Agent  and  Clerk,  respectively,  Mrs.  Doris  M.  Carr  and 
Mrs.  Helen  E.  Kennedy  have  continued  to  serve  commendably. 
For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board  wishes  to 
publicly  thank  them. 

In  concluding  this  report  this  Board  wishes  to  express 
its  appreciation  to  the  town  officials,  doctors  and  private  busi- 
ness men  and  to  publicly  thank  them  for  their  fine  coopera- 
tion during  the  year  1953.

Expenditures  from  the  1953  appropriation  were  less  than  in 
1952  because  of  fewer  new  services  than  estimated.  Our  es- 
timate for  1954  is  based  on  a  slight  increase  over  1953,  and  calls 
for  an  appropriation  of  $18,000. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  renew  the  contract 
for  water  from  the  State  Hospital  has  made  some  progress, 
but  as  yet  no  final  settlement  has  been  reached.    Pending  final 
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settlement,  the  Town  has  paid  at  the  rate  in  effect  prior  to 
July  17,  1952.  Consequently  the  amounts  shown  above  for  pur- 
chased water  are  subject  to  possible  upward  revision,  retroactive 
to  that  date  and  through  1954. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  additional 
sources  of  water  has  rendered  a  separate  report.  We  wish  to 
emphasize  a  point  stressed  in  that  report  —  namely,  the  neces- 
sity for  an  early  increase  in  Town  water  rates.  As  will  be  noted 
above,  present  water  revenues  are  not  sufficient  to  cover  all 
charges  for  the  expanding  water  system,  even  before  any  future 
increased  costs  on  account  of  the  proposed  new  pumping  sta- 
tion. This  results  in  an  unfair  burden  on  the  taxpayers.  Your 
Board  has  this  problem  under  study,  and  will  initiate  increased 
rates  as  soon  as  sufficient  information  is  at  hand.  We  anti- 
cipate that  the  required  average  increase  will  be  in  the  gen- 
eral vicinity  of  15  to  20%,  which  we  find  will  not  be  far  out  of 
line  with  rates  in  nearby  towns.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  a  result  of  the  program  of  rehabilitation  over  the  past 
few  years,  the  sewer  beds  are  now  all  in  good  condition.  On  the 
main  line  from  Frairy  St.  to  Dale  St.,  manholes  have  been 
located,  raised  to  grade  and  provided  with  covers  to  provide 
quick  access  in  case  of  possible  stoppage. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  in  1953,  the  Town  voted  the 
sum  of  $1200  to  extend  the  public  sewer  on  West  Main  Street, 
as  petitioned  by  Mr.  Alfred  Colantonio.  This  project  was  ad- 
vertised for  bids  which  were  opened  on  Nov.  10,  1953.  Since 
only  one  bid  was  received,  at  an  estimated  total  cost  of  $2,853, 
this  job  has  not  been  done.  An  article  will  be  inserted  in  the 
warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1954  to  see  if  the 
Town  desires  to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  this  purpose 
or  allow  the  project  to  lapse. 

We  recommend  an  appropiation  for  sewer  operation  and 
maintenance  for  1954  of  $1825,  the  same  as  for  1953.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Medfield 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  transmit  my  second  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Medfield  public  schools,  the  same  being  the 
second  such  report  compiled  since  this  town  withdrew  from 
a  superintendency  union. 

These  problems  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  have 
been  dealt  with  in  whole  or  in  part  during-  the  year  just  closed: 

1.  Additions  have  been  made  to  our  teaching  staff  to  take 
care  of  increasing  enrollments. 

2.  More  textbooks  and  seating  units  have  been  bought  — 
in  excess  of  our  original  estimate  of  needs. 

3.  More  housing  may  be  said  to  have  been  provided 
through  the  closing  of  our  kindergarten. 

4.  A  helping  teacher  has  been  added  to  our  staff. 

5.  Our  transportation  system  has  been  thoroughly  studied 
and  some  changes  have  been  made. 

'6.  A  new  water-heating  system  has  been  installed  in  the 
high  school,  increasing  efficiency  and  cutting  costs  of 
operation  and  maintenance. 

7.  Much  equipment  has  been  repaired  or  replaced  in  our 
science  laboratory. 

8.  Considerable  equipment  has  been  added  to  our  manual 
training  shop. 

9.  Our  commercial  department  is  now  in  the  process  of 
being  re-equipped  and  we  should  anticipate  carrying 
on  this  procedure  during  the  next  couple  of  years. 

10.    Our  school  program  has  been  revised  in  several  par- 
ticulars and  other  changes  are  contemplated. 

In  addition  to  these  matters,  other  significant  events  have 
taken  place  as  follows: 

1.  A  preliminary  survey  of  our  housing  facilities  has  been 
made  by  a  special  School  Building  Needs  Committee 

which  has  reported  to  the  town  and  has  been  discharged. 

2.  Emergency  repairs  had  to  be  made  to  the  firebox  of 
one  boiler  in  the  high  school. 

3.  With  the  installation  of  the  sidewalk  along  the  athletic 
field  on  Adams  Street,  a  drainage  problem  was  created 
and  it  became  necessary  to  construct  a  catch  basin  on 
the  school  field. 

4.  Because  of  increasing  numbers,  it  became  necessary 
to  open  a  third  first  grade  and  a  second  seventh  grade. 

5.  To  obtain  additional  space  for  first  grades,  the  kinder- 
garten was  not  re-opened  in  September. 
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These  problems  confront  us: 

1.  The  need  for  two  additional  teachers  to  staff  a  third 
second  grade  and  a  second  eighth  grade  we  must  open 
in  September,  1954. 

2.  Further  increases  in  our  salary  schedules  to  hold  our 

present  teachers  in  the  face  of  a  constantly  increasing 
demand  for  their  services  elsewhere. 

3.  The  construction  of  more  school  space  or  the  institu- 
tion of  double  sessions — with  a  consequent  sharp  drop 
in  pupil  progress — to  meet  our  increasing  pupil  load. 

4.  The  question  of  the  re-opening  of  the  kindergarten  if 
and  when  additional  classrooms  are  built. 

5.  Expansion  of  our  transportation  system  or  curtailment 
of  privileges  of  riding  now  permitted  older  pupils. 

6.  Further  repairs  to  our  high  school  heating  plant. 

7.  Continuation  of  the  program  to  improve  the  equip- 
ment  in  our  commercial    department. 

8.  Adequate   maintenance   of   our  newly-acquired   science 

equipment. 

9.  Expansion  of  our  science  program  to  allow  greater  op- 

portunities in  this  field  to  our  elementary  grades. 
10.    Continuing  study  of  our  present  allotment  of  building 
space  to  make  certain  we  are  using  it  as  efficiently  as 
possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

HANNAH  ADAMS  PFAFF  ELEMENTARY  AND 

MEMORIAL  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  the  following  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of 
the  Medfield  Elementary  Schools  for  the  year  1953. 

Assembly  programs  held  throughout  the  year  were  the 
Spring  Festival  given  by  the  intermediate  grades  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Edwards,  Music  Supervisor;  a 
Safety  Program  given  to  illustrate  safety  on  the  highways, 
playground,  and  the  use  of  bicycles.  This  program  was 
accompanied  by  a  Safety  Circus  and  certificates  were  given 
to  the  children  who  had  learned  the  safety  rules.  The  Fourth 
and  Fifth  Grades  presented  plays  for  Washington's  Birthday; 
the  Sixth  Grade  presented  a  Talent  Show. 
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The  music  program  continues  to  progress.  "Thirty  Minutes 
With  Santa"  was  presented  to  the  entire  elementary  school 
by  the  Sixth  Grade,  supervised  by  their  teachers.  Several 
children  are  gaining  in  experience  by  playing  in  the  school 
orchestra. 

Some  very  outstanding  projects  were  developed  in  the 
classroom,  namely:  Murals  of  South  America,  Winter,  Cotton, 
Thanksgiving,  The  Town  of  Medfield,   and  the  Nativity. 

School  opened  September  9th  with  147  children  in  the 
North  Street  School  and  198  in  the  Memorial  School.  To  date 
we  have  an  increase  of  thirteen  pupils.  ,     . 

Field  trips  were  taken  throughout  the  year  by  several 
classes.  Some  of  the  points  of  interest  visited  were  the 
Museum  of  Science,  Children's  Museum,  Bunker  Hill  Monu- 
ment, and  the  U.S.S.  Constitution.  The  annual  school  picnics 
were  held  at  Norumbega  Park. 

Our  campaign  drives  this  year  included  Heart  Fund,  Sal- 
vation Army  and  Community  Fund. 

Open  House  was  held  in  the  Memorial  School  in  September 
with  a  large  group  of  parents  and  friends  attending. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  School  Committee, 
members  of  the  school  personnel,  and  the  townspeople  for 
their  whole-hearted  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To   the   Superintendent   of   Schools:  : 

The  School  Health  Department's  duties  consist  of  regular 
physical  examinations,  daily  visits  to  the  school,  control  of 
communicable  diseases  and  consultation  with  the  faculty  on 
psychological  problems.  In  addition  to  these,  we  have  ren- 
dered first  aid,  arranged  for  chest  X-rays  for  the  Senior  Class 
and  members  of  the  faculty  and  supervised  school  lunches. 

Physical  examinations  are  required  by  the  state  on  one- 
third  of  the  pupils  annually;  we  examine  all  new  pupils  and  a 
total  of  at  least  half  of  the  pupils  each  year.  The  state  now 
permits  the  child's  own  physician  to  fill  out  the  physical  examin- 
ation form.  From  the  school's  viewpoint,  it  is  better  to  have 
the  report  filled  out  by  the  doctor  who  knows  the  pupil  best. 
As  in  the  past,  we  encourage  suggestions  from  and  consultation 
with  the  parents  on  the  pupils'  problems. 
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Vision  and  hearing  were  tested  for  the  first  time  in  all 
grades.  Retesting  was  done  on  those  whose  hearing  was  defi- 
cient on  the  first  test. 

All  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  were  examined  by  the 
school  dentist  and  the  dental  work  on  many  pupils  has  been 
completed.  We  have  had  weekly  clinics  from  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year.  Because  of  the  greater  response  from  the 
examinations,  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  this  program. 

The  health  of  the  children  appears  as  usual  to  be  above 
normal,  and  communicable  diseases  have  occurred  at  no  more 
than  the  expected  rate. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  School  authorities  who  have  been 
most  helpful  in  carrying  out  several  features  of  the  School 
Health  Program.

The  High  School  intramurals  consist  of  basketball  and 
badminton.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  Medfield  school  children  are  very  creative  and  original, 
and  need  little  urging  to  produce  unusual  art  work.  In  a  case 
'ike  this,  the  function  of  an  art  teacher  or  supervisor  is  to 
keep  the  technique  at  a  high  level,  after  having  built  up  the 
ability  to  depict  persons,  animals,  houses,  vehicles  and  all 
objects  of  daily  living. 

Present-day  art  teaching  deals  with  what  we  know  and 
experience  or  feel,  rather  than  static,  stereotyped  work  often 
seen  in  the  past. 

Some  older  methods  have  much  to  commend  them,  in 
that  all  work  is  taken  seriously  and  accomplished  to  the  best 
of  one's  ability. 

The  modern  tendency  to  express  oneself  directly  in  art 
work,  such  as  sketching  in  crayon,  or  water  color,  rather  than 
coloring    a    pencil    drawing    made    first,    necessitates    careful

thought  and  handling  of  materials.  Erasing  is  not  possible, 
especially  in  the  work  of  younger  children.  This  leads  to  a 
feeling  of  self-confidence. 

A  combination  of  the  best  of  old  and  new  methods  of 
instruction  should  produce  the  finest  attitude  possible  in 
students.  A  middle  ground,  the  aim  of  which  would  be  crea- 
tiveness,  should  produce  the  proper  balance  of  imagination 
and  reality.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Some  of  the  general  aims  of  music  education  are  (1)  to 
help  the  child's  growth  socially,  (2)  to  create  group  participa- 
tion, (3)  to  provide  individual  satisfaction  and  (4)  to  obtain 
appreciation  and  love  of  good  music  leading  to  the  cultural 
development  on  the  part  of  the  child.  These  aims  are  accom- 
plished by  a  complete  program  consisting  of  rote  singing, 
note  singing,  ryhthmic  and  creative  activities,  and  appreciation 
through  listening. 

Music  is  constantly  being  integrated  with  various  other 
subjects  such  as  history,  social  studies,  and  geography. 

By  the  completion  of  a  child's  sixth  year  in  school  he  should 
have  experience  in  two-part  and  three-part  singing.  He  should 
be  able  to  master  various  problems  of  rhythmic  nature,  simple 
notation  and  creation  of  songs.  The  student  should  also  have 
an  acquaintance  with,  and  an  appreciation  of,  various  forms 
of  music  and  composers. 

In  the  junior  high  school  these  skills  and  knowledges  are 
further  developed. 

In  the  past  four  months  my  efforts  in  the  school  system 
of  Medfield  have  been  devoted  towards  developing  these  afore- 
mentioned aims. 

In  December  the  children  of  the  North  Street  School  pre- 
sented a  Christmas  operetta  entitled  "Thirty  Minutes  with 
Santa  Claus."  The  High  School  presented  a  nativity  scene 
called  "Christmas  by  Candlelight."

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Instrumental  Department,  now  in  its  third 
year,  is  continuing  its  program  to  interest  students  in  the 
playing  of  band  and  orchestral  instruments.  As  in  the  past, 
free  instruction  is  given  on  brasses,  woodwinds  and  strings 
in  the  form  of  class  lessons  for  beginners  on  the  instruments. 
Advanced  players  of  string  instruments  receive  training  in 
the  form  of  a  special  string  class  which  meets  every  other 
week.  On  alternate  weeks  they  take  part  in  a  rehearsal  of 
the  School  Orchestra. 

Members  of  the  School  Band,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
band  rehearsal,  participate  in  the  rehearsals  of  the  orchestra 
which  meets  on  alternate  weeks  with  the  band.  In  this  way 
they  gain  experience  in  the  reading  of  both  band  and  orchestral 
literature. 

Students  of  string  instruments,  which  require  a  longer 
period  of  study  than  brass  or  woodwinds,  receive  two  years 
of  free  class  instruction,  the  lesson  time  in  the  second  year 
being  divided  between  actual  instruction  on  the  instrument 
and  work  on  selections  which  are  to  be  performed  by  the 
School  Orchestra, 

In  all  instrumental  classes,  beginning  and  advanced,  part 
of  the  lesson  time  is  devoted  to  note  reading  and  music 
theory  as  it  applies  to  performance  on  a  musical  instrument.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  school  cafeteria  has  continued  to  be  operated  on  the 
government  subsidy  program.  The  number  of  student  lunches 
sold  has  taken  an  increase  of  3%%  over  last  year's  figures. 
The  sale  of  milk  has  almost  doubled  over  last  year's  figures. 

Again  we  have  three  full-time  workers  and  two  part-time 
workers.  (Three  in  the  high  school  and  two  in  the  Memorial 
School.)    The  lunch  menus  are  still  being  published  monthly. 

During  the  past  year  the  Junior  High  School  students 
have  completed  units  on  Interior  Decorating,  Nutrition,  Good 
Grooming,  Foods  and  Clothing.  Projects  have  been  made  in 
each  unit.  The  four  upper  classes  have  completed  projects 
in  Clothing,  Knitting,  Embroidery,  and  Textile  Painting.    The

Textile  Painting  has  been  quite  popular  with  the  students 
because  it  gives  the  opportunity  for  creative  ability  to  be 
shown. 

Advanced  Clothing  has  been  taught  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  classes.  This  consists  of  the  making  of  suits,  coats 
and  the  more  difficult  articles  of  clothing.  Stress  has  been 
put*  on  the  needs  of  the  individual  student.

REPORT   OF   THE   MANUAL,   TRAINING   INSTRUCTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Shop  classes  are  available  to  all  boys  from  grades  six 
through  twelve.  In  the  sixth  through  the  eighth  grade,  shop- 
work  is  a  regular  part  of  the  boys  schedule.  In  the  high 
school  it  is  available  as  major  course  in  Manual  Training, 
consisting  of  two  periods  a  day,  or  as  an  elective  subject  to 
boys  in  other  courses. 

In  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades  it  is  comprised  chiefly 
of  woodworking,  elementary  wood  finishing  and  mechanical 
drawing  sufficient  to  plan  and  draw  projects  to  be  constructed. 
Classwork  consists  of  learning  safety,  planning,  tools,  design, 
materials,  basic  skills  and  related  work. 

Grade  eight  is  similar  to  six  and  seven  with  the  addition 
of  fundamental  sheet  and  bench  metal  work  with  limited 
machine  work.  No  boy  is  discouraged  from  pursuing  his 
own  interests  provided  that  he  learns  the  regular  lessons  and 
does  not  capitalize  on  the  instructor's  time. 

The  High  School  classes  are  in  the  areas  of  woodworking, 
sheet  and  bench  metal  work,  lathe  work  and  related  machine 
shop  work,  mechanical  drawing,  basic  electricity,  automotives 
and  household  mechanics. 

These  courses  include  basic  and  advanced  tool  processes, 
machine  operation,  safety,  care  and  maintenance,  planning, 
design  and  other  related  material  in  the  field  of  work  being 
covered. 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  assume  that  every  boy  will 
be  exposed  to  all  of  the  fields  of  work  mentioned  above  due 
to  scheduling  difficulties  in  a  small  school  system  and  limited 
time  for  elective  students.  It  is  my  aim  to  give  the  greatest 
possible  number  of  students  the  widest  practical  range  of 
experiences. 

The  boys  have  made  many  valuable  and  worthwhile 
projects  and  repairs  for  themselves  and  have  done  a  consider- 
able amount  of  construction  and  repair  work  for  the  school.

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DRIVER    EDUCATION    AND    TRAINING 

The  Driver  Education  and  Training  course  has  an  in- 
creased enrollment  this  year  probably  due  to  the  new  insur- 
ance rates  which  give  parents  of  boys  and  girls  with  driver 
training  program  certificates  reduced  rates  compared  with 
other  people  under  25  years  of  age. 

We  have  received  a  new  dual  control  car  this  year  which 
we  share  with  Millis  as  in  the  past.  Neither  town  requires  the 
full  time  use  of  a  car  and  sharing  cuts  the  major  cost  which 
is  insurance. 

The  students  learn  the  laws  and  rules  of  the  road  very 
thoroughly  and  the  physical  forces  that  act  upon  an  auto- 
mobile in  motion.  Maintenance  and  a  limited  understanding 
of  the  mechanics  of  the  car  are  also  necessary  to  be  a  good 
operator.  Most  important,  however,  we  are  interested  in 
making  every  driver  courteous  and  safe  and  to  impress  upon 
him  the  great  privilege  and  responsibility  that  is  his  while 
operating  a  motor  vehicle. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  been  so  courteous, 
pleasant  and  patient  when  encountering  us  in  the  school 
training  car  on  the  road.

REPORT  OF  THE  HELPING  TEACHER 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  helping  teacher 
in  the  Medfield  Schools.  The  principal  objectives  of  the  pro- 
gram for  this  year  have  been  as  follows: 

1.  Assistance  to  six  repeaters  in  the  seventh  grade  who 
had  been  promised  assistance  with  the  expectation  that 
they  might  transfer  into  the  eighth  grade  if  the  results 
of  their  efforts  warranted  it  early  enough  in  the  school 
year. 

2.  A  remedial  reading  program  for  pupils  in  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  who  have  shown  a  need  to 
improve  their  reading  skills. 

3.  A  testing  program  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades 
in  an  effort  to  find  out  the  subject  matter  areas  need- 
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ing  the  greatest  concentration.  Also,  to  find  out  how 
closely  the  educational  achievement  of  pupils  in  the 
Medfield  Elementary  School  checks  against  national 
norms. 

4.  Assistance  to  a  limited  number  of  pupils  in  the  elemen- 
tary and  primary  grades  who  have  been  experiencing 
difficulty  for  one  reason  or  another,  some  of  these  being 
long-term  absences  due  to  illness  with  a  subsequent 
falling  behind  in  their  school  work,  emotional  problems 
of  adjustment,  etc. 

All  help  has  been  given  on  an  individual  basis  in  an  effort 
to  gain  insight  into  the  nature  of  the  various  problems  which 
prevent  pupils  from  doing  their  best  work  in  school.  It  is 
hoped  eventually  to  concentrate  the  program  in  the  primary 
grades  so  that  early  difficulties  can  be  detected  and  eliminated 
before  they  become  definite  problems.  It  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  it  is  very  hard  to  resolve  problems  of  deep-seated  origin, 
particularly  in  a  single  year  with  the  limited  time  available. 

Since  the  program  is  a  new  one,  it  was  felt  that  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  offer  maximum  assistance  to  pupils  who 
would  be  finishing  school  in  a  relatively  short  time.  It  is  too 
early  in  the  year  to  allow  for  any  definite  conclusions  as  to 
what  the  program  has  accomplished,  but  it  does  seem  to  be 
filling  a  need  felt  by  students  and  teachers  alike.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Medfield  a  general  synopsis  of  its  activities  during  the  year 
1954  and  a  factual  evaluation  of  the  problems  upon  which  the 
voters  will  take  action  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1955. 
JENERAL:  The  past  and  present  growth  of  the  Town  is 
reflected  in  the  variecy  and  volume  of  activities  that  have  been 
processed  through  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  well 
as  through  all  the  departments  within  the  structure  of  Town 
government. 

The  business  of  the  Town  which  is  public  service  to  its 
inhabitants  is  increased  and  extended  as  the  result  of  desire, 
change,  and  growth.  Existing  facilities  and  departmental  per- 
sonnel can  absorb  the  added  work  load  only  to  the  point  of 
complete  saturation. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  accustomed  degree  of  service,  the 
Town  must  be  prepared  to  provide  equipment  and  facilities 
and  to  assign  by  appropriation  additional  personnel  to  the 
several  departments  of  the  town. 

The  tabulation  of  the  State  Decennial  Census  is  certain 
to  establish  a  determinant  upon  future  procedure  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Town.  The  terms,  valuation,  and  population  appear 
throughout  the  General  Laws  as  factors  controlling  the  conduct 
of  municipal  affairs.  Since  Medfield  will  undoubtedly  acquire 
a  population  of  more  than  five  thousand  inhabitants  adjustments 
and  changes  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  its  new  classification. 

EXECUTIVE:  As  stated  in  a  previous  report  the  amount  of 
clerical  work  continues  to  consistently  increase  in  proportion 
to  growth  and  the  problems  created  incidental  to  it.  Much  of 
the  activity  of  the  Town  directly  or  indirectly  originates  in  the 
Executive  Department;  all  of  it  ultimately  terminates  in  it. 

LEGAL:  Expenses  for  legal  advice  and  services  have  been  at- 
tributed to  the  Contingent  Fund  in  the  past.  Because  the  Con- 
tingent Fund  has  been  abolished  and  because  the  amount  and 
fees  for  legal  services  have  increased  a  separate  item  for  legal 
expenses  has  been  included  in  Article  3  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
Town  Meeting. 

POLICE:  The  Selectmen  have  previously  submitted  both  a 
diagnosis  and  a  prognosis  of  the  personnel  problem  of  the  Police 
Department.  Every  avenue  of  study  and  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem presented  by  the  completion  this  year  of  the  dial  telephone 
system  have  been  fully  explored  and  exhausted.  It  must  be 
accepted  that  the  many  personal  services  rendered  by  the  tel- 
phone  operators  will  no  longer  be  available  when  mechanical 
equipment  is  substituted.  Although  a  special  committee  is  in- 
vestigating the  problem   and  will  make   recommendations  in 
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the  future,  the  Selectmen  as  a  result  of  a  prolonged  study  are 
certain  that  to  economically  retain  only  the  present  inadequate 
efficiency  of  the  Police  Department  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  assign  four  additional  officers  to  the  Department. 

It  is  appropriate  to  officially  and  publicly  express  in  be- 
half of  the  Town  appreciation  for  the  many  services  rendered 
by  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  its 
operators  to  the  Town  during  the  years  of  telephone  service. 

HURRICANES:  On  August  31st  in  the  forenoon,  winds  of 
hurricane  force  accompanied  by  heavy  rains  struck  the  Town 
with  little  advance  warning.  The  Highway  Department  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Tree  and  Water  Departments  and  vol- 
unteers immediately  started  the  clearance  of  the  public  ways. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  at  a  special  meeting  declared  the  ex- 
istence of  a  state  of  emergency  because  of  public  inconvenience 
and  danger. 

At  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  funds  were  made 
available  to  financially  aid  the  cities  and  the  towns  damaged 
by  the  storm.  A  Hurricane  Relief  Board  was  established  to  sup- 
ervise and  approve  reimbursements  of  funds  to  the  towns. 

The  total  cost  of  the  storm  designated  "Hurricane  Carol" 
was  $11,662  25  and  has  been  attributed  to  the  following  accounts 
as  required  by  the  Hurricane  Relief  Board: 

Category  A — Clearance  of  Debris  From  Public  Ways  $10,409  04 
Category  B — Restoration  of  Essential  Facilities  717.05 

Category  C— Repairs  to  Public  Buildings  215.80 

Category  D — Guarding  Devastated  Areas.  320.36 

The  amount  reimbursed  by  the  State  was  $10,588.54. 

The  second  hurricane  designated  by  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau  as  "Hurricane  Edna"  followed  on  September 
11th.  Although  the  winds  were  not  as  violent  as  predicted 
and  the  damage  less  than  anticipated,  extremely  heavy  rains 
presented  many  problems  of  storm  drainage.  The  only  addi- 
tional expense  assigned  to  the  second  storm  was  the  protec- 
tion of  property  from  fire  by  the  Fire  Department  in  a  standby 
readiness  status. 

It  is  expected  that  when  the  Legislature  reconvenes  that 
it  will  authorize  reimbursements  for  "Edna"  also.  The  cost  of 
the  second  storm  was  $316.00. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION:  Funds  totalling  $20,000.00 
which  were  allotted  by  the  State  and  County  and  by  appro- 
priation of  the  Town  in  the  year  1954,  were  carried  over  by 
mutual  agreement  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Again  this  year  the 
sum  of  $10,000.00  was  requested  from  the  State  and  $5,000.00 
from  the  County,  providing  the  Town  appropriate  $5,000.00 
The  accumulated  fund  of  $40,000.00  will  be  sufficient  to  recon- 
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struct  a  segment  of  Route  #27  along  High  Street  in  the  year 
1955. 

An  additional  request  was  made  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  for  an  allotment  of  $1,000.00  and  to  the  County 
for  $500.00  providing  the  Town  appropriate  $500.00  for  the 
purpose  of  widening  and  improving  the  approaches  to  the  Main 
Street  railroad  grade  crossing.  The  planning  for  the  widen- 
ing will  be  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  location  of  the  Warning  signals. 

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE:  In  the  year  1954,  Spring 
Street  was  surfaced  in  entirety  with  a  stone  cover  which  pro- 
vides safer  traction  for  vehicles  and  which  will  bear  better 
the  heavy  traffic  traveling  over  it.  The  section  on  Hospital 
Road  from  the  main  gate  of  the  State  Hospital  to  the  railroad 
crossing  on  Route  #27  and  Farm  Street  in  its  entirety  were 
stone  surfaced  with  funds  obtained  under  Chapter  90. 

The  same  request  of  $1,000.00  from  the  State  and  $1,000.00 
from  the  County  for  repairs  and  improvement  to  Chapter  90 
roads  has  been  made  to  the  County  and  State  for  the  year  1955. 
STREET  LAYOUTS:  In  the  past  year,  a  private  way  known 
as  "Pleasant  Court"  was  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  accepted 
by  the  Town  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  80  (Betterment 
Assessments)  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  relocation  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  High 
Street  from  Granite  Street  to  the  Walpole-Medfield  line  was 
completed  this  year.  The  reconstruction  of  High  Street  will  be 
in  accordance  with  the  relocation.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
have  petitioned  the  County  Commissioners  to  relocate  South 
Street  from  the  corner  of  Spring  and  High  streets  to  the  Norf olk- 
Medfield  town  line  in  the  interest  of  common  convenience 
and  necessity  and  to  minimize  the  costs  of  land  damages. 

It  is  felt  that  additional  funds  should  be  included  in  the 
Highway  budget  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  engin- 
eering plans  for  streets  which  have  been  laid  out  and  accepted 
many  years  ago  but  for  which  there  are  no  plans  in  existence. 
The  location  of  known  street  lines  has  many  advantages  to 
all  Town  Departments  as  well  as  the  adjoining  property 
owners. 

STREET  SURFACING  PROGRAM:  Of  the  forty-three  miles 
of  public  ways  in  the  Town  approximately  ten  miles  of  them 
or  about  twenty-five  percent  are  gravel  surfaced.  Although 
the  cost  of  maintaining  both  the  surfaced  and  gravelled  roads 
are  approximately  the  same,  the  condition  of  safety,  comfort, 
and  convenience  are  not  as  satisfactory. 

In  adopting  a  systematic  program  of  surfacing  gravelled 
roads,   each   street   should   be  relocated  if  necessary   for  the 
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purpose  of  eliminating  dangerous  curves  and  to  provide  for 
widening  in  order  to  bear  the  increased  volume  and  velocity 
of  traffic.  At  the  time  of  reconstruction,  present  and  future 
drainage  problems  should  be  provided  for  by  acquiring  the 
easements  necessary  for  the  installation  of  the  necessary 
drainage  system. 

It  is  recommended  in  instituting  a  program  of  surfacing 
that  first  consideration  be  given  to  Grove  Street,  from  Dale 
Street  to  the  Public  Dump. 

Although  no  homes  are  served  by  the  road,  the  volume 
of  traffic  is  heavy  enough  to  warrant  the  required  expenditure 
of  funds  for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  people  of  the 
Town. 

DRAINAGE:  A  system  for  the  drainage  of  water  from 
Pleasant  Court  will  be  installed  this  year  under  betterment 
assessments.  This  additional  burden  upon  the  system  that 
drains  Park,  Miller,  Pleasant,  and  part  of  Oak  streets,  will 
require  the  installation  of  a  larger  pipe  under  the  tracks  of 
the  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  so  that  the  road  bed  will 
not  be  undermined  and  to  prevent  an  unauthorized  stand  of 
water  on  private  property.  This  system  will  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  a  plan  prepared  by  the  Engineers  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  1946. 

Other  drainage  problems  that  must  be  remedied  exist  on 
Brook,  Philip,  South,  Spring,  North,  and  Dale  streets. 

It  is  recommended  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to 
drainage  conditions  so  that  they  may  be  eliminated  systema- 
tically and  economically. 

BRIDGES:  Brastow's  Bridge,  which  spans  the  Charles  River 
between  Millis  and  Medfield,  was  repaired  by  the  process  of 
applying  gunite  under  pressure.  The  contract  was  awarded 
?ointly  by  the  two  towns  to  the  National  Gunite  Company, 
Because  of  State  and  County  participation  in  the  project,  the 
final  cost  to  the  Town  was  $431.88.  The  Selectmen  of  the  two 
towns  have  petitioned  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
consider  widening  the  old  bridge  or  constructing  a  new  bridge 
over  the  Charles  River  between  Millis  and  Medfield  on  Route 
#109.  Since  the  State  has  the  responsibility  of  the  bridge,  the 
improvement  will  entail  no  expense  to  the  Town. 

Future  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  replacement 
of  Dwight's  Bridge  which  was  washed  away  in  the  flood 
of  1938.  Inasmuch  as  1200  feet  of  Dwight  Street  is  still  a  public 
way  and  requires  maintenance  as  a  Chapter  81  road,  common 
convenience  and  necessity  requires  replacement  of  the  bridge 
An  attractive  arch- type  bridge  can  be  erected  at  a  reasonable 
cost  to  the  two  towns,  Millis  and  Medfield,  providing  the 
County  and  State  participate  in  the  project. 
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HIGHWAY  EQUIPMENT:  A  White  Model  WC-26  dump  truck 
was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $9,063.72  and  an  Anderson  Snow 
Plow  Model  T482  for  $934.00  as  provided  in  a  special  appro- 
priation. A  Good  Roads  "Jet  Queen"  sand  spreader  was  pur- 
chased for  $1407.00  and  mounted  on  the  old  White  chassis. 
A  secondhand  pickup  truck  was  also  purchased  which  has 
proved  to  be  a  practical  and  prudent  acquisition  for  the  High- 
way Department. 

The  use  and  saving  that  will  result  from  the  purchase  by 
the  Town  of  its  own  Highway  tractor  and  attachments  compels 
a  recommendation  for  consideration  by  the  voters.  The  di- 
versified uses  for  such  equipment  are  seasonably  unlimited  and 
such  an  acquisition  would  pay  for  itself  within  a  few  years. 

SNOW  REMOVAL:  The  cost  of  snow  removal  this  year  and 
in  the  future  must  be  increased  due  to  the  traffic  congestion 
in  the  business  section  of  the  Town  and  for  the  convenience 
of  parking.  Snow  that  was  formerly  plowed  to  the  side  of  the 
road  must  now  be  removed  to  provide  the  parking  area  that 
is  required  for  convenience  and  safety. 

The  acceptance  of  new  streets  naturally  increase  the 
expenses  for  removal  of  snow  and  expanded  sanding  and  the 
increased  use  of  salt  have  added  to  the  burden  on  the  budget 
for  snow  removal. 

The  State  participates  in  the  cost  of  the  removal  of  snow 
on  Route  #109  in  its  entirety  under  the  Cooperative  Plowing 
Program.  Attempts  have  been  made  and  will  continue  to  be 
advanced  to  include  Route  #27  in  the  program. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank 
the  Town  Boards  and  Committees  for  their  assistance  and  co- 
operation in  processing  Town  business  in  an  expeditious  and 
orderly  manner  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1954. 

Special  appreciation  is  due  to  the  officials  and  committees 
who  served  the  Town  without  compensation  in  difficult 
capacities. 

To  the  many  who  contributed  their  time  so  generously  to 
the  public  good  and  to  those  who  contributed  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation  and  gratitude.

Gentlemen: 

My  first  annual  report  as  Town  Counsel  follows. 

During  my  first  year  in  office,  I  have  furnished  numerous 
written  opinions  and  given  advice  to  almost  every  Board  and 
Committee  of  the  Town.  The  problems  involved  ranged  from 
those  of  ready  solution  to  those  wherein  considerable  research 
was  required. 

In  addition  to  this  type  of  work,  it  has  been  necessary 
for  me  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Courts  at  Dedham  and 
Boston,  various  and  sundry  types  of  meetings  and  hearings, 
as  well  as  joint  meetings  of  several  of  our  Town  Boards.  Con- 
tracts have  been  studied  and  drafted  and  considerable  time 
has  been  put  into  the  problems  relating  to  sub-division  control. 

Because  of  the  increasing  complexity  of  municipal  law 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  Town  Officers  will  come  to  rely  more 
and  more  upon  the  advice  of  legal  counsel.  Laymen  can  not 
be  expected  to  keep  abreast  of  developments  in  municipal 
law  and  indeed  the  facilities  for  doing  so  are  not  available 
readily  to  them. 

As  to  the  matter  of  compensation,  I  suggest  that  a  salary 
be  set  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  directly  for  that 
purpose.  The  older  custom  of  billing  the  various  Boards  and 
Departments  for  work  done  has  several  bad  features,  both 
from  the  standpoint  of  Town  Counsel  and  the  various  Depart- 
ments. A  nominal  appropriation  should  also  be  made  for 
expenses. 

At  this  time,  I  am  unable  to  give  a  list  of  the  cases  in 
which  the  Town  is  a  party  but  hope  that  in  following  years, 
Town  Counsel  will  be  able  to  give  a  brief  resume  of  cases 
pending  and  disposed  of. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  all 
Town  Officials  for  their  courtesy  to  me  and  for  their  whole- 
hearted co-operation.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  figures  that  the  new  water 
rates  which  were  in  effect  for  three  quarters  of 
the  year  1954  produced  a  temporary  deficit,  and  are  expected 
in  future  normal  years  to  cover  all  charges  in  connection  with 
the  new  well  and  pumping  station. 

Our  estimate  for  1955  is  based  on  an  increase  in  business 
over  1954  and  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $19,000,  exclusive 
of  Debt  Service. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  well  and  pumping  station  will 
go  into  service  not  later  than  the  fall  of  1955,  after  which 
there  will  be  a  decrease  in  our  cost  for  water  production 
(again  exclusive  of  Debt  Service.)  Our  estimate  for  1955  is 
based  on  approximately  two-thirds  year's  purchase  of  water 
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from  the  State  Hospital  and  one-third  year's  production  from 
our  own  well. 

There  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report  a  map 
showing  the  Medfield  water  system  as  now  constituted.  The 
map  indicates  many  places  where  it  is  desirable  to  lay  addi- 
tional mains  in  order  to  provide  alternate  supply  lines  in  case 
of  breakdown  or  eliminate  dead-ends  which  tend  to  give 
objectionable  taste  and  odor.  We  recommend  that  these  gaps 
in  the  system  be  filled  in  as  rapidly  as  system  revenues  permit.

REPORT  OF  THE   TREE   AND   MOTH  DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth 
Departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire 
roadsides  for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm 
Leaf  Beetle  was  carried  on.  I  recommend  that  $1,000.00  be 
appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1955. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  on  the  rise  again  as  was  feared 
last  year.  In  order  to  keep  up  with  the  dying  trees  and  also 
the  costly  item  of  removing  the  stumps  where  necessary,  I 
recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  program  of  1955. 

The  Elms  were  sprayed  this  past  spring  for  the  control 
of  the  Elm  Bark  Beetle  as  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past. 
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This  coming  year  we  will  be  able  to  do  away  with  this  appro- 
priation as  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  is  planning 
to  include  Medfleld  in  its  blanket  spray  program  for  the 
Gypsy  Moth  which  will  also  tend  to  control  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle. 

The  care  of  trees  in  Medfleld  was  proceeding  quietly  un- 
til hurricane  "Carol"  came  along  followed  closely  by  "Edna." 
This  drained  this  appropriation  quickly  with  much  work  still 
to  be  completed.  I  recommend  $3,500.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  Care  of  Trees  in  1955. 

The  brush  was  cut  along  the  roadsides  as  usual  during 
the  past  year.  In  the  future  this  appropriation  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Highway  Department  as  it  fits  in  with  their  pro- 
gram better  than  it  does  that  of  the  Tree  Department. 

More  trees  were  planted  this  year  than  in  the  past  sev- 
eral seasons  because  of  a  bargain  offer  from  a  nursery  which 
worked  out  very  successfully.  I  recommend  a  slight  increase 
to  $500.00  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  trees  due  to  hurricanes 
and  the  increase  in  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

The  Program  against  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the  same 
as  in  the  past,  covering  as  many  roadsides  as  possible  with 
the  money  provided.  I  recommend  $400.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  control  of  Poison  Ivy.

The  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  1954 
is  submitted  herewith. 

The  preparation,  surveying  and  grading  of  Section  F  has 
progressed   favorably. 

Avenues  and  mowing  areas  have  been  maintained  econ- 
omically. 

The  replacing  of  sod  and  arrangement  of  monuments  dis- 
placed by  falling  trees  in  the  two  hurricanes  of  1954,  await 
the  spring  program. 

We  have  been  troubled  again  with  vandalism  and  wish 
to  quote  the  law  under  which  we  may  prosecute:  Chapter  272, 
Section  73,  74,  and  75  General  Laws. — Sec.  74  Desecration  of 
Burial  Ground. — Whoever  wrongfully,  and  by  any  act  not  in- 
cluded in  the  preceding  section,  destroys,  injures  or  removes 
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a  building,  fence,  railing  or  other  thing  lawfully  erected  in  or 
around  a  place  of  burial  or  cemetery,  or  a  tree,  shrub  or  plant 
within  its  limits,  or  wrongfully  injures  a  walk  or  path,  or 
places  rubbish  or  offensive  matter  or  commits  a  nuisance 
therein,  or  in  any  way  desecrates  or  disfigures  the  same,  shall 
forfeit  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollar.1. 

Section  75.  Removal  of  Flowers,  etc.,  from  Grave.  Whoever 
without  authority,  removes  flowers,  flags  or  memorial  tokens 
from  any  grave,  tomb,  monument  or  burial  lot  in  any  cemetery 
or  other  place  of  burial  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  cooperation 
in  our  efforts  to  keep  refuse  out  of  the  roadways.

ANNUAL,  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDFIELD  PARK  AND  PLAN- 
NING BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  held  its  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  sec- 
ond Thursday  of  the  month  and  in  addition,  met  very  frequent- 
ly throughout  the  year  to  deal  with  applications  for  approval 
of  sub-division  plans. 

The  size  of  many  of  these  projects  required  joint  meet- 
ings and  cooperation  with  the  other  Town  departments.  Con- 
siderable work  was  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Selectmen 
to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  conclusion  for  the  maintenance  of 
highways  in  developments  which  had  been  previously  in- 
stalled prior  to  the  Town's  enactment  of  Chapter  41,  Sec- 
tion 81,  A-Y. 

Plans  were  approved  for  a  substantial  development  on 
South  Street,  this  development  being  in  the  process  of  con- 
struction at  the  present  time.  Plans  were  tentatively  approved 
for  another  project  on  Spring  Street  which  has  not  progressed 
to  date. 

The  Board  considered  many  suggestions  for  amending  the 
rules  for  subdivision  control,  some  of  which  have  been  accept- 
ed and  will  be  published  shortly. 

At  the  Annual  Town  meeting,  the  Board  was  instructed  to 
make  a  study  and  recommendations  for  extending  the  exist- 
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ing  sidewalks  in  the  town.  This  has  been  done  and  its  rec- 
ommendations will  be  presented  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  its  formal  report. 

The  Town's  parks  have  been  kept  in  good  condition.  New 
paths  have  been  created  and  new  benches  have  been  installed 
in  Baxter  Square.  The  new  hard  top  tennis  court  was  con- 
structed on  Adams  Street  and  was  opened  at  the  beginning 
of  the  season.  It  has  had  much  usage  by  the  public  since 
its  opening. 

Because  we  recognize  the  temporary  basis  of  the  present 
swimming  arrangements  for  the  public,  we  have  instituted 
studies  in  order  to  suggest  facilities  on  a  more  permanent  basis.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY— 1954 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1954. 

Library  Hours:  2:00-8:30  p.m.  daily  except  Sundays  and 
holidays.    Summer  Hours:  5:30-8:30  p.m. 

The  year  of  1954  has  seen  an  increase  in  circulation.  17,- 
160  books  have  been  borrowed  from  the  library,  and  136  new 
applicants  have  taken  out  cards.  351  new  books  have  been 
purchased,  of  which  158  were  juvenile.  While  this  is  an  in- 
crease over  last  year,  it  is  less  than  previous  years,  because 
with  the  continually  rising  cost  of  books,  our  monthly  budget 
(averaging  $50)  does  not  permit  of  the  purchase  of  as  many 
books  as  we  should  have.  There  was  a  replacement  this  year 
of  21  classics  by  new  editions.  188  books  were  donated  by  the  fol- 
lowing: Mr.  A.  Thorndike,  Mr.  Charles  Woodard,  Mrs.  Nancy 
McNally,  Bethlehem  Steel,  The  Jay  Broiler  Co.,  Mrs.  George 
Dabney,  The  Hannah  Adams  Club,  Mrs.  Orion  Wight,  Mrs.

In  addition  there  were  several  new  biographies,  including 
that  of  Pearl  Buck  (My  Several  Worlds),  Albert  Einstein, 
Susan  Anthony,  Gertrude  Lawrence,  Douglas  MacArthur  and 
David  Belasco.  There  were  also  the  usual  mystery  stories, 
westerns  and  light  romances.  Space  does  not  permit  listing 
the  many  lovely  children's  books,  but  career  books  biograph- 
ies, juvenile  mysteries  and  sports  stories  are  still  the  most 
popular  with  the  younger  set. 

The  main  room  of  the  library  was  painted  this  spring, 
after  an  interval  of  ten  years.  Additional  lighting  for  the 
four  corners  of  the  room  where  it  is  difficult  to  see  the  books 
on  the  shelves  has  been  planned,  but  not  yet  installed. 

Plans  for  a  children's  room  in  the  basement  are  going 
forward,  and  the  Library  Board  is  asking  for  $2,000  to  begin 
this  project.  Pictures  of  suggested  plans  are  on  view  in  the 
library.  This  rom  is  badly  needed,  as  conditions  in  the 
main  room  are  becoming  overcrowded.  There  is  not  room  on 
the  shelves  for  the  new  books,  and  many  older  ones  have  to 
be  discarded  to  make  room  for  them.  This  condition  could 
be  remedied  if  the  children's  books  could  be  housed  in  a  place 
of  their  own.  Also,  since  the  school  children  are  using  the 
library  in  increasing  numbers  for  school  work,  adults  are 
unable  to  sit  down  at  the  tables  for  leisurely  perusal  of  the 
magazines  or  reading  as  heretofore,  because  the  tables  are 
all  occupied  by  students.  The  librarian  has  found  it  neces- 
sary to  limit  study  hours  for  the  young  people  because  of  this. 
All  back  numbers  of  periodicals  listed  in  Reader's  Guide  are 
kept  on  file  in  the  basement,  and  would  be  readily  accessible 
there  for  reference  work.  It  is  planned  to  have  one  section 
for  the  smaller  children  and  one  for  the  teen-age  group. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  librarians  wish  to  thank 
Senior  Girl  Scouts  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  the  several 
tasks  assigned  to  them,  and  the  many  friends  of  the  library 
who  have  donated  books,  magazines  and  flowers  to  the  library 
during  the  year. 

The  Trustees  are  asking  for  the  sum  of  $1800  this  year  as 
the  annual  appropriation,  together  with  the  Dog  Tax  $648.70 
and  the  library  fines  $324.53  to  help  defray  regular  mainten- 
ance costs  of  the  library;  these  amounts  to  supplement  the 
Trust  Fund  income,  which  rising  costs  make  insufficient  for 
the  present  day  maintenance  of  the  library.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  report  of  the  Board 
of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

We  have  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or 
transporting  Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or 
any  preparation  other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections 
are  made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once 
a  week  during  the  winter  months. 

The  Medfield  School  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  all  children  in  the  elementary 
buildings  were  examined.  Treatment  has  been  started  on  all 
those  who  desire  to  have  the  work  done  at  the  Clinic. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  two  patients  at  the  Norfolk 
County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Braintree.  We  have  one  patient 
at  the  Rutland  State  Sanatorium.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
for  the  year  1954. 

A  total  of  50  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  5  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  cases,  7  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  2  General 
Relief  cases  were  administered. 

Aid  rendered  to  recipients  in  all  four  categories  was  as 
follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $41,394.70 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  6,848.18 

Disability  Assistance  1,921.68 

General  Relief  1,280.74 

This  year  another  reduction  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  case 
load  is  evidenced  by  State  statistical  reports.  This  condition 
is  general  throughout  the  State.  Not  only  do  we  see  evidence 
of  the  Lien  Law  in  this  reduction,  but  in  the  amount  of  money 
recovered  during  1954.  This  year  $554.40  was  recovered  through 
the  Lien  Law.  The  total  amount  recovered  on  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance cases  was  $4,792.20. 

The  "Medical  Care  Plan",  a  plan  compiled  for  uniformity 
throughout  the  State  in  medical  compliance  and  better  serv- 
ice to  our  recipients,  has  been  put  into  practice.  Administratively 
this  Medical  Care  Plan  requires  detailed  attention  to  authori- 
zation procedure  and  the  cooperation  of  all,  recipients  and 
vendors,  to  achieve  the  maximum  conformity,  which  is  manda- 
tory on  all  Boards  of  Public  Welfare.  The  cooperation  which 
this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  received  is  commendable. 

The  added  services  given  to  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  re- 
cipients has  shown  an  increase,  administratively,  in  the  addi- 
tional number  of  purposeful  interviews.  This  intensified  serv- 
ice, rendered  in  compliance  with  the  State  Standards,  has 
proven  its  worth  both  socially  and  economically.  The  emphasis 
placed  on  the  welfare  of  the  child  in  his  own  home  has  made 
it  evident  that  this  kind  of  assistance  and  investigation  is  an 
investment  for  the  Taxpayer  in  the  future  of  the  dependent 
youth. 

It  is  the  goal  of  those  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  these  assistance  programs  at  our  local  level,  the  district 
level  and  the  state  level  that  these  plans  for  assistance  be  ad- 
ministered to  give  the  best  service  to  recipients,  keeping  in 
mind  their  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  and  the 
compliance  with  state  and  federal  requirements. 
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No  major  changes  in  Policies  and  Procedures  are  antici- 
pated in  the  coming  year. 

From  time  to  time  our  personnel  attends  refresher  courses 
conducted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  personnel 
at  the  local,  district  and  state  levels. 

An  increase  in  awards  to  those  who  receive  Old  Age  and 
SurViors  Insurance  was  granted  by  Congress  as  of  September 
1,  1954,  payable  on  October  1,  1954.  This  increase  in  resources 
was  noted  and  deducted  from  all  individual  recipient's  budgets. 

As  Agent  and  Clerk,  respectively,  Mrs.  Doris  M.  Carr  and 
Mrs.  Helen  E.  Kennedy  have  continued  to  serve  commendably. 
For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board  wishes  to 
publicly   thank   them. 

To  conclude  this  report  this  Board  wishes  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  the  town  officials,  doctors  and  private  business 
men  and  publicly  thank  them  for  their  excellent  cooperation 
during  the  year  1954.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Continuing  the  policy  of  last  year,  the  Report  of  your  School 
Committee  is  merged  with  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
since  he  acts  as  secretary  to  the  Committee. 

Increasing  problems  brought  on  by  population  increases  and 
teacher  shortages  must  be  faced,  and  only  through  the  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  the  superintendent,  the  teachers  and  su- 
pervisory staff,  townspeople  anc  students  can  we  achieve  the 
educational  standards  we  all  so  arc'ently  desire.  Population 
growth  is  nearly  impossible  to  predict  accurately,  but  the  signs 
are  obvious  to  all  thinking  residents  of  Medf ield.  The  members  of 
your  School  Committee,  who  of  course  are  also  taxpayers  in 
Medfield,  have  held  a  total  of  33  meetings  in  the  past  year  in  an 
attempt  to  solve  these  and  other  problems  and  to  keep  your 
school  system  functioning  in  a  proper  manner. 

The  need  for  a  new  school  is  rapidly  becoming  desperate, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  favorable  action  will  be  taken  when  the  ex- 
tremely conscientious  Building  Committee  presents  its  plans  to 
the  town.  Towns  like  Medfield,  which  are  primarily  residential, 
are  in  a  difficult  position  tax-wise.  Your  Committee  in  the  past 
year  has  attempted  to  be  realistic  about  this,  both  from  the  an- 
gle of  teaching  standards  as  well  as  from  ability  to  pay  on  the 
part  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  either  through  in- 
creased State  aid  or  through  the  proposed  Federal  plan,  some 
additional  relief  can  be  obtained  in  the  direction  of  public  school 
costs. 

Detailed  information  regarding  the  school  system  for  the 
past  year  will  be  found  in  the  superintendent's  very  complete 
report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Medf  ield 

Mrs.  Aylward  and  Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  transmit  my  third  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  Medfield  public  schools,  it  being  the  third  such  report 
compiled  since  the  town  withdrew  from  the  superintendency  un- 
ion. 

The  United  States  at  the  present  time  is  showing  a  net  gain 
of  one  new  citizen  every  twelve  seconds,  day  and  night,  summer 
and  winter,  fair  weather  and  foul.  There  is  one  live  birth  every 
eight  seconds,  one  immigrant  every  twelve  minutes,  one  emi- 
grant every  seventeen  minutes,  one  death  every  twenty-one  sec- 
onds. This  leaves  a  net  gain  of  five  new  citizens  every  minute 
around  the  clock,  around  the  calendar,  around  the  country.  The 
basis  for  these  statements  is  to  be  found  upon  theface  of  a  giant 
calculator  in  the  lobby  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  build- 
ing in  Washington. 

While  it  might  be  necessary  to  journey  to  Washington  to 
check  the  exactness  of  these  figures,  we  do  not  have  to  set  foot 
outside  our  town  to  realize  we  are  feeling  the  effects  of  this 
swelling  population.  At  the  present  time,  based  upon  the  statis- 
tics supplied  by  the  twenty-five  families  most  recently  moved 
into  town,  the  average  number  of  children  per  family — of  school 
and  pre-school  age — is  2.15,  a  figure  that  would  doubtless  be 
slightly  reduced  if  all  families  were  shown  in  the  calculation.

The  period  covered  by  this  table  is  three  school  years  or 
thirty  school  months.  The  actual  increase  in  this  period  was  149 
pupils  (602—453).  Dividing  149  by  453,  we  find  a  figure  of  32.8% 
of  increase.  This  means  better  than  1%  increase  per  school 
month,  approximately  one  new  pupil  every  week  school  is  in  ses- 
sion. This  is  a  NET  increase  left  after  subtracting  pupils  who 
have  moved  elsewhere. 

The  Kiplinger  Washington  Letter  of  December  24,  1954,  on 
the  subject  of  population,  contains  this  statement:  "But  another 
boom,  starting  in  the  early  60's,  is  almost  sure.  The  wave  of 
births  in  past  15  years  will  become  a  wave  of  marriages  then — 
a  bigger  boom  than  at  present." 
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While  I  would  not  imply  that  pre-occupation  with  the  ex- 
panding population  is  the  only  concern  of  those  having  charge 
of  our  public  schools,  it  certainly  must  be  in  the  forefront  of  all 
our  thinking.  As  you  are  aware,  the  New  School  Building  Com- 
mittee has  been  meeting  faithfully  throughout  the  past  year  and 
its  plans  are  now  being  studied  by  the  School  Building  Assist- 
ance Commission  before  submission  to  the  voters.  If  action  is 
taken  by  the  town  within  the  immediate  future,  we  can  prob- 
ably manage  for  the  first  few  months  of  the  school  year  to  be- 
gin next  September  by  utilizing  various  segments  of  space  such 
as  cafeterias  for  classroom  purposes.  If  new  construction  is  not 
available  by  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  1956,  we  shall 
have  no  choice  but  to  go  on  double  sessions  with  a  sharp  in- 
crease in  expenditures  and  a  sharp  decline  in  educational  effi- 
ciency.

COMMENTS  ON  PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Mrs.  Margaret  Blute  was  transferred  to  the  fifth  grade  left 
vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Winchester.  This  left  the  posi- 
tion of  Helping  Teacher  open,  and  it  was  filled  by  assigning  Miss 
Charlotte  Roberts  to  cover  the  responsibility  on  a  part-time  basis 
in  addition  to  her  work  as  Supervisor  of  Music.  Most  of  Miss 
Roberts  time  has  been  devoted  to  a  testing  program,  the  results 
of  which  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  special  help  to  those  needing  it 
most.  Simple  justice  demands  that  a  word  be  spoken  here  about 
the  significant  gains  accomplished  by  Mrs.  Blute  while  serving 
as  Helping  Teacher.  The  change  of  assignment  was  made  at 
Mrs.  Blute's  own  request. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Philip  Hoffman  left  us  without  a  Su- 
pervisor of  Instrumental  Music.  When  we  sought  candidates  for 
the  position  it  was  found  that  our  prevailing  rate  of  pay  was  not 
sufficient  to  attract  any  worthwhile  people.  Upon  increasing  the 
compensation,  it  was  possible  to  sign  up  a  first-class  man.  but 
unfortunately  an  increase  in  other  responsibilities  forced  his  res- 
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ignation  almost  at  once.  This  happened  with  other  promising 
candidates  until  Mr.  Robert  Kelley,  the  newly-chosen  conductor 
of  the  Medfield  Community  Orchestra,  generously  agreed  to  cov- 
er the  position  on  a  per-diem  substitute  basis.  For  that  reason 
his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  teachers.  Mr.  Kelley  is  do- 
ing some  excellent  work  but  he  needs  the  active  co-operation  of 
parents  in  seeing  that  students  keep  to  a  rigid  schedule  of  home 
practice.  At  Mr.  Kelley's  suggestion,  we  have  dropped  work 
with  a  school  band  and  instead  we  are  concentrating  upon  or- 
chestral instruction.

It  must  be  stressed  that  the  sum  of  reimbursements  and 
receipts  goes  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  is  NOT  available  to  the 
School  Committee  unless  specifically  appropriated  for  school 
purposes.  The  School  Committee  can  expend  ONLY  the  funds 
provided  by  direct  appropriation. 

We  still  look  hopefully  at  the  bill  now  pending  before  the 
General  Court  to  increase  State  reimbursements  for  school  pur- 
poses and  thus  lighten  the  burden  placed  upon  the  real  estate 
taxpayer  at  present.  Believing  that  the  citizens  of  Medfield 
would  wish  such  relief,  the  writer  has  agreed  to  serve  upon 
BOTH  committees  now  hard  at  work  endeavoring  to  push  this 
bill  to  enactment.  Your  superintendent  believes  he  is  the  only  one 
in  the  Commonwealth  serving  upon  both.  He  also  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers  Association  and  hence  is  in  a  position  to  exercise  f urth- 
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er  influence  to  advance  the  proposed  legislation.  Regardless 
of  the  outcome  of  this  activity,  the  rate  of  reimbursement  will 
remain  the  same  for  the  balance  of  the  State  fiscal  year  (ending 
June  30)  and  we  can  reasonably  expect  to  collect  no  less  in  the 
next  distribution. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  continue  their  thoughtful 
practice  of  turning  over  to  us  from  time  to  time  copies  of  books 
which  duplicate  volumes  already  on  their  shelves.  For  this  we 
are  most  appreciative. 

The  Medfield  Community  Chest  and  the  Salvation  Army  con- 
tinue their  assistance  to  several  of  our  pupils  and  we  are  sincere- 
ly grateful  for  their  help. 

The  Class  of  1954  donated  a  sum  of  money  to  the  school  to 
be  used  for  the  installation  of  a  so-called  "inter-com"  system  for 
contacting  various  parts  of  the  high  school  building  without 
leaving  the  office.  We  are  still  checking  technical  advice  in  the 
matter  before  commencing  to  actually  install  the  equipment.  We 
know  we  shall  find  it  most  useful  when  it  is  finally  in  operation. 

The  Medfield  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  not  only  con- 
tinued its  active  interest  in  our  schools  but  is  expanding  its  of- 
ferings of  scholarships  and  prizes  to  our  students  in  a  most  gen- 
erous fashion.  The  Beckwith  Post  No.  110,  American  Legion  and 
the  Auxiliary  of  the  Post  continue  to  take  an  active  part  in  pro- 
viding awards  for  our  students  which  they,  too,  have  increas2d 
significantly  during  the  past  year.  The  Hannah  Adams  Club,  the 
Medfield  Lions  Club  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion continue  their  active  interest  and  support.  I  am  sure  we  all 
feel  just  a  little  more  determined  to  see  that  we  do  not  fail  the 
expectations  of  such  fine  and  loyal  friends. 

Your  superintendent  believes  that  the  expansion  of  our 
school  system  has  progressed  in  an  orderly  fashion  during  the 
past  year,  not  only  because  of  the  close  attention  to  duty  on  the 
part  of  every  member  of  our  present  staff,  but  also  because  the 
foundation  of  our  system  is  essentially  sound.  Fcr  this  we  can 
thank  our  predecessors  who  labored  so  faithfully  to  accomplish 
this  result.  The  unfailing  sympathy  and  support  of  the  School 
Committee,  the  friendly  co-operation  of  the  townspeople  and  the 
unselfish  labors  of  every  one  of  my  fellow  workers  have  com- 
bined to  make  the  problems  we  face  in  common  seem  just  a  little 
less  difficult.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

HANNAH  ADAMS  PFAFF  ELEMENTARY 

AND  MEMORIAL  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  present  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools. 

The  enrollment  of  the  elementary  schools  continues  to  surgp 
upward.  Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September  we  have  addea 
seventeen  new  pupils  to  Memorial  School  and  six  new  pupils  to 
North  Street  School.  This  totals  twenty- three  new  pupils  in  six- 
teen weeks. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  very  generously  offered  to 
redecorate  the  teacher's  room  at  the  North  Street  School.  This 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  teachers. 

Open  House  was  held  October  9th  in  the  North  Street  School 
and  on  December  13th  in  the  Memorial  School  with  a  large  group 
of  parents  and  friends  attending. 

Some  field  trips  were  taken  throughout  the  school  year  by 
several  classes,  and  the  annual  school  picnics  were  held  at  Nor- 
umbega  Park  and  Rocky  Woods  Reservation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Health  Department's  duties  consist  of  regular 
physical  examinations,  daily  visits  to  the  school,  control  of  com- 
municable diseases  and  consultation  with  the  faculty  on  psycho- 
logical problems.  In  addition  to  these,  we  have  rendered  first 
aid,  arranged  for  chest  X-rays  for  the  Senior  Class  and  members 
of  the  faculty  and  supervised  school  lunches. 

Dental  examinations  were  made  en  359  pupils  and  notices 
were  sent  home  to  parents  for  those  children  needing  dental  care, 
We  have  had  weekly  clinics  from  the  beginning  of  the  school 
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year  and  the  dental  work  has  been  completed  on  many  pupils. 
Because  of  the  greater  response  each  year  from  the  parents  we 
feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  outstanding  programs  offered  to  the 
school  child. 

Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  given  to  all  pupils  from  the 
first  grade  through  High  School.  Because  of  the  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining the  State  audiometer  and  the  limited  time  for  its  use  in 
testing  and  retesting,  we  feel  that  more  satisfactory  testing 
could  be  done  if  the  school  owned  its  own  audiometer. 

The  health  of  the  children  is  above  average.  In  surrounding 
towns  there  have  been  several  epidemics  of  communicable  dis- 
eases. These  may  be  expected  to  occur  every  three  to  six  years 
as  a  new  group  of  non-immune  children  comes  to  school. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  school  authorities  and  personnel  who 
have  been  very  co-operative.

REPORT  OF  GIRLS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  girls'  physical  education  program  has  been  planned  to 
bring  out  individual  differences  and  develop  the  personality  of 
the  whole  child.  However,  the  classes  are  so  large  and  so  varied  in 
skills  that  progression  and  follow-ups  are  made  more  difficult 
and  it  is  harder  to  reach  the  student  who  needs  to  be  drawn  out. 

Many  activities  are  offered  to  the  students,  but  we  are  lim- 
ited in  the  number  with  whom  we  can  work  closely  in  the  rec- 
reational activities  and  intramural  competition  available. 

The  following  sports  are  offered  in  the  High  School  on  a 
varsity  and  recreational  basis:  field  hockey,  basketball,  and 
Softball.  I  should  like  to  include  tennis,  badminton  as  individual 
sports,  and  the  team  game,  volleyball. 

In  the  elementary  schools  the  following  activities  are 
offered. 

1.  Directed  play  6.  Rhythms 

2.  Large  and  small  group  play  7.  Stunts  and  tumbling 

3.  Introduction  to  team  games  8.  Ball  skills 

4.  Team  games  9.  Square  and  folk  dancing 

5.  Relays  10.  Apparatus  work 
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The  Junior  High  School  level  consists,  mostly  of  team  games 
and  developing  skills  to  a  higher  degree  and  the  stressing  of 
working  together.

REPORT  OF  BOYS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  boys'  physical  education  program  is  handled  in  three 
interlocking  stages. 

The  initial  stage,  which  consists  of  boys  from  the  4th,  5th 
and  6th  grades,  stresses  how  individual  skills  are  developed.  Re- 
lay races  not  only  provide  the  will  to  win  but,  what  is  more  im- 
portant, they  develop  the  individual  skills  needed  in  such  games 
as  football,  basketball,  baseball  and  other  team  sports.  Teaching 
these  skills  not  only  improves  the  boy  athletically  but  builds  him 
up  for  better  all-around  co-ordination. 

The  Junior  High  School  boys  carry  on  with  these  individual 
skills  in  team  games.  In  this  second  stage  the  boys  are  intro- 
duced to  the  game  itself  by  learning  the  rules  and  the  overall 
team  work.  Here  actually  is  the  start  of  an  intramural  system. 
Boys  of  this  age  need  activities  which  will  develop  their  co-ordi- 
nation as  they  are  entering  the  so-called  "clumsy"  stage. 

By  the  time  a  boy  reaches  the  third  stage  he  should  have  a 
good  knowledge  of  skills  and  rules.  The  boys  in  the  High  School 
actually  compete  in  an  intramural  program,  which  consists  of 
the  more  popular  sports  plus  team  games  that  seem  to  be  as 
favored  as  the  common  sports. 

As  the  educational  values  of  athletics  come  to  be  more  and 
more  recognized  in  the  school  program  it  also  is  obvious  that 
the  intensive  coaching  efforts  are  being  expended  on  the  select 
few  who  are  already  highest  in  athletic  proficiency,  and  that  the 
majority  of  pupils,  who  also  have  a  keen  natural  interest  in 
athletics,  are  being  neglected.  Through  this  intramural  program, 
we  believe  we  are  bringing  to  the  neglected  pupil  an  opportunity 
to  participate  in  team  games.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  more  students  in  the  high  school  and  the  reduced  in- 
surance rates  available  to  young  people  with  Driver  Educa- 
tion Certificates,  the  enrollment  has  almost  doubled. 

It  seems  that  with  these  lowered  insurance  rates  or  a  chance 
to  get  a  license  with  free  instruction  in  a  dual-control  car  we 
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often  lose  sight  of  the  real  value  of  driver  education  —  the  sav- 
ing of  lives  and  the  prevention  of  suffering  and  injury. 

Our  one  aim  is  to  make  better,  safer  drivers.  This  can  be 
done  by  acquiring  better  understanding  of  the  automobile  and 
the  physical  forces  that  act  upon  it,  adequate  knowledge  of 
motor  vehicle  laws  and  most  important  of  all  —  the  establish- 
ment of  proper  driving  attitudes  and  respect  for  the  other  fel- 
low. 

Manipulative  skills  alone  will  not  make  a  safe  driver.  He 
must  also  have  the  proper  knowledge  and  driving  attitudes.

SPECIAL  WATER  COMMITTEE 
INTERIM  REPORT 

December  29,  1953 

To  the  Moderator,  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

On  July  17,  1952  the  contract  expired  between  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  Town  of  Medfield,  for  the  former  to  supply 
water  to  the  latter. 

The  State  and  the  Town  Water  Board  have  since  been  in 
disagreement  both  as  to  a  future  course  of  action  and  as  to  a 
new  rate  schedule. 

The  State  employed  independent  engineers,  who  sug- 
gsted  that  the  State  spend  $90,000  to  improve  the  wells  at  the 
State  Hospital,  which  the  State  believes  are  now  inadequate 
to  also  supply  water  to  the  Town  of  Medfield.  As  a  result, 
the  new  suggested  rate  to  be  paid  by  the  Town  was  more 
than  twice  that  under  the  old  contract.  The  Medfield  Water 
Board  questioned  the  accuracy  of  the  State  cost  estimates, 
particularly  as  to  pumping  costs,  and  also  felt  that  the  Town 
would  gain  nothing  fundamental  by  spending  money  to  im- 
prove the  State  wells  with  no  long  time  certainty  of  obtaining 
water  at  reasonable  rates. 

Therefore,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March  of  1953,  your  committee  was  appointed  with  an 
appropriation  of  $1500.  The  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Boston 
was  retained.  While  their  report  was  in  preparation,  last 
summer's  drought  caused  the  State  to  notify  the  Town  in 
writing  that  the  State  might  at  any  time  cut  off  water  to 
supply  the  Town  system. 

Metcalf  &  Eddy's  report  recommends  that  instead  of  im- 
proving the  State  wells  at  a  cost  of  $90,000  and  charge  the 
Town  a  greatly  increased  rate  for  water,  that  for  an  estimated 
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cost  of  $70,000  the  Town  can  develop  its  own  supply  so  that 
there  should  be  no  further  problems  at  least  until  1980. 

Briefly,  the  annual  cost  of  water  to  the  Town  under  the 
State  plan  is  estimated  at  $18,000  a  year  and  under  Metcalf 
&  Eddy's  plan  would  be  about  $9,000  a  year.  For  compara- 
tive purposes,  we  paid  $5,336  to  the  State  in  1952. 

Metcalf  &  Eddy  believe  that  there  is  an  excellent  and 
ample  water  supply  along  the  west  side  of  Bridge  Street.  They 
point  out  that  proper  drilling  cannot  be  done  during  the 
spring  when  the  Charles  River  overflows  its  banks.  They 
therefore  recommend  an  immediate  expenditure  of  $5,000 
(included  in  the  total  estimate  of  $70,000)  "to  investigate  the 
possiblity  of  constructing  a  gravel-packed  well  in  the  area 
between  Bridge  Street  and  the  Charles  River".  If  their  ex- 
pectations prove  accurate,  they  recommend  developing  this 
new  water  supply  to  hook  up  on  a  two-way  basis  with  the 
State  Hospital  standpipe.  This  suggestion  has  verbally  been 
approved  by  a  responsible  official  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health.  Metcalf  &  Eddy  and  your  committee  believe  that 
this  arrnagement  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  both  Town 
and  State;  that  rates  for  the  Town  would  not  be  nearly  as 
high  as  under  the  State's  proposal;  and  that  supply  problems 
would  be  solved  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

There  is  no  question,  no  matter  what  course  is  taken, 
that  water  rates  to  Medfield  users  must  be  raised.  They 
have  been  at  the  present  level  since  1932  and  for  many  years 
have  failed  to  produce  enough  money  to  support  interest  and 
debt  amortization  on  an  expanding  system.  It  is  custom- 
ary that  water  systems,  whether  municipal  or  private,  should 
be  self-supporting;  there  is  no  reason  why  the  water  deficit 
should,  year  after  year,  be  a  factor  in  a  higher  Medfield  tax 
rate.  The  increase  in  water  rates  should  not  be  very  large  to 
cope  with  the  situation,  and  no  present  action  is  needed  on 
this  point. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Town  of 
Medfield  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  special  committee,  to 
investigate  the  possiblity  of  constructing  a  gravel-packed  well 
in  the  area  between  Bridge  Street  and  the  Charles  River,  or 
elsewhere. 

It  should  be  understood  that  subsequent  steps  would  in- 
clude the  following,  if  this  first  step  proves  successful: 

1.  The  Town's  water  system  should  be  developed  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $70,000,  for  which  bonds  should  be  issued. 
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2.  That  water  rates  be  adjusted  to  make  the  system 
cover  not  only  operating  costs,  but  interest  and  amortization 
on  water  debt,  so  that  deficits  should  not  affect  the  tax  rate.
